StatJmknt of Objects axi> IIkasoxs. 

There arc at present four different laws, 
besides several ameuding Acts, under which 
municipalities in Bengal are administered. The 
present Bill has been framed with the view of 
consolidating these different enactments into a 
single law. Opjiortunity has been taken to 
enlarge th^ powers of Municipal Commissioners; 
to lay \im municipal work and responsibility on 
the shoulders of Magistrates; to make Municipal 
Commissioners elective; and iu other ways to 
afford more scope for municipal BclC-govornmeut. 
The Bill provides for three classes of raunicipa- 
litiq^; in two classes the.governing body will 
be Municipal Commissioners, while the rural 
townships in the tliird class will be adminis¬ 
tered by punchaycts. Municipal Commissioners 
will have power to adopt one or more of the 
ordinary f orms of Indian municipal taxation, but 
for punchaycts only one form of local taxation 
will be available. Slunicipal funds will be devoted 
to police and to ordinary municipal purposes; 
and it is proposed to permit of their expenditure 


on the inaiutcnancc of education and on the 
relief of exceptional distress. Village fuivls iu 
third class Municipalities shall, it is proposed, 
be applicable to the payment of chowkeydars, to 
the maintenance of patshalas or rural schools, 
and to the supply of drinking winter. Power is 
taken for Government or its officcTs to intervene 
in eases where Municipal Commissioners or a 
punchayct may fail to niaiiitaiii sufficient police, 
or where elementary education may not be avail- • 
able at reasonable cost. Provision is made for 
members of municipal bodies sitting for the trial 
of petty offences committed within tlie limits of 
their townships. ^

Statement op Ohjects and Reasons. 

Theue are at present four diffenut Iswbj 
besides several urneuding Acts, undor which 
municipalities in Bengal arc administe red The 
present Bill has btcu framed with ihv* view of 
consolidating these dilFcrimt cnuctmenis into a 
single law. Opportunity has horn iaken to 
enlarge the powers of Municipal (Commissioners; 
to lay less rnuuieipal work and respot)sii)ilitv on 
the shoulders of Magistrates; to make Mnnieipal 
Commissioners elective; and in other >vays to 
afford more scope for municipal 8cIf-go^ eminent. 
The Bill provides for three classes of miinicipa- 
litics; in two classes the governing h.idy will 
be Municipal Commissioners while thc^rural 
townships in the third class will be adminis¬ 
tered by punchayets. Municipal Commissioners 
will havQ power to adopt one or raort' of the 
ordinary forpis of iiidiau rnuuieipal taxation, hut 
for punchayets only one form of loca] taxation 
will be available. Municipal funds will be devoted 
to police and to ordinary municipal purposes; 
and it is proposed lo permit of their expenditure 


on the maintenance of education and on the 
relief of exceptional distress. Village funds in 
tliird class Municipalities shall, it is proposed, 
he applicaldc to tiie payment of chow key dars. to 
the mainUMiuncc of painhalas or rural schools, 
and to the h^iipjily of drinking water. Powe. is 
taken for Goveranicut or its ofliecrs to iuterveue 
in easc.s where Munieijial (k)iumissiouers or a 
puuchuyet may fail to maintain sullieieut police, 
or where eiciucntary education may not be avail¬ 
able at reason able cost. Provision is made for 
members of muuicijial bodies sitting fur the trial 
of petty offences committed within the limits of 
their townships 

In respect of nuisances, of conservancy, of 
vaccination, of town .markets, and such like mat¬ 
ters, the Bill adopts the provisions of existiug 
Municipal Acts.

Rrsoluttox.—I t is usual for officers, wlicu submitting propositions for the revision of establish¬ 
ments, to set down the average nloutlily cost of a pay which rises from a minimum to a maxi¬ 
mum, however quickly, at the mean between the minimum and tlie maximum. 

2. As a matter^of fact, however, the monthly average coat of a pay so fixed, unless the 
period of rise, be very long, is much higher than this. By the present erronemis practice, 
officers may be led to propose, and perhaps the (jovcrnineut Komctiincs may sanction, proposals 
for the revision of establishments under u practical uiisapprchcusiou of thedr actual financial 
effect. 

8. It is not at present possible to show exactly what the average monthly coat of a pro¬ 
gressive pay is. Nd doubt it varies under varying circumstances; and under all circumstances 
it depends largely upon the length of the period of rise. 

4. The Governor-General in Council is, however, convinced that the average monthly 
cost^of a pay, which rises by five equal annual incremeufs from a minimum to a maximum, 
is, at least, tlic minimum pins two-thirds, and, in the case of ministerial establishments, 
three-fourths, of the difference between the minimum and the maximum. 

5. His Excellency in Council is accordingly pleased to direct that, for the present, the 
average monthly cast of such pay shall be calculated in this way. 

Exauiples— 

The average monthly cost of the pay of an officer in the classifiod list in the Financial 
Department, which rises from Rs. 400 a month by fire annual increments of Rs. 40 to Rs. 600 
a month, is Rs. 4UU + 9rds of its. 20()—(Rs. 134) —Us. 534. 

The average monthly cost of the pay of a clerk ri.sing from Rs. 100 a month by five 
equal annual increments of Rs. 10 to Rs. 150 a mouth is Rs. lUO-fJths of Us. 60= ' 
(Rs. 37-8)=R8. 137-3. 

6. If the period of rise is 20 years, the average monthly cost may be taken at the exact 
mean. 

7. In other cases, an intelligent estimate may be made.

(//).—“Local Fund.”—When revenue derived from special soureos is devoted to 
specified objects, and not to the general ]>urpo8cs of tlie admiuistration, whether 
lm 2 )erial or Provincial, ilie revenue so devojAid forma a “ Local Fund.” 


CHAPTER II. 

• Extent or ArrucATioN. 

Section 2.—The rules in this Code and its Supplements apply to 
all public servants, except the following, who arc under Military 
llulcs:

[*Notb.—B efore 14th October 1871, the date of the promulgation of the rules 
in this Chapter, service under Native States, Municipalities, or other bodies 
financially independent of Ihe Government of India, did not ordinarily qualify, 
as it did not satisfy the first and third (conditions of qualifying stTvice. Unless 
specially exempted, or unless their case fell within one ol‘ the special rules stated 
beneath, officers, not being CovonanU»d Civil Servants, or officers of the Army, 
who accepted such service, ceased to have any claim on the Government of India 
in respect of pensions. ^Jlic rules in this Chapter do not affect the position of 
these officers, and they must abide by ihe conditions under which they left the 
regular service. In the same way officers who may transfer their services in future 
will have no claim unless the transfer is such as is jirovided ffir in these rules. 

Special Tutea in force before ihe October 1871. 

1 . Officers transferred by competent authority to service under Native States, 

for a purpose in which the Government is interested, count their 
service, as it* it were under the Government of India, 

The following cus<^8 arc within this rule:— 

fa ).—Teachers transferred to the service of the Cliamha State. In this 
case the pension is paid by the Government of India and the Raja 
of Chamba according to the rule of proportions. 

(4),—Officers transferred to service in the Kolapur school ;*the pension 
being chargeable according to the rule of proportions to the 
Government of India, and to a fund formed by a contribution 
proportional to salary paid by the Chief of Kolapur.

3. Medical Officers lent to charitable dispensaries or hospitals, count their 

service as if it were under Govorument. 

4. Officers transferred on or after 23rd April 1863 by the authority of 

Government, or their official superiors, from qualifying service under 
Government, to service of the following descriptions, count their service 
as if it were paid from the general revenues: 

Service under the Courts of Wards.

Service under the Taluqdari Settlement Officer in Bombay. ^ 

Provided that six per cent, of the salary be contributed to the Government 
of India, cither by the officer himself, or from tlie funds whence the salary 
is paid. This proviso has effect from the 9th November 1870 in the case 
of service under the Court.P of Wards, and from the 6th July*! 871 in the 
case of service in Jagir States or under the Taluqdari Settlement 
Officer.] • 


Section 35*— (a ).—From every officer transferred in the manner 
specified in the last Section, who does not wholly resign the serviq^ 
of Government, or who is not, for special and public reasons, exempted 

from the operation of the rules in this Chapter^ a contribution shall 

• ■ 
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1)6 levied of one-fifth of the salary which he receives from his em¬ 
ployers ; that is, he will receive from his employers pay and acting 
allowance fixed in accordance with the rules of the Government 
service, for the appointment which he holds or in which ho officiates, 
and retaining four-fifths, will pay onc-fiftli to the Government of India. 

(ft).—In return for this contribution the Government accepts 
the charge for his pension or gratuity, and also that for his absentee 
allowances (except in the case of privilege leave, regarding .which no 
arrangement pan be made, and during which the contribution must 
be paid in the same manner as if the officer were on duty), in the 
same manner and to the same extent as if he were in the regular service 
of Government; save only that the calculation of pension, gratuity or 
absentee allowance is bused only upon the four-fifths which he retmns, 
instead of upon the full amount .wliich ho receives, of pay or salary. 

1 . With th« special i>crmissioii of the Oovernment of India in the Financial 
Department, officers may make the iionlriinilion ]>Tcserih(d in this Section in respeot 
of a part only, not beitiff less than two-tliinls, of their salary; provided that the 
pension, gratuity or absentee allow.nnco will he calculated only upon four-lll'ths of 
the amount in respect, ol’ which the contribution is paid. 

. 2. A Native officer may resign all chiims to allowance during leave, other 
than privilege leave, and in such case the contribution required is 12 per cent. 
insteM of one-fifth. 

3. In the case of inferior servants to whom the leave nilos do not apply, 
the contribution required is uue anna in the rujtee. , 

4. If the salary of the officers is disbursed at a Government treasury, the 
required contribution will be dediicteil at time of payment ; otherwise tlie officers 
themselves must pay the amount directly to the Jlritish Government in such 
manner as may be arranged. 

5. An officer whose servieos are lent or transferred, is not permitted ixt 
withhold the contribution upon condition that the time ol‘ his service so lent or 
transferred will not count ibr jionsion or for leave. lie must either wholly resi<'ii 
the service of Government, or, unless he is sfieeially exompted, make the contri¬ 
bution required by these rules. 

6 . Tlio deduction made under this Section from the salary of a Covenanted 
Civil Servant includes the de.dui;l,ioB on account of Annuity Fund. The portion 
which is to be considered as Annuity Fund dedmstion is equal to onu-twentyfburt,h 
part of the salary remaining to the ollieer after the whole deduction ; and until the 
Annuity Funds of the Madras and Bomhay Civil Service are aliolishcd, this portion 
of the deduction made from' a s iihscriber to cither of t hose funds, should he credited 
to the fund to which ho subscribes. 

7. No officer has any right of projicrly iu his contributions, or any claim 
upon Government in respect of them exce])t to receive such jiension, gnatuity, 
or absentee allowance, as may become admissible to him in aceordanee with the rules 
of the Government service.

I. lint an officer wlio rcsigncil the public scrvicc_, b<*fc)re the 8th Juno 1863 in 
the case of su[KM*ior servants, and hcIVu'e Jst S(‘])tcmber lS7i iu the ease of inferior 
s4*rvaiils, and was rc-a])poiiited to t!ie public service withiu twelve mouths of 
liis resignation, is ]u*rmittcd to count ihc servii'C rendered before resignation. This 
rule eaii )>c applied to only one resignalhm in the ease ol‘ eaeli oflicer. 

*2. It is not admissible to grant to an offieeij pension or gratuity because he 
has misconducted himself, or beiaiuse it is desired to remove him for iiiellieiency.

or gratuity, should invariably state for wliat reasouB it has lieen found impoBBible 
to provide suitable employment lor the applicant; and in the quarterly stateracuts 
furnished by Local Governments of such pensions and grntuities, it should be stated 
in respect of each case, that it has been found on enquiry impossible to provide for 
the officer elsewhere. 

i,. Tire discharge of one officer to make room for another is not the abolition ExpUnatioa. 
o{ au appointment witlun the meaning of this Section; the abolition must produce a 
real saving to Government in respect of the cost of the appointment. • If it becomes 
necessary to discharge,an ofliccr in conseijnenee of a change in the nature of the 
duties of hii^ipffice, the ease slmuld be vel'crred to the Govenmient of India. 

8. An appointment, the jiay of which is rcduiied as part of a general scheme 
of reduction, may bo considered abolished within tlie meaning of this Section.

Scction 53.—A supoi'annuatiou pension or gratuity is granted 
to an officer compelled by rule to retire at a particular age. 

1. An officer in a suixirior grade, who has attained the age. of .'i.'i years, should 
be required to retire, unless the Local Government considers him cfEcieiit and permits 
him to remain in the sendee. As the premature retirement of an efficient officer 
imposes a needless charge on the State, this rule should be worked with discretion;

Section 65 .—^The amount of pension or gratuity awardable is 
determined by length of service a^ specified in the Sections immedi¬ 
ately following. 

xxpiiutioB. A,n officer entitled to pension is not permitted to take gratuity j^stead..

“■ Section 66.—Compensation and invalid pension and^gratuity:—

CHAPTER XIII, 


Calculation op Pension and Ghatutty, j. 

Section 66*(a).—-Tbc words “ pay” and “ emoluments” used in 
Chapter XII mean the pay and emoluments winch the officer • was 
receiving at the time of his retirement from service. 

(A).—“ Average emoluments” means the average calculated for 
the last five years of service. 

1. In the case of oflicers claiming the bonpfif of Sfiction 40, Rule 1 , “ aver¬ 
age emoluments" means tho avonigo calculated for the whole of the service neces¬ 
sary to qualify for the pensions uwanled, excluding any excess service rendered 
before the commencement of the iieiJcssury period. 

2. If during the last five years of Ids serviee an officer has been absent on 
leave with allowances, or has been susfiendod and reinstated without loss of past 
service, his emoluments slinll, for tlie purjiose of ueeertuiiiing the average, be taken 
at what thfey would have been, bud he not been absent on leave, or su^ended. But 
if the leave is reckoned as service under Section 41, Rule 2, only the allow¬ 
ances actually received during it should be taken into account. 

^ 3. If during the last five years of his service an officer has been lui a period 

without allowances, or m infenor service, that period shall be disregarded in the 
calculation of the average, and an equal period prior to the five years shall bo 
included. 

“tJ-be time of retiring holds two appointments, in both 
of which the service qualifies, the pay and emoli—-to are taken at the aggregate 
of the two. But this does not apply to _nu officr juporarily holding, 'in Addition 
to his own appointment, an appointment usnalb . / by ", separate officer; in such 
ease only one of the appointments can be taken /account. 

Section 67 (a).—In the term “ emolumouts” are inoluded the 
following:—

(2) .—Personal allowance; 

(3) ."—Fees or commission, where they are tlio authorised emoluments of 

an appointment, aud arc iu addition to a substantive pay ■ and

and AHvistant Sun^oyors; ^ 

(6).-r.Charge allowance te Signallers in the Telegraph Department;

“Average emoluments'^ means the average of the last seventy-two monthly 
lulls cxifccuhig Rs. 11). 

Section 68.—^Wlion part of an olTicer’s pay or emoluments is in¬ 
tended to provide for expenses incidental to his duty, that part 
should h(? excluded. 

—When a sownr^s pay is intiuidi.‘il partly (o meet the expense of 
keeping a horse, tlio pay sliuiild betaken only at foot rates. 

When a consolidated pay speei fir‘ally iiieludcs tentage, travelling allowamx?, or 
bouse allowance, these sliould be <le<lucl(Ml in calculating the pension. 

The commission which a Thoogyee in Ihirmali obtains goes in part to pay ex- 
]»ense8 of colleetit)ii ambnanittance of n^ouey. Account should be taken 
of the remainder only. 

So also when an olficer's ]):iy is given at two rates, a smaller rale during sta- 
tiouaiy duty, and a higlna* rnlt* during ])eriods jaisscd on tour or travel¬ 
ling, the former rate alone should be the basis of the calculation. 

1. Only emolnmeiitR actual^' received can be included in the calculation. Ror 
cxam])Ie, when an officer is allowed in count lime ,n‘tros])ectively towards increase 
of pay, but does not receive retrospectively the intcrriuduite pcnodical increments, 
these intermediate increments are not allowed iu the e.aleulution. 


CHAPTER XIV. 


AeriacATiON rou Pknsion on Gbatuity. 

Section 69. —Eveiy non-gUKctted servant of Govenynent, Trith 
the exception of Police officers whose pay does not exdbcd Bs. 20, 
and officers in the Post Office Department whose pay doCs not exceed 
Bs. 10, is required to keep a service book in which should bo entered 
a stateincnt or every step in his official life, each entry Being attested 
by the immediate head of the office in which he is serving. 

ll the officer to whom tlie hook rovers is himself a head of an 
office {e. g., a Deputy Post Master or a Sub-inspector of Police^ the 
attestation should bo made by his immediate •superior.

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1, Tho opening page should be divided for entries in the following form : 

(1) . Name of officer. 

(2) . Caste or race. 

(8). Residence. 

(4) . Father’s name and residence. 

(5) . Age. 

(6) . Exact height by measurement.

The entries in this form should be renewed or re-attested at least every five 
years.

(4) . Pay.

(9) . Signature and designation of immediate head of the office. 

(10) . Date of termination of appointment. 

(11) .* Reason of termination (such as jiromotion, transfer, dismissal, &e). 

(12) . Signature of immcdiule head of the ofliee. 

No entries need be made in column 8 exeept when there is anything either 
ffood or bad to be recorded. 

S, Leave of every ileporiptioii (exeept eaBnal), periodn of suspension from 
employment, and other breaks f)!* service, should be noti^id with full detail of their* 
duratioUj by an entry written across the puf^e, and attested by the head of the ofliee. 

4. A service book in the required form will be issued at cost price as soon as 
possible to each person at present in the s(»rvicc» of Government, in which he should 
at once enter all imst particulars of em])loymcnt so far as relates to the establishment 
in which he is at ]>resont serviiq^; and the head of the oilice will attest the entries 
after verification from his office rcuurds. To servants employed at any future time, 
a book will be furnished by the officer appointing them. 

5. The service books will be kept in the office in which each officer is serving, 
being transferred with him from office to office. They may be given up to the 
officers to whom they refer, if they resign, or are discharged without fault, an entry 
being first made to that effect. ^ 

6. The officer to whom each book refers is himself charged with the duty of 

aecing that it is properlv kept up and all erajsures in it must be properly attests. 
If the book is not carefully kept up, difficiiltips may arise as to verification of service, 
should the officer afterwards apply for pension or gratuity. < 

Section 70- —^An applicant fou^'pension or gratuity, not being a 
gazetted officer, should submit to the authority, whose duty it would be 
to fill up bis appointment if vacant, his service book, and a statement 
of the following particulars i 

—^Tbc age of the applicant. 

(£).•—List of appointments both substantive and acting held during the service 
in respect of which pension or gratuity is claimed, stating, when any 
appointment was only an acting one, what substantive appointment was 
held at the same time. The dates of the beginning and end of each 
appointment should be stated, and the pay and acting allowance drawn 
in each, 

(e).—Dates of beginning and end of«ach period of leave. 

(<f).—^An explanation of each break in coutinuity of service. 
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Section 71.-—The authority receiving the application should then, 
in Gomfflumcation with the Account Departments, verify the services 
claimed. 

1. In ca« 0 B of infiaior service (regarding which the records of the A coount Offices 
are sometimes incomplete); he should first gather from official records and other sources 
all the information procurable. In cases of superior service, it will be sufficient to 
gather, in the first ]>laue, only such information ns is eatily procurable. 

2. The ‘information thus received should then be forwarded to the Account

3. If the service claimed cannot be wholly verified from the records of the 
Account Offices, reference shall be miide to the head of the office in which the ap¬ 
plicant states he served during the period in duubt, 

4. If for any particular reason, verification from that source is not prncticable, 
the officer receiving the ajijilicatiou should lake the affidavit of the applicant (on 
•jilain ])apor,—see General Stamp Act, 18C0, Section 15, Clause 12), and should also 
collect such collateral evidence as may be procurable : for instance, certificates, such 
as those given by an officer to a subordinate ou his leaving an office, and the testi¬ 
mony of contemporary servants. 

5. Thotsorvice will be admitted or rejected upon consideration of the whole 
evidence thus afforded. 

Section 72.—After completing the verification in the manner pres¬ 
cribed m the last Section, the officer should draw up the application in 
Form A, Appendix A, and arranging with it all tlie documents relied 
upon for verification of the service claimed, in such manner that they 
can be conveniently referred to, should forward it, together with the 
officer’s service book, througli his official superiors to the Local 
Government. 


1. He should certify in the application whether the character, conduct, and past 
services of the applicant are such as to entitle him to the favourable consideration of 
the Government. If the a])pIiuation is for pension or gratuity on the superior scale, 
he must be earcful to cuter all periods of leave, suspeusion, &e., which ore not reckoned 
as service. 

2. If the a])plication is fornn invalid pension or gratuity, the requisite tibedical 
certificate should be attached to the application ; but if omission has been made in 
this respect, the Local Government may accept a certificate bearing subsequent date. 

Section 73.—A gazetted officer should submit hi6 application 
through his official suiioriors to the Local Govenunent. The applica¬ 
tion should be drown up, in the form prescribed in the last Section, 
either by the officer himself or by the licadof the deparfinent in which 
he is serving; and the rules under that Section apply, save that it is 
not neoessaiy to havo the service formally verified before forwarding 
the application. 
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Section 74.—The last officer through whona, the application for O"*"*'* 
pension passes should send it to the Accountant General, instead 
of forwarding it direct to Government. The Accountant General will, 

(after, in the case of a gazetted officer, veri^ing the seryioe 
in the manner prescribed in Section 71), sifbmit the application 
to the Local Gov^nment with a report as to the extent to wliicb a claim 
for pension or gratuity is made out, and as to the rules a^licable to 
the case. He will also corlify tiio correctness of the calculatiyns of 
servic^' and of pension or gratuity. 

1. If tlio oaso is plainly innon^et. or incomplete, the Accountant General 
flhould return it for corroctioii or ex])lanation. 

In the Post Offltie DcpartmeiiL, tlie Compiler 8 iil) 0 T*dinate to th<^ 

Director Goueralj Uio npplicutiou should to liini first, and to the Director General 
afterwards. 


CHAPTER XV. 

PowBit OF Local Govkunmknts and ok the Oovkrnment of India. 

Section 75 .—In a case falling clearly and strictly within ther<n*“n<'i»r«ntp«i.ions. 
letter of the rules, the Tjocal Government may grant the pension or 
gratuity admissible. If an interpretation of the rules is involved, or 
if any indulgence not provided for by the rules js proposed, the Tx)cal 
Government should submit the case, tvitli its opiuion and recommend¬ 
ation, to the Supreme Government. 

• 1. The Governments of llomliay .'iiid Mmlras should, upon ((ucstions of pension 
and gratuity, comnuinicete with the Secretary of State through the Siiprenu!

Section 76. —Quarterly statements of pensions and gratuities Quarterly Statonivui*. 
granted should ho suhiuitlod by each Tjocal Oovemmout to the 
Supreme Govemmojit in Form C, Appendix A (one for pensions, 
the other for gratuities), within a month after the end of each 
quarter. 

1. The statements of pcjisions and gratuitifM granted hy the Government.^ of 
Bombay and Miulms ill the -Military 1 )ep:irf.meni should be sep.wate from the 
statements of those granted yi the Civil DepiirtniMil,. 

Section 77- —All claims to pension and gral,uity arc considered Govommniit of India, 
in the Financial 'Department of the Government of India. Dut the 
other Departmciiits exercise the powers of Local Governments over 
officers serving under their immediate orders. Quarterly statements 
need not he prcjiared hy these Departments, but* they should 
forward to the Financial De])artment copies of the formal application, 
of the Accountant General’s report, and of the order sanctioning 
each grant. 

Section IS .—Pensions and gratuities in excess of the amounts ij,,motnry .,f state, 
admissible under rule, or involving any relaxation of rule, require 
the sanction of the Secretary of State. 

1. The Goveniment of Indi.i ordinarily Je('liiir,s to pii.^ any orders as to the ciniin. i>y omcen .ot 
peiision to he granted to .an officer until lie actually retircH, Meinoriuls upon the 
subject, addressed prematurely to the Secretary of Slate, are uniformly returned. 


CHAPTER XVI. 

^ Manner op payment. 

Section 79.—The onler sanctioning the grant of a pension or flimetlon of pcnilnn. 
gratuity to be paid in India should be forwarded, with a copy 
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of tlie fortntil application, to tho Accountant General of the province 
in which payment is to be made. 


1 . Pensioni and ^rnluiliea (except pensions nwardod under Eeotion 63 } 
must always ])c stated iiu riii>ees and not in sterling;, even tliough tliey are to be 
paid in England. 

I>«rm>ncnl psyal.lc onlor. SfiCtiOH 80. —The Accountant General will then, in case of a 
pension, diVw up a pennaiioiif-payablcsorder in Form B, Appendix 
A, and will forward it to the officer who is to pay the pension, 

1. This officer will retain one-half of llic onler, and will deliver the other 
half to the pensioner. The pensioner is not to have access to the lialf kept 
hy the dishursin^^ officer, in order that there iiuiy be as little facility as possible 
for frauduleift peisonation, 

2, Encfh payment made is to he entered on the reverse, both of the pensioner's 
half iitid of the disbursiiijr oflieer's half <»f the order, the entries beirijr attested at 
the same time by the Kijriiat lire of the disbiirsin*^« officer. AVhen the reverse of a 
permuiient-payable-order is lilled up, both halves should be returned to the Account^ 
ant General for renewal. 


3. If a pensioner loses hifi half of the permaneni-pnyable-ordor, the disburs- 
injy officer's half may b'C returned the Aeeountaiit (Jenerul, in order that he may 
issue a new wder. The reipiireineiits of rule 2 will prevent any jiayment bein^ 
made on the half alle^^ed to be lost. 

Section Sl.^Pensicms are payable in India in monthly instalments 
wupn payable, Calendar month. 


1. Apart from R]>ociiil orders, pensions other than extraordinary pensions 
iimler CuAniiin XXII arc juiyahle i‘ioin the dale on which the ])ensioner ceased to be 
borne on the establishment, or fiom the date of the application, whichever is later. • 

2. The object of the latter alternative in the ])reecdiii<j rule is to prevent 
iinnercssary delay in the submission of apidieutions. The rule nrfay ho relaxed 
in this particular by the local Government wlien tlie delay is sufficiently explained. 

Section 82 (a).—Unless specially exempted by the Local Govern- 
** awIJiiySon•^ment, pensioners must appear in person at tlu^ time of taking 
payment, and be identified by comparison with the permanent-pay¬ 
able-order. 


(i). Female ponsionoa*s who are not accustomed to appear in 
public, and male pensioners who are unable to appear in consequence 
of bodily illness or infirmity, or are exempted from personal appearance 
by thcLocal Government, may receive tbeir pensions upon the production 
of a life-certificatc signed by a responsible officer of Government, or by 
some other well-known and trustworthy person. In such cases 
the disbursing officer must take all possible precautions to prevent 
imposition, and must, before the first payment in each year, 
require proof not only of the existence of the pensioner, but also, in the 
case of a male, of his inability to attend in person to receive payment. 

1. DisbiirBinff offieers .'irc personally rcKponsiblu for paymoiitH wroii<fly made, 
and sliould take every procauiioii against fraiidulont personation. Jii cases of doubt 
they should refer to the Accountant Generali. 

2. llespcctahle pensioners may be identified by the disbiirsiug officer at bis 
own house, instead of being made to ap}>ear at his public office. 


3- If a pensioner or a ])ei’Hon entitled to a gratuity dies, payment of anr 
arrear actually due imiy be made to liis heir. Tim payment may be madijr under 
the orders of the Local Government, even if the jmnsion or gratuity have not yet 
been sanctioned. If an oflicor dies before actually retiriug or being discharged, hii 
heirs have no claim to anything. ^ • 


CerMArAttofiiun C!n|»lQj- 


Section 83. —^Pensioners, drawing pension in India, are required 
to append to their bills a ecrtificato as follows:— 

“ I declare that I have nut received any remuneration for eerving 
Government in any capacity during the period for which the above 
amount qf pension is due." • . 

1. la the coee of pensioners permitted under CHAPTsa XX to draw pension 
after re-employment, this certificate must be modified according to the facts.

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Section 84 (o ).—An annual return of pensioners in form E, Ap|wn* o'"" 
dix A, should be sent to the Accountant General, from every otnee 
where pensions arc disbursed. The Accountant Genetal will submit 
them, after compilation, to the Governtnent of India. 

(6).—The return is in three parts, (1) for pensions not oxcoeiling 
Us. 10; (2) for pensions exceeding Its. 10 but not exceeding Pts. 0.0; (3) 
for pensions exceeding Its. 50.

1. Copy of the order directing the transfer should b? forwarded to the j)rovin- 
eial Accountant General, and t|ie Collector of the district from wliioh tho payment 
is to be translerred should be instrnoted to return his half of the permanent-payable- 
ordcr.

CHAPTER XVIIL 

IjAPSB and rollFKlTUUE or PENSIONS.

CHAPTER XX. 

Re-BMPLOVMEST of pension lilts AND PEllSONS WHO HAVE OBTAINED GllATUITlES. 

Section 92. —An officer who has obtained a compensation gra¬ 
tuity, if re-employed in tpialifying service, has the option of retaining 
the gratuity, in which case his previous service will not count for 
future pension or gratuity, or of refunding it and (jouiitiug his pre¬ 
vious service. 

1. The intention to refund must be stated iminediatoly on re-em])loyment: 
but the ro und may be made by monthly instalments ol'notkwatbanone-tbird of tin 
ortieer’s salary, and not less than the wliolc gratuity divided by ^ho number ol 
mouths wbieli liave ela])sed sinee it became admissible. The right to eou#(: previims 
service does not revive till the whole amount is refunded. 

Section 93 .—^An officer who has obtained compensation pension, 
if re-employed, may retain liis pension in addition to his pay, 
provided that the sum total does not exceed tlie pay of the appoint¬ 
ment on abolition of which the pension was given. If his re¬ 
employment is in qualifying seiTice, he has the option of retaining 
his pension (subject to the proviso above stated), in which case his 
previous service will not count for future pension, or of ceasing to^raw 
any part of his pension and counting his previous service. No refund 
of pension intermediately di'awn is required. 
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\, In the CB 80 of a eoctiott-writer oir pre** Betvant ^see Section 20) reJ6m{>loyed, 
the pay of tlie appointment abolished is taken at the average earnings of the 
last six months of employment. 

Section 9 4.~There is no absolute bar to the re;employmcnt of m 
officer who lias regained health after obtaining invalid gratuity or 
pension. The rules in such a case as to refunding gratuity, drawing 
pension, and counting service, are the same as in the casQ of re¬ 
employment after compensation gratuity or pension. • . 

Section 96.—A superannuation pensioner is, by the nature of the „tion 

case, excluded from re-employment. 

Section 96.--Officcrs who liavc obtained retiring pensions cannot Aft*rroiirinsf pcu.i«a. 
be re-employed, except on strong public grounds, and with 'the ex¬ 
press Sanction of the Government of India in the financial Depa 
Innht. When so re-omployed^ they are permitted to draw pension in 
addition to full pay. There is'not so inucli objection to the employ¬ 
ment of such pensioners in service paid from Local bounds. 

No officer can bo permitted to retire with the view of being ro- 
employed, whether iii the general service or at the charge of Local 
Punds, and drawing pension in addition to pay. 

1. The rules in tins Ciia pteu do not ap]ily to offic«Ts i»L*iisioned on tlie ubolitioii of stvj p.n»io.i«r.. 

Ihc Indian Navy. If tlieso are re-einployed, their service will been exactly the same 

terms ns if they had never been employed before. But so loiiff an they arc omjiloycd, 
their navy iKmaion will he held in abeyance, exoe|)t so mueh of it us is necessary 
to raise their total emoluments to ouc-and-a-ejnarter times the amount of the pension. 

If they have commlitod their pension lor a sinjjle payment, the same deduction will 
he made from their allowances as if they had not. 

2. Nor do these rtiles apply to military pensioners in civil employ. The claim Miiiiar, 

of sneh i)crsons to salary, ])cnaion, and j'ratuity in the Civil Depar(.ment arc dealt 
wiih without roforonoe to their luilitnary pmiHioii. Jiut the pensions of eommissioiird 
officere other than “‘?ood jHMisions, and of the heirs of niilivo 

noii-eomnuKsioucd officers and soldiei*H, will, duriii<» their einployinout, iner^aMii 
theirsiilaries. 

(^ivil, Military, and Naval pensioners also may, under ihc onlcrs of the 
Local Government, he employed without loss of pension, on purely temporary ilul\, 
hisliii" for not more than a year. 

4. If an officer of the Snlxirdiiiatc Medical Department, holding si civil 
apiMiintment, continues in civil emidoy after he has earned Ijis military pension, the

Sectiqn 99.—In like manner the Eailway Police on the East 
Indian Hallway and in Bombay, tliough the Hallway Companies con¬ 
tribute* towards their cost, are a branch of the regular police, and their 
service in it is treated as service under Government. 

1. In the Bengal Division of the East Indian Railway, the Railway, Company 
pay six per cent., in addition to pay and salary, to discharge liability for pension. In 
the other Divisions another arrangement is iu force. 

QUALIVYlNa SsBvica. 

Section 100. —Service in any of the Police Porces mentioned in 
Section 97, after the establishment of a Superannuation Pund in the 
force, qualifies. 

[Notk. —The Superannuation Funds were funds to which, with the exception of^ 
certain soldiers of the Sikh Darbar (see Section 16 («)) and meUibers of the Oudh* 
Military Police, police ofRcers whose pay did not exceed Rs. 20 were obliged to 
contribute. By these contributions they became entitled to pensions occordiug 
to the rules of the several funds. 

Officers whose pay exceeded Rs. 20 did not contribute, as they came under the 
o])erution of the ordinary pension rules. 

By Act X of ] .S69, the Superannuation Funds, established under Acts XXIV 
of 1S59 and V of 1861 of the Governor General in Council, and VII of 1867 
of the Governor of Bombay in Council, were abolished. The Superannuation Fund 
which had been cstablislied in tlie Madras Town Police, under Act XIII of 1856, 
having boon, by Act VIII of 1867 of the Governor of Madras in Conncil, amal- 
gamated witJi tiiat estublished under Act XXIV of 1859, was abolished with the 
latter. The Funds established under Act XIII of 1856, in the Calcutta and 
Bombay Town Police, are still in existence. .• 

In the Police Forces of which the Superannuation Funds were abolished, the 
pay of the men was reduced, cither individually^or on the average, to its previous 
nominal amount, less the subscriptions to the Funds, the Government undertaking 
the liabilities of the Funds.] 

1. Members of office establishments permitted to subscribe to the Police 
Superannuation Fund by h'inancnul Department Order No. 6698, dated iTth 
July 1806, may count tlie service during which they so subscribed. 

Section 101. —In tbo following cases, members of police forces 
have exceptional privileges iu regard to pension: 

(a.) —Soldiers of the Sikh Government to whom service was guaranAd 
(see Section 16 («) ), and who, on the breaking up of tb^. Panjab 
Military Police in which they had enlisted, were transferred tlfHhe 
Civil Police, arc, if their pay does not exceed Rs. 20, entitled to 
invalid pensions at line rates for their service under the Sikh Durbar, 
and in the Military Police, and in the Civil Police. ' # 

let Class Sergeants get pension as Havildars, 2ud Class Sergeants as 
Naiks, and Constables as Sepoys. 

(5.)—Men who, after completing, on 3rd May 1861, four years’ service in 
the Army, or in the Oudh Military Police, were transferred to the Oudh

VkIUFICATIOX of BEIIVICE. 

Section 109 (a."'—^Thero shall be kept up for each district, by the seniccreiu. 
District Suporintendont of Police, a service roll in English, in which 
shall be recorded the date of the enrolment of each man in the con¬ 
stabulary, his caste, tribe, village, age, height, and marks of identifica¬ 
tion at the time of enrolment, his rank, promotion, reduction or other 
punishment, his absences on leave or without leave, the breaks in his 
service, and every other ineidimt in his service which may involve 
forfeiture of portions of his service, or affect the amount of his pension 
or gratuity. 

(6.)—The roll shall bo chocked by the vernacular roll and order 
hook, and the piifiishment register, and every entry in it shall bo 
signed by the District Superintendent of Police.

(d .)—From this roll the necessary statements of serviije of all 
appliijants for pension sliall be prepared, additional proofs being collected, 
as prescribed in Section 71 in respect of any st'-rvico njudered before 
enrolment in the constabulary which the Police officer may be 
entitled to count. 

1. District Siiporintoudcnts of Police Khouhl bo on thoir gnanl .against endeavours 
to retire on invalid ])onsiou by olliecr-s who arc ca})!vblo of serving longer. Medical 
olUecrs should be veny aearehiiig in their examination of the physical unfitness of 
the applicants for further duty; and, whenever the mimher of applicjunts for 
jiension or gratuity is large, the examination should, if possible, be conducted by 
two medical officers. 

PowEii OF Sanction. 

Section 110. —Claims by police officers on pay not exceeding 
Rs, 20, to pension or gratuity only for the period of continuous and 
verified service in the force in which at the time of applicafton they 
ave*acrving, may, if admissible under the strict letter of the rules, 
be allowed by the Insjioetor General of Police, and reported to the 
Accountant General with the necessary particulars for identification. 

All other claims will be treated under the ordinary rules. 

1. Claims to extraordinary pension or gratuity (see Chapter XXII), even 
though they may be provided for by the rules of the Superannuation Faud, ore 
subject to the rule in Section 118. 

2. The quarterly statement submitted by the Local Government to the 
Supreme Government, should eontivin particulars of all pensions and gratuities 
granted by the Inspector General os well os by the Local Government,

CIIAITEU XXII. 

EXTIIAOUDINAIIY PlONSlOKS. 

A.-^In cases of inhtry or death. 

Section 112. —Tlie following arc the llules for the grant of gratu¬ 
ities and pensions, 

(o) to men so injur(?d in the execution of their duty as to be 
incapacitated for earning a livelihood; 

(J) to the families of men killed in the execution of their duty. 

They apply to all persons employed to do the work of Govern¬ 
ment, whether permanently, tcmy)orarily, or even casually, and 
M’hethnr remunerated by a fixed salary, or (as minors in the I’anjab 
Salt Mines) for picuse-work. They apply also to village watchmen. 

Section 113 .—Pension or gratuity is granted only when injury or 
death is met in the performance of a duty whicli is attended with extra¬ 
ordinary bodily risk. The Govemmont recognises no claims on account 
of loss of life or bodily injury resulting from an ordinary accident. 

The following would be regarded as ptimA facie cases of ordinary accident 
A policeman falling from his horse. 

A policeman on escort duty killed by sun-stroke, 

A lascar killed by the snapping of a hawser. 

A laborer falling under a burden, 

1. The Government njoogniscs no claim on the part of widows on account 
of the services of their husbands. It is the duty of Government officers them¬ 
selves to jirovidc for tludr families, the more so that the Government assists 
certain funds established for the purp(»8e of enabling them to do so. 

Section 114 .—A pension or gratuity is granted to tho family of a 
man killed in the execution of liis duty, only if he had wife, sons 
or daughters (legitimate), father or mother, dependent upon him for 
support. 

1. To native claimants preference is given in the following order: eon, widow, 
daughter, father, mother. 

Section 115. —The amount of gratuity or pension is to ho re¬ 
gulated by— 

(o) the character and service of the man injured or killed; 

(6) the nature of the risk undergone, and the conduct of the 
fnan in accepting it; 

(c) the nature and extent of the injury received; 

(d) tho pecuniary circumstances and prospects of tho claii2anl*i 

1. Tlie Government does not hind itself to grant gratuity or pension in every 
case, nor, if it grants pension, to gi’svit it for life. 

Section 116. —Whenever a claim for gratuity or pension*is made, 
the head of the office in which the man killed or injured was 
employed, will hold a formal enquiry, taking evidence on the follow¬ 
ing matters : 

(а) the circumstances under which the injury was received, or 

the life lost; 

(б) the relationship (in tho case of death) and the peouniaiy 

circumstances of the claimants. 
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Section 117. —The head of the office will then submit the case fwi®” 
with a report, through his official suporiors,to the Government, sending 
(in the case of a man injured) the usual form of application (Form 
A, Appendix A) and (iu the case of a man kiUod) a statement in 
Form J), Appendix A. 

Seeiion 1J8. —The Local Government may grant gratuity not rowm or Loori aowm. 
(*X('(H'ding six months’ y)ay (which is ordinarily the Inaximum 
given), reporting the grant as in the case of an ordinary gtatwity. 

If it deems a grant of six mouths’ pay iusulficsieut, it should 
report the case witli a recommeudatiou to the Govornincut of 
India. 

• 

Section 119(fl^.) —The Governraent of India grants pensions to 
the wi(lo\vs and eJiildi’cn of policemen, or of village watchmen, killed

PENSION RULES OP 4,th JANUARY 1831. 

Bitles relativo to tlio grant of superannuation pensions to subor¬ 
dinate oHicers in the Civil Department. 

Subsidiaiy and supplementary rules of subsequent date are printed in smal 


Sectiop. 1.—Superannuation pensions will he granted only to the 
superior classes of public servants indicated in the annexed list. 

[Notk. —^Tliis list is not published, as the Code suflleiently deelares to whom 
these rules may now be applied.] 

Inferior servants, sowars, armed or organized peons, including 
jamadars and other ranks, lascftrs, boatmen, artificers, labourers, and 
menials arc to liave no claim to such provision. 

Section 2.—With the exception of Native Judges and Law 
Officers, the applicant must have been employed in the public service 
for a period of at least twenty, years. 

Section 3.—The public servant, whatever may have been the 

E eriod of his service, must be incapacitated for further employment, 
y old age, protraeted ill-health, loss of sight, or other bodily or 
mental infirmity. 

Section 4.—^The character, conduct, and past services of the 
public servant must be favourably certified by the officer or officers 
under whom he may liavo been employed, and must appear to bo 
such as to entitle him to the favorable consideration of Government. 

Section 6-—^Whenever it may be judged expedient to grant a 
pension to a public officer, whose case may come within the foregoing 
provisions, the amount of the ppnsion shall be limited as follows : 

Claum \8t .— If the period, during which the individual may have 
been actually employed in the public service, shall 
be more than tnenty years, but less than thirty 
years, the amount of the pension shall not exceed 
one-thhd of the monthly salary or authorised official 
alloAvances of such individual, calculated on an 
average of five years previously to the date of the 
application for such pension. 

Clause 2nd .—If the period of a'ctual service shall have boon thirty 
years or upw'ards, the amount of the pension shall 
not exceed one-half of the salary, or aij^horised 
allowances of the individual calculated in mottner 
above stated. 

1. Pension may be awardod on the above scale, to persons thrown out of 
employ by reduction of establishment, without their being required to produce 
mediem certificate. 

2. In the despatch from Court of Directors, No. 18, dated 6lh May 1854, 
the following farther rule is prescribed : 

*'We authorise you to grant to any Uncovfinanted Servant belonging to^ 
class recognised by tiie present mles, who, though not possessed of medical oertifi- 
cute of incapacitj’, may bo permitted to retire from tho^servioe and who can produce

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unquestionable testimonials of a faithful, efficient discharge of his duties during a 
period of 30 years, a jjension equal to half the average salary which he may have 
received during the lust five years of his service. These pensions are to he regarded 
as the rewards of good service, they will not in any ease be claimable as of right j 
and every pension, which you miiy see sufficient reason to grant, must be reported 
to us with a statement of the grounds of your proceeding.'

3. The'^eriod of service must be contimiouSj but a break between two jferiodB 
of employmeut, if it does not exceed J2 months, and was not caused by diumissal 
from office for misconduct, will not prejudice the ofliccr in whose service it occurs.

(4.) Horse and tent allowances. 

Clawe Brd .—^For Law Officers and Native Judges, the period of 
16 years shall bo substituted for that specified in 
clause 1st, and 2d years for the term mentioned in 
clause 2iid. 

1. This rule ap])lics also to Principals and Head Masters of Colleges and 
Schools, and also to Inspectors and Professors. 

2. Tlic concession granted by the rule apj)!ics only to cases where the whole 
of the prescribed 2 )ericd of service has been rendered in the jirivilegcd capacities. 

3. Law officers are a class wliieh- now no longer exists. Tlie designation 
“Native Judges^^ applies to officers in such jysitions as Principal Siidder Amecn, 
Sadder Ameen, aud Moonsiff. Goung Gyoups m Burmuh are also “ Native Judges.^^ 
Magistrates of Police and Judges of Small Cause Courts are not “Native Judges;” 
but a “ Native Judge” transferred to be a Judge of a Small Cause Court will retain 
his privileges. 

Cluus^ 4itht —The rates of pensions shall be fixed on a graduated 
scale, within the prescribed limitations, with refer¬ 
ence to the responsibility and arduousness of the 
employment, the degree of merit of the individual, 
and the nature and length of his service. 

1. Tbe limit of pension in ordinary cases is Rs. 5,000 per annum; buttliis 
is Bubjeot to the rules under Section 5 if of the Code.

EXTRACTS, 


1 . 

From the Uiier of the Government of India in the Financial Department^ to the 
• ' Government of Bengal, No, illl, dated Slat Augnet IHll, 

4. The references made in your letter to a j)ropoBC(] formation of a pension 
fund by deduction from salaries ])rol)al>ly arise from tlie orders of this Department 
No. 940, dated 16lh June 1870, which contained, as models, certain rules proposed 
by the Government of Bombay for the constitution of an educational Pension Fund 
tliere. 

5. Tlic Government of India, on a reconsideration of the whole subject, is 
disposed to withdraw the approval wliich it then expressed of the scheme set forth 
in these rules. There is an almost onlifc absence of data on which to estimate 
the amount of deduction which would be necessary to render such a fund solvent, 
and such calculation as can be made renders it extremely doubtful whether five 
per cent, is nearly enough to cover the contingent charge; and it is of course out 
of the question to "uaraut(?o from imperial revenues the solvency of any such fund. 
A pension fund formed by dt'ductioii from salary is, perhaijs, objectionable also on 
another ground, namely, that it to a certaiu extent unnecessarily fetters the hands 
of the employer. 

(). lu the case, therefore, of local funds which will beyond a doubt be able, 
without embarrassment, to meet the j)ensio«ary claims of employes, it seems to the 
Government of India that it would be best, should the local Government think 
pro])cr to grant to the cmi)loy6s a riglit to pension, to leave the pensionary claims 
to be met when they arise. And in local funds regarding whose position there is 
not the same absence of uoubt, it would aj)pcar to be the wisest course to abstain 
from making any absolute promise of pension. The ability of such funds to pro¬ 
vide any ])ension8 which, on special grounds, it may be deemed desirable to grant, 
can be more easily determined when the claim is presented for consideration, than 
it can be at a time antecedent by many years to the actual acenial of the charge. 

7. It might even be a matter for the consideration of the local Government 
whether, considering the i)eeuliar constitution of local I'unds, it would not be well, 
especially in the case of such as arc of imcertaiu solvency or stability, to credit to a 
separate account the capital value of any pension granted. The necessity of 
providing at once the entire value of ,a peusiou, instead of throwing the charge 
forward upon future years, would perhaps afford u useful cheek against indiscri¬ 
minate recommendations by those who have the maudgement of the funds. 


From Reaoludon (f the Government of India in the Financial Bepartment, No. 4359, 

dated lith October 1871. 

The position of the Government of India, and the difficulty experienced 
by Native States and public bodies in bbtairiiug competent officers without 
its assistance, frequoutly render it necessary for the Govcruinciit, for political 
and for public reasons, to transfer its officci*s to service paid for from sources 
other than its own revenues. Such transfers would, as a general ^Pule^ be 
impossible if the condition were insisted on, that the officer transferred should 
give up his privileges as an officer in the service of the Government of India; 
and in the papers above read, the question is discussed what financial arrangements 
arc proper to be made in the case of offieei*a of Govennneut lent to, oifHransferred 
to service i>aid by. Native States, Municipalities, and oClior bodies financially 
iudepondeiit of the Government of India, such as Courts of Wards, Port Trusts, 
&c., and permittod*at the same time to retain their privileges as servants of the 
Government of India. 

2. The remuneration of officers of Government may be thus classified— 
Immediate —Their pay and allowances while pn duty ; 

Contingent —^Tlieir absentee allowances; , • , 

Deferred —Their pensionary allowances; , 
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and such officers when lent to Native States, &c,, though they obtain their 
“ immediate" remuneration from the State or fund at the charge of which they 
are employed, look, for the most part, to the Government of India for their 
contingent" and "deferred" remuneration. 

8, It may sometimes be expedient, for special reasons, that the Government 
of India should bear such charges; but as a rule it is not so; and it is necessary to 
proscribe the conditions which should be imposed, so that such charges may be 
avoided, unles'S the Government, for special reasons, accepts them. • 

4. The Government of India have accordingly resolved to require, oil account 
of every officer lent or triinKfcircd to a Native State, or a Municipality or other 
financially independent body, who is permitted to retain his position in relation to 
the service of Government, and his claims to absentee and pcnsionaiy allowances 
under the rules of the service to which he belongs, and with regard tw whom the 
exemption contemplated in paragraph is not declared, a contribution proportional 
to the salary which he receives and i*cgulaicd on the following principles:— 

5. In the first place it is to the officers themselves, and nottotheu <!mploycrs, 
that the Government will look for the contribution required: any other course 
would be productive of difficulty and inconvenience. 

6. In the second place, a calculation founded upon sncli data as am available 
shows that the cost to Government of the charges above classed os contingent and 
deferred, excluding, however, privilege leave allowances, is about one quarter of the 
amount actually disbursed in the form of " immediate" remuneration. 

13. In the case of Covenanted Civil Servants the contribution of one-fifth 
required by this resolution, includes the four p(»r cent, deduction to the Annuity 
Funds which will not be sopavately levied. The amount of fthe contribution to Iks 
credited to the Annuity Fund is 8 J pt^r cent, of the full nominal pay and acting 

allowance, being onc-twenty-fourtb part of the 
roWnad ouA oMOO. ^ amount retained by the officer after deduction.* 

This ))roportion, being one-sixth of the entire con¬ 
tribution, will be credited to the Annuity Funds, so long os they arc maintained. 


3. 

From Resolulior^ of the Government of India in the Financial Department No, 1586, 

dated %lnd March 1S71. 

The Governor General in Council has liad under consideration the question of 
how to guard against fraudulent claims to pensionary allowances being put forward 
by strangers after the actual incumbents are dead. 

2. The chief protection against such claims must be tlic careful testing by 
disbursing officers of each clahn at the time it is prcHcntod. 

3. But it seems advisable also that statistical information regarding pensions 
should be kept up, and for this purpose His Excellency in Council is pleased to 
direct that, from every office where pensions are disbursed, returns in the annexed 
form shall annually be made to the Account office to wliich it is subordinate:— 

(1) .—For j)ensions not exceeding Rs. 10. 

(2) .—For pensions exceeding Rs. 10, and not exceeding lls. 50. 

(3) .—For pensions exceeding lis. 50. 

4. The Account officers should scrutiniw the information thus received, in 
order that enquiry may be at once made where any remarkable longevity appears, 
or where any other anomalous features present tlicmselvcs. 

5. Ills Excellency in Council is well aware that there is great difficulty in 
exeroising a check by this means on the action of local officers. The instances in 
any single disbnrsing office are necessarily too few to warrant the assumption that 
their departure from mathematioal regularity requires any special explanation; and 
on the otha: bund, in the com])ilation of the figures of several offices, the effoots 
caused by the perpetration of frauds in any one would probably disappear in tbo 
mxsB. 

6. But while His Excellency in Council, in view of this difficulty in supervis¬ 
ing this particular part of their work, confidently expects at the hands of local officers 
extreme caution in dealing with claims to pensious, he docs not doubt that the 

•information contained in the forms now prescribed will be found in both central and 
local offices to be of great value.

THE CIVIL PENSION CODE. 


SUPPLEMENT 4. 

Covenanted Civil Servants. 

[NoTR.-^Tlie rules in tins supi)loineut are already in force for the Bengal Civil 
Service. Their extcusioii to the Madras and Jlombay Civil Services is under 
discussion; liut at present the rnenibcrs of these two services are not entitled 
to any annuity from the State, They obtain annuities under the rules of their 
respective annuity funds.] 

Section 1.—Annuities; and gratuities arc granted to Covenanted 
Civil Servants of the Crown in India under tlie following rules. 

Section 2.—“Active service” includes the following periods, 
besides time spent on duty: 

{a.) The interval between the date of an officer’s first arrival in 
India and the date on wliieli he joins his first appointment. 

1. The date of an officcr^B first arrival in India is held to have been as follows 

Before the 31st January 18(18,—the date of his actual arrival iu India. 

From the 31st January 1808 to the 4th May 1809, iu(?hisive,*r-the date on 
which he reported his arrival at the capital town of the Presidency to 
which he was attached; or if he was attached to the North-AVest Pro¬ 
vinces, the Punjab, or Oudh, and had permission to come to India rid 
Bombay, the date on which he reported his arrival at Bombay. 

On and after the 5th May 1800,—the date on which he re])orted his arrival 
either at the seat of the Govenimeiit to which he was al taelietl, or at any 
other station to which lie may liave been ordered, or permitted, to proceed 
direct. 

2. If an 0 nicer does not join bis first appointment within the joining time 
allowed to him, Ihc interval between the end of joining time and the date on which 
he actually joins, is not recfkoncd as “ active service.”'* 

(&.) Time passed out of employ on subsistence allowance in 
India, otherwise than on furlough, 

1. If a Covenanted Civil Servant on his first arrival in India is unable, 
through l)iid health, to proceed to tlu' si^at of the Government to which he is 
attiielied oj* 1o any other station to which he may have been order(‘d, the Loc^al 
Government in whose jurisdiction ho is, may, on medical certili(?ato, grant to him 
a subsistence allowance of Rs. 250 a mouth, for not more than two months. Time 
thus spout is not reckoned as active service. » 

(c.) Subsidiary leave of absence. 

1, Subsidiary leave” iiieludes the correspouding special leave” under the 
rules iu force before the 1st July 1808, ♦ ^ 

(c?.) Privilege leave of absence. 

1. Privilege leave” includes the corresponding “ short leave on pfitak affairs” 
and leave on private affairs'^ under the leave rules iu force before the 1st July 1868. 

{e.) Leave of absence within the limits of tlie East India 
Company’s Charter, which counted as service and re¬ 
sidence under the rules in force before the 18th June 1856. 

(/) Leave of absence on urgent private affairs granted before 
the 3rd January 1863. 

1. Examiimtion leave of absence is* also reckoned as active service; but not 
more than twelve months con be so reckoned to any oflicer. • 
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2. One year of leave of aLseuce on medical oertifioate waa reckoned as 
“ rcsidonce” under the leave rules in force before the 1st July 1808. This is not 
reckoned as “ active service,” as a reduction of one year has been made in the period 
recjuii'cd to qualify for annuity. 

Section 3.— Pour per centum shall he deducted, at the time of Ocduotionfiom uutj. 
payment, from the salary and other public emoluments,^ as specified 
below, of every oflicer:— 

Bengal Civil Service ... Prom every allowance except 

mileage allowance (at 8 annas 
or 3 annas a mile), and special 
rewards. 

Madras Civil Service ... . Prom pay, acting allowance, sub¬ 
sistence allowance and leave 
allowance only. 

Bombay Civil Service ... Prom every allowance except 

house-rent, travelling allow- 
• ance, tentage, and special re¬ 

wards. 

1. The deduction required by this Section is included in the deduction made 
under Chapter Vli of the Code, and is not to be sejiurabdy made. 

Section 4.— An officer who has been twenty-five years in the serticc nciwnR Bnnaiiy. 
counting from the date of his covenant, or from the, date of the 
despatch of the Secretary of Stale announcing his appointment 
(whichever may have been carlicir), 

and w.ho lias rendered twenty-one years’ active service, 

is entitled, on liis resignation of the service being accepted, to an 
annuity of £1,000. 

1. An ofllccr may Tcsi*,'!! the service when absent in Europe on furlough. It 
is not necessary that he should first return to India. 

Section 5<—An officer Avlio, being declared by a medical certificate iwiMiuinuitj. 
in due form, to be ineapacitated for further service, is permitted to 
resign the service before he is ontithsl to an annuity under Section 4, 
is entitled to a gratuity or annuity as follows :— 

(a.) If lie have been in the service for less than five ycars,- 
a gratuity of £500. 

(b.) If lie have been in the scr\dce for five years or more,—an 
annuity of £150, plus £20 for each complete year of 
service in excess of five : j)rovided that the whoks annuity 
shall not exceed £450. 

Section 6.— Annuities arc payable, in arrear, quarterly, and to narc ua itu of w 
date of decease.

Section 7. —Payment of these annuities and gratuities may bo 
taken at the Homo Treasury in sterling, of in India in Government 
rupees at the following rale;— 

If the annuitant was a member of the Bengal Civil Service, 
lO'a Government rupees for each pound sterling; 

If the annuitant was a member of the Madras or Bombay Civil 
Service, 10‘G5 Government rupees for each pound sterling; 

Transfer from tbo Home Treasury to an Indian Treasury, or vice 
versd, is permitted only once. 

I^Notb.-—T lje reason (,f ‘tho difTnrenec in the rate of exchange is to be found in 
the history of the annuity I'unds. The rates of exchiuige dill'er considerably in the 
various service funds.] 
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SUPPLEMENT B. 

Judges op the High Couuts.

[ Note. —The followin;? are the regulations made by the Secretary of State in 
Council of India, under the provisions of 24 & 25 Victoria, Cap. 104, Sec. 0, 
resiKJcting tl;e retiring jiensions of the Judges of the High Courts. They were 
approved in the Judicial Desiiatoli hy the Secretary of Statu, No. 43, dated 11th 
Octohfer 1871.] 

Section 1. —A Chief Justice of the High. Court at Calcutta, after 
an actual service of eleven anrl a half years as Judge of the High 
Court, of which period at least half shall have been in the office 
of Chief Justice, shall receive a pension not exceeding £1,800 per 
annum. 

[Note. —Tu those rules, ''actual service” ineludes the period during which o 
Judge is carrying on his duties in u High Court, also periods spent on privilege 
and subsidiary leave, and periods of vacation during which the Judge is not on 
" furlough or oxti'aordinary Icavo.'^ 

" Extraordinary Icavc^' means any leave granted otherwise than under the 
rides made Ly tlie Secretary of State in (7uuneil of India, under the provisions of 
the Act of Parliament above quoted.] 

Section ^.—A Puisne Judge of the High Court at Calcutta, 
on the same terms as to length of service, shall receive a pension, 
not exceeding £1,200 per annum. 

Section 3. —A Chief Justice of the High Courts of Madras, Hoxh- 
bay, and the North-Western Provinces, respectively, after an actual 
service of olovou and a half years as Judge of the High Court, of 
which period at least half shall have been in the office of Chief Justice, 
shall recoivo a pension not exceeding £1,600 per annum. 

Section 4.—A Pviisne Judge of the High Courts of IHadras, Bom¬ 
bay, and th(5 North-AVestern Provinces, respectively, on the samo 
terms ns to length of service, shall receive a pension not exceeding 
£1,200 per annum. 

Section 5.—A Chief Justice or Puisne Judge compelled to retire 
on ini'dical certifi<;atc after six years and nine months’ actual service 
shall rce(;ivc a pension not exceeding one-half the amount of pension 
allowed for the full period of service. ' ^ 

Section 6-—In the event of a Judge of the High Court, selected 
from the Covenanted or TJneovenanted Services, receiving a pension 
under these rules, ho will not ho entitled to any pension or retiring 
allowance under the rules a 2 )plicable to Cov'ouanted and TJneovenanted 
Servants, res 2 )ectively. 

Section 7.—AVlien a Judge of the High Court, selected from the 
Covenanted or Uncovenanted branches of the Civil Service, is per¬ 
mitted to retire before completing the full period of service entitling 
him to the pension of a Jiidgo of that Court, ho shall, on retiring, 
receive such a pension as he would he entitled to under thei^ules ap¬ 
plicable to Covenanted and Ujicoveiianted Servants, rcspocuvcly, 
reckoning the period during which ho shall have served as Judge of *a 
High Court towards his time for such pension. 

Section 8.—Pi’ovided, however, that if a Judge of the High Court, 
selected from the Covenanted or Uncovenanted l)ranches of the Civil 
Service, shall he compelled to retire, on medical certifuiatc, after six 
years and nine months’ actual service, he shall bo allowed the option 
of taking his pension or retiring allowance either under these rules 
or under tlic rules applicable to the service, to which he belongs. 

Section 9.—A Judge of the High Court,' selected from tlio Cove¬ 
nanted Civil Service, shall be recj^uii’ed to continue' liis subscriptions to 
the Civil Annuity and Civil Ser^ee Punds.

{b.) — A pilot after thirty years’ actual service in. India, if he 
shall have attained the grade of branch pilot, shall be entitled to 
retire upon the pension of Government Kupees 200 a month, or if 
below the grade, upon a pension of Government Hupees 100 a 
month, provided that in any period of three consecutive years the 
number of pensions so granted do not exceed four. 

Section 3 —To entitle widows and orphans to the above pensions, 
pilots pre to forward to the Master Attendant certificates of their mar¬ 
riage, of the birth of their children and of their baptism, within 
one month after the occurrence tlioreof. Notices of death are in like 
manner to be forwarded to the Master Attendant. 

Section 4.—No widow who may have been legally divorced or 
separated from her hushand for adultery, or ^vho at the period of her 
ht^band’s demise, may have quittcjd his protection and be living in a 
state of notorious adulteiy though not ‘divoroed or separated from 
him by law, or who, subsequently to her husband’s decease, may be 
living in a notorious state of incontinence, nor any female orphan 
living in such state, shall be entitled to receive or continue to receive 
any pension under these rules. 

Section 6.—If a widow pensioner marries, her pension is to cease 
during her coverture; but in the event of her again becoming a 
widow, she shall be re-admitted to the pension to which she was en¬ 
titled during her first widowhood, iinle.s.s her second husband shall 
liavc been a member of tiu^ pilot service, and have been at his death 
of a higher grade than h<?r first husband, in which (lase she shall bo 
entitled to the pension of the higher rank.

JUSTICES’ BORllOWING POWERS. 

Mr. Bernard said, that on tho occasion when ho asked for leave to bniig 
in a Bill to extend the borrowing powers of the Justices of the I’eaco for tho 
town, he explained that the funded debt of tho corporation had already rofvghed 
the sum of 113 lakhs of rupees, and tliat they wished to borrow 80 lakhs moro'for 
extending the drainage system to the northern portion of the town, and other 
woiSS of permanent improvement. The Bill liad been favorably received^ and 
referred to a select committee; and tho report of that committee h&d been 
before the Council for sometime. His Honor the President, when explaining liis 
reasons for not desiring to suspend the rules of the Council, stated that it 
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might bo dcsjrable to impose a statutory obligation on tho Justices to main¬ 
tain a sinking fund for the liquidation of tnoso loans; and in ofder to carry -out 
that view, ho (Mb. Bbrnabd) asked leave to move the amending sections which 
had been circulated amongst tho membors of tho Council. Tho objpet of these 
sections was to provide that tho whole of tho 85 lakhs of rupees, portion of 
which tho corporation had borrowed, and a portion of which they proposed to 
borrow for drainage and sucHi like improvements, should bo paid oflf within a 
I)oriqd of thirty years, llio rest of tho funded debt ho did not intend to 
provide for: it consisted mainly of tho 55 lak'lis of rupees for tho water-works, 
which was money advanced by tho Government of India on specific conditions; 
one of which conditions was that a sinking fund should be duaintained for the 
repayment of the .lo.an within thirty years, so that tlic rd^ayment of tho water¬ 
works loan was sr^ciontly provided for, and no provision was required in t.ln'w 
Bill for the maintenance of a sinking fund on account of that loan. 
Possibly, if tho finances of the corporation were as Avell managed as they wore 
now, tho Council might bo quite confident ^ that tlie drtiinago loan would bo 
paid off within a reasonable time, and a sinking fund properly maintained. 
But even at tho present time it wasnotquittj clear that the drainage loan sinking 
fund Iiad becui properly maintained, and possibly tho time may come to 
(/alc.utta, as ft had come to other cities, when there would be a less 
efteedive financial conti'ol. If such a time did come, it seemed certain that 
nothing short of a statnt(ny obligation would prevent tho govc'rning body from 
jjutting their hands to this fund. In the lottcsr from the Chairman of tho 
,Iusti(!es it was explained that the .Justices were maintaining a sinking fund 
made uj) of two per cent, on the capital of the loan, urith a ^dew to provide 
for its li(]uidation within thirty years. I’erhaps, as tho Justices had already 
adopted this plan, it was unnecessary for hinf to defend its iirinciplo; but he 
plight bo allowed to say that it scjcmed fair that the generation which adopted 
imjirovomonts of this kind—permanent improvements which wore not in 
themselves • remunerative—should arrange to pay off the cost of their 
construction'; arid it did not seem right that wo who undertook these 
works should impose tlieir cost on the coniing generation. The Justices 
jierhajis might have considered that it was a little dangerous to allow self- 
governing bodies, which must in their character be tomjiornrj', to under¬ 
take improvements of this kind without arranging to pay theii* cost. But what¬ 
ever their reason, the fact was that tho .Justices had niadii jirovision for tho 
I'opayment of these loans, and that theii* arrangements were cordially approved 
of by tho Government of Bengal; and all that was now* proposed to bo done 
was to ask the Council to ratify that arrangement, so that there might bo no 
ciiance of tlu^ sinking fund being broken up, and thus by tho end of the 
]jroscnt c('utury the 11*11010 funded debt of tho town might be paid off, and the 
coming g(;neration might b<? left free to make improvements required, by tho 
lu'cessities of their time. He therefore moved that tho rejiort of the Select 
committee be taken into consideration in order to the settlement of tho clauses of 
th(j Jiill, ivith a idew to consider the amendments of which he had given notice.. 

The motion wds agreed to. 

Section 1 ivas agreed to. 

^ Mr. Bernard moved tho introduction of tho. following section after 
.section 1 :— _ 

“ So soon as tho aggregate sums from time to time borrowed by tbe Justices by way of debenture 
or otherwise, exclusive of any sums due by them to tho Secretary of State for India in Council shall 
amount to the said sum of 85 lakhs of rupees, the borrowing powers of tho Justices shall thereupon 
cease .‘ind determine, Siive so far as tlujy are hereinafter expressly reserved.” 

Mr. ScnALcn said that with regard to this section it seemed to him that 
the^P must be some amendment. As it at present stood, the Bill would authorize 
the Justices to borrow money to tho extent of 85 Inklis of rupees, exclusive of 
any sum duo by them to tho Secretary of State for India in Council, inioso 
words wore introduced with a view to exclude from tho amount they would be 
authorized to bon-ow tho sum already borrowed for the water-supply, amounting * 
to 50 lakhs of rupees. If, how'evor, any portion of the additional 30 lakhs of 
rupees, which the Bill would authorize them to borrow for the extension of the 
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drainage works, were obtained from the Government, that sum would fall 
within the'seopo of the excluding clause, and *we Would then bo allowing the 
Justices to borrow to the extent of another 30 laklis of rupees, which they 
might proceed to borrow firom debenture holders: ho thought it should bo 
specifiea that any stun in future borrowed from the Secretary of Stato should 
be included in the 85 lakhs of rupees to which this Bill would limit the borrow- 
ing pQwers ofriho Justices. He would therefore move that the words “ exclusive 
of any sum borrowed from the Secretary of Stato for India in. Council prior to 
the passing of those Acts” should bo substituted for the exclusion clause in the 
Bill. 

The section sg worded would exclude the money borrowed from Govern¬ 
ment for the water-supply, but would include any sum which the Justices might 
hereafter borrow for the extension of the drainage works either from the Govcni- 
ment or by way of debenture. 

Mk. Dampieb suggested that the object the hon’blo member had in view 
would bo better met by the insertion of the word “now” before the word 
“ due.” 

jSda. SqpALCH having acquiesced, Mr. Damiuer’s amendment was agreed to. 

The section as amended was then agreed to. 

Mr. Bebnabd moved the introduction of the following section after the 
above:— 

“ The JupHcob shall bo bound to set aside yearly out of tlicir annual income, before making any 
disbursement in respect thereof, the sum of one and throe-quarter lakhs of rupees, and sliall appro¬ 
priate the same, so far as it is required or will extend, to repay the amount (if any) of such loans or 
debentures issued by them as shall fall duo in the course of tho year. And tlie.y shall invest the 
surplus (if any) of the said one and three-quarter lakhs of rupcc.s after repayiiieiit as aforesaid, or in 
case there has "not been any amount due or paid in respect of such loans or debentures during tho 
year, yicn they shall invest the whole of the said one and three-quarter lakhs of rupees in Govern¬ 
ment securities or in any securities guaranteed by Government in the names of {he Chairman of the 
Justices and the Accountant General of the Government of Kengal, to he by them held as Trustees 
for the purpose of repaying at due date from time to time the several loans contracted or debentures 
issued by the Justices. All interest accruing due on the said securities shall also from time to time 
be invested by the Trustees in like manner and held upon the like trust.** 

Baboo Digumbeb Mitteb said that before tliis section was passed, lie res¬ 
pectfully begged to th aw the attention of tlic Council to a resolution passed by 
tho Justices at a special general meeting, when tlio question of tlio desirability 
of extending Mr. Clark’s ^’aiiiagc scliemo was finally determined upon. 

lie believed that it was the intention of the Justices to apply to the 
Government fur this loan, which would bo giiaranteed on the same terms 
as the loan of .50 laklis of nqices for tho water-works, junder wliich terms tiie 
yim set apart would bo five ])crcont. byway of interest and oiib per cent, towards 
the creation of a sinking fund for the repayment of the debt; wlwTcas tlie section 
under comment made it obligatory on the Justices to lay aside a sum which would 
be equivalent to two per cent, on tho total borrowing powers of tho Justices as 
adjusted by this Bill. 

[Mr. ScHALcrn explained that tho sum to be paid by the Justices on the water¬ 
works loan was four per cent.* by way of interest and two per cent, towards the 
creation of a sinking fund.]] • 

• • • * . 

Baboo Digitmber Mitteb continued: Uifdcr those circumstances the 

remarks which ho had made would not apply. But he thought tho section 
required amendment in another respect: it jirovidcd that a sum of lakhs*- 
should bo sot aside annually for the repayment of the debt of tho municipality. 
That sum amounted to exactly two per cent, upon the whole amount Vhich 
the Justices were authorized to borrow. Ho thought that it would bo bj^tfipr 
to state the percentage to bo set aside, because it might so happen thav the 
additional 30 lakhs of rupees w’hich the Justices were empowered to borrow 
undSf this Bill might not be required at once, or it might bo advanced by tho 
Secretary of State; it would be more precise if tho sum to bo sot aside wore 
denoted by a percentage upon the capital borrowed. He would therefore move 
the omission of the words “tho smn of If lakhs of rupees” ip liuos 6 and 6, and 





^e substitulSon for them of the words «a sum of not less than-2 per cent, on 
the total sum borrowed by the g^ustices, exclusive of the sum now dhe by 
to the .Secretary of State for India in Council.” 

Mb. Wyman ‘said as the hon’ble member had called attention to the reso¬ 
lution of the Justices, ho might state that ho believed that it was notJKkely that 
the whole amount of 30 lakhs of rujiees required lor the drainage extension 
works would be borrowed at once. Suppose that only J of that amount wa» 
first borrowed, thpn the immediate effect of providing that a fixed sum should be 
set aside towards the Binking fund would bo'almost tantamount to providing 
a sinking fund of eight per cent, on the amount borrowed. He thought the 
prinjjiple of the section would bo maintained by providing that a fixed sum of 
two per cent, on the amount boiTowed Irom time to time should bo annually laid 
aside, as it would not be just to the tax-payers to require a fixed yearly deposit 
by way of a sinking fund irresijoctivo of the amount bozTOwod. 

His Honob the Pjiesioent said that in that case it must bo made quite 
clear that the two per ^ent. to bo laid aside must bo calculated on the amount 
borrowed and not on the sura that may at the time be duo; for if the two per 
cent, was to diminisli as tlio amount of the debt diminished, wo should never get 
to an end at allif wo borrowed 85 lakhs of rupees, wo must pay two per cent, 
on tho sum borrowed, and maintain it at that sum until the whole debt 
was liquidated. 

Mb. ScHALcn said it was just i>ossiblo that before going into tho market the 
Justices might obtain from tho Crovemment of India the sum which they 
required for the drainage works on tho same terms as that upon which they had 
obtained tho loan for the water-works, viz. a payment of four jm't cent, by way of 
interest and two per cent, towjirds the sinking fund. If such an arrangement 
should be made, provision would have already been thereby made for the 
liquidation of the debt, and it woidd not be necessaiy to make provision by tho 
section under discussion for a double sinking fund. 

His JTonokthb Pbesident said that he did not think that under the circum¬ 
stances stated it would be jn-oviding for a double sinking fund. In tho form in 
which tho section now stood, suppo.sing there were an agreemont with tho Govern¬ 
ment, tho payment to tho Government would come under the head of a loan 
falling due within tho year: tho only question would be, in a case where the 
amount duo was greater than tho sinking fund, if 5 or 6 lakhs were duo and 
only 2 lakhs wore available, they might be obliged to pay off tho sum due; but 
ho did not see how there would bo any double sinking fund. 

Mr. ScriALCH said, sujiposingthe Justices had to pay year by year a certain 
sum; suppose they borrowed 10 lakhs of rupees from the Government on 
account of tho drainage extension works, having already borrowed 60 lakhs 
debentures; when they borrowed 10lakhs they would have 604-10—60 lakhs, 
two per. cent, upon which would be a little over 1 lakh. Out of that sum a por¬ 
tion would be the sinking fund upon the 10 lakhs borrowed from the Government; 
in ten years the two per cent, fund would accumulate to something over 10 lakhs, 
and that sum would go into tho common fund. The result would be that they 
would have a balance of 4 or 6 laklis out of tho sinking fund on tho Govern¬ 
ment loan. - Now, as tho common fimd would bo appropriated to jiay off tho first 
set of debentures which were held by the pubbe, it would follow that pay-. 
ment made on account of a sinkltig fond in liquidation of the Government debt, 
would be absorbed in paying the debt duo to the public; a result which might 
probably lead to Govermnont refusing loans to the municipality to their 
])alpalde detriment. 

_ • 

With regard to tlio loan-from tho Government for the water-supply, ho 

bclidved that,.as stated by him, two ixsr cent of tho interest paid to tho Government 
was credited by the latter to a siidi^g fund, and not to an annual repayment of 
tho loan: for he had heard that there had been a dispute between the JUuIlces 
and the'Bank of Bengal as to what charges they wore to pay on tho money 
which was deposited towards the sinking fund. Tho Bank ac.sired to charge 
their usual rate, alleging that the money belonged to tho Justices and not to 
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Gfoyenunent; and he understood that the question was decided in favor of the 
Justices. If he was correct in that view, that the two per cent, did not go 
annually as a repayment, but that it went to the £}rmation of 9 • sinking fund, 
then the BUI would provide for a double sinking fund. As he was not quite 
sure as to hqyr the matter stood, ho would suggest the postponement of the 
clause. 

Hra Honor the Peesident said that his impression was that the whole of the 
3 per cent, was paid to Government, of which two per cent, was credited as 
1 repayment. Ho thought that os, under the rules, the Bill could not be passed 
it once, and as the hon’ble member was not prepared to submit an amondmeiit, 
,t would bo the moat convenient course to allow the section to pass, with the 
mderstanding that if ft appeared to him necessary that the section should be 
imonded, ho would have the opportunity of jnoposing an amendment before 
:ho Bill was dually passed. 

Mb. Schalch said that even if tliat were done, there was no provision in 
he Bill whereby the provision of tliis section, regarding a sinking fund, could be 
inforced. Ho believed the only mode would bo by the issue of a manda- 
nus fi’om tlie High Court. But that was a very exptJnsivo course, and one 
lot ddsirabld: The other day the Justices, ho believed, did pass a reso- 
ution for the formation of a sinking fund. He was at home at the time ; but 
lis impression was that a whole year was allowed to pass before the resolution 
vas carried into effect. 

Bauoo Digumbee Mitteb said that the resolution to which the hon’ble 
nember referred was passed in 1866, and there was already a payment of .‘1 
akhs towards the sinking fund; there might have been some delay, but he 
lelieved it was unavoidable. 

Mr. Bernabp said, it appeared to him that there was no doubt the Bill, os it 
low stood, was open to the exception taken by the hon’blo member on his 
•ight, that it did not provide any moans for compelling the Justices to jnake pay- 
nents towards the sinking fund. It seemed to him that some sjiecial moiins of 
mforcing the obligation could be easily provided; but he was not sure the Council 
vould consider it necessary to do so. If the Justices did not carry out the provi- 
lions of this Bill, the matter could again bo brought before the Council. Ijast 
iTear the corjioration of Bombay declined or foiled to provide the cost of their 
Town Police, and the Government came to the Council and mov<!d it to pass a 
3ill to authorise the Govommciit to raise taxes to pay oft' the balance. Some- 
. hing of the kind could bo done hero if necessary, but he did not think any 
luch occasion would arise, for the Comicil might trust to the Justices fulfilling 
i statutory obligation. * ^ 

• The Advocate-General said that he thought the words of the section ini- 
lorted a sufficient obligation 011 the Justices to set aside a certain sum for a 
linking fund; that was an obligation that could be enforced by due course of 
aw. At present the Council was very much in the dark as to the conditions 
)f the loan from Goveniment and the terms under which the sinking fund 
or tlio liquidation of that loan was formed. It did not even seem to 
je ascertained whether the Secretary of State was prepared to advance new 
iinds, and if he did so, and made the same terms as before, no legal provision 
vould bo necessary. But with regard to thoAe Joans which were obtained 
rom the public at largo, it was very necessary to have some statutory 
>bligation to compel the Justices to set aside a part of their income to meet 
heir debts. At present wo did not know whether the general public were goii^ 
io lend the money or the Secretary of State. If the Secretary of l^tate 
vas to advance tlio money, as he had already made arrangement with the 
Justices in regard to prior loans, for the establishment of a sinking fund, tu^d 
ve did not hear there has been any complaint on the part of the Secretary 
)f StatiQ^that those terms had not been carried out, it did not appear to him* 
locossory to have recourse to logislaltion on the subject. If, however, the lenders 
vore to be the general public, no doubt the time had come for some law requiring 
he Justices to set aside a sufficient sum for the liquidation of their debts. But 
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a» regards the question whether the words^ of the section were sufficient 
to ohuge the Justices 40 s^t apart a sufficient sum, he thoilght thqt the 
provision in the Bill was sufficient as it stood. Ho did not think it would be 
necessary to do anything moro than was provided in the Bill. 

Baboo Diguhbub Hitter’s motion was then agreed to, and odrresponding 
amendments wore made in lines 10 and 15 of the section. 

Mr. Bernard moved the introduction of the following section after 
the above:— 

“ It shall be tho duty of tlio truatces from time to time, whenever any loans or dehentures shall 
faU due by the Justices, to realize the whole or a sutticient portion of the securities held by them as 
aforesaid, and afipropriate the sale proceeds thereof, so far as the sumo w^l extend, to satisfy such 
loifhs or debentures. Jn case any balance in respcM*t of such loans orJebentures so falling due ns 
aforesaid shall remain unsatisfied after appropriation thereto of the sale proceeds (if the whole of such 
securities, then the Justices may, for the purpose of paying such unsatisfied balance, issue new deben¬ 
tures ill manner as is provided by Act VI of 18G8, passed by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal in 
Council, Boetion 93, clause 3, or otherwise contract new loans for any sum not exceeding such amount 
as may be necessary for the purpose aforesaid.” , 

The section was agreed to. 

Mr. Beiinabd moved the insertion of the following section after the above:— 

** The trustees shall, at the end of every year, submit a statement to the Justices, showing the 
amount which has been invested during the year under the third section of this Act, and setting 
iorth the date of the last investment made previous thereto, and also the aggregate amount of the 
securities then in their hands, and the aergn^gatc amount which has up to the date thereof been paid 
off in respect of the said debentures and loans. 8uch statement shall be laid before the Justices and 
published in the CalciUfa Gazelle, No suit shall be brought against the said trustees, or either of 
them, in respect of any thing done or purporting or professing or omitted to be done in pursuance of 
this Act.” 

TqB Advocate-General moved the omission of the words “ no suit shall 
be brought against the said trustees, or either of them, in respect of anything 
done or puri)orting or professing or omitted to be done in pursuance of this 
Act.” Ho said that either a Itjgal obligation was intGnd(3d to be imposed by the 
Act or it tvas not. If it was intended to bo imposed, then there was no reason 
why the whole incidents of that obligation should not follow acc<>rding to duo 
ciourso of law; if a legal obligation was not intended to bo imposed, then 
there was no necessity for these provisions in the Act, Then as regards 
the words in question, it was dmicult to understand what was intended, 
because no suit could ordinaiily bo brought against tho trustees. The 
suit would bo against the Justices by a dol)enture-holdcr when the 
debentures had fallen duo, and tho obligation might be enforced by attach¬ 
ment or otherwise against tlie trustees. There did not seem to be any reason 
why that should not follow on the right to sue tho Justices on the debentures. 
The words, as they* stood, were far too general in any case. He would rather 
leave a debenture-holder to sue in tho ordinary way; there was no doubt that if 
the trustees committtjd a breach of trust they would he liable for their acts. It 
appeiu^d to him that the onlj^ possible way in which a difficulty might arise, would 
he supposing a debenture-holder sued in advance of the others; then according 
to tho rule of law tho first judgment-creditor might swallow up ovcrjrthing, for 
liis judgment must bo satisfied in tho first instauce, and the others would only 
got what might be loft ratcably. It therefore might bo desirable, in some possible 
state of things, to provide for an equitable distribution of the whole fund; when 
such a time came, which was hardly possible, itVould bo for the legislature to 
provide a remedy, but at the present time ho thought such a contingency was 
too remote to he taken into consideration. 

His Honor toe President said that looking to tho rules by which the 
proceedings of tho Council were governed, if after the settlement of the clauses 
of a Bill they dificred materially upon any important point from the form in 
■v^ch it was read in Council and pubhshed, it might he again published as 
amended and reconsidered after such time as the Council miglit order. If the 
clauses were settled by the Council os amended by the select committee, +he Bill 
might at once bo passed. 

He understood that this rule applied to tho case in hand, tho clauses of the 
Bill before tho Council having been very materially altered. The latter part 
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of the StJi clause of the rule from which he had read, “otherwise the Bill shall 
nqt be passed at the same mooting but shdl bo .brought forward again at a 
future meeting, and may then be passed with* or without furliier amen^ont” 
particularly applied, and the discussion would be adjourned to the next week 
and the ]^lI1 would in the meantime be republished, and he hoped the hon’ble 
member would be prepared to submit in a dcfinito form any amendments which 
he might coij^ider necessary. 

MOFUSglL MUNICIPALITIES. 

Rajah Jotbekdko Moiiuh Tagobr said that as some hon’blo members 
were not in possession of the Bill which the hon’blo member opposite’ (Mr. 
Bernard) intended to road in Council, he M^ould beg to move that the consider¬ 
ation of the Bill be postponed. 

Mr. Bebhard said that a motion stood in his name to move that the Bill to 
amend and consolidate the law relating to municipalities be read in Council. But 
the Bill was a long one, and unfortunately it had not been possible to comjdete the 
revised copy in time to place it in the lumds of hon’blo members. I'hercfore 
it seemed undesirable to move that the Bill should bo laid upon the table or to 
make an^^ detailed remarks upon it. Ho therefore did not intend to make the 
motion which stood in his name. Ho Imped that the Bill would be circulated 
by Monday next, and published, with tluj llon’blo President’s permission, in the 
Gazette on Wednesday next, and at the next meeting of thtj Comicil he hoped 
to make the motion which stood in his name in the list of business for to-day. 

Rajah Joteendro Moiitjn Tagore said that if tluj Bill was in the hands of 
the mou)bers on Monday next, and it was proposed to (jonsidcr the Bill at the 
next sitting of the Ctmncil, the time allowed would bo so short that it would 
hardly be possible to give that attention to the subject wlpch its importance 
deserved, lie therefore thought that a fortnight’s time should bo allowed before 
it was moved to read the Bill in Council. 

His Honor the President said that ho thought ho might take upon liim- 
self to assure the hon’blo member that the discussion upon the Bill would not 
be hurried or luocipitatod in any manner whatever. Supposing the Bill should 
not be in the hands of hon’blo members in sufficient time, it was not his inten¬ 
tion to precipitate the discussion of the measure. The object of the hon’ble 
member in charge of the Bill was to enter into the whole question, and to explain 
his views and the views of the Government in regard to this Bill. Ho hoped hon’ble 
members would agree -with him in thinking that it was very desirable that the 
Bill should not bo placed before the Coumiil in a nude state, but that they 
should be put in possession of such explanations in Tegard to the intentions 
of the Government and the character and puri>oscs of the Bill as the hon’ble 
member desired to submit. It appeared to be the most convenient course that, 
as the Bill would bo immediately circulated, the hou’blc member should explain 
his views, and then that the debate should bo adjourned to a convenient day, 
in order that hon’ble members, having duly considered not only the Bill but 
also the explanations that would bo offered, might bo in a position to explain 
their views on the subject.*^ 

, Mb. Rivers Thompson said that after the explanation that ha5 been given 
if the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill w'ould be ready at the next meeting 
.of the Council to make his statement, and if the debate were then adjourned, 
ample time would bo given for the consideration of tho Bill. By the :^e8 ^ 
of the Council, when a motion was made for a Bill to bo read m Council," 
advantage was taken for a full discussion of the principles upon which* the Bill 
was based. As there was no doubt that tho Bill now before the Council wgs of a 
.nature that would demand tho fidlcst and freest discussion, and that the whole 
question of local soli-govemment and municipal institutions would have to be 
liken into consideration, it was very desirable that a week should elapse between 
Ae hon’ble member’s motion and the discussion of the principles of thd BilL But 
it appeared to him that if the rules were strictly enforced, the Bill must be referred 
to a select committee at the same time that the Bill was read in Council. If 
however, the rules admitted of the course proposed to be fallowed, then there 
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could be no objection to proceed with the Bill as sug^sted y otherwise he 
thought that a longer period should elapse between the circulation'of the Bill 
and its discussion upon the motion that it be read in Council. 

Mis Honob tSE President said that there could be no manner of doubt 
that under the rules the President had ample power to adjomm a discuf^ion from 
time to time, and he had no hesitation in saying that the Bill was of such 
importance that the fullest opportunities should bo afforded for its consideration 
and discussion. 

Through an omission on Ilis Honor’s part, he had omitted to inform the 
Council that a petition of the Trades’ Association of this great city had been 
received with the view of inducing us to proceed with the Bill for extending the 
borrowing powers of the municipality as quickly as possible; the petition 
wound up with tliis prayer,—“ TIio Committee therefore trust that His Honor 
will bo pleased to suspend the standing orders, in order that the Bill bo passed 
into law at once.” 

Ho must tell the committee of the Assqciation that under the peculiar 
circumstances ho was not willing to take upon himself the responsibility of 
suspending the rules of the Council in regard to a Bill of such importance. 
Ho was quite ready and willing that the Bill should proceed through its several 
stages as quickly as tlio rules would admit. In regard to the portion of the 
Bill lately introduced, which was a provision in respect to the rc]>ayment of 
advances, and so a provision on the rule of caution only, ho was not anxious 
that wo should spend too much time over it; but His Honor did not think that 
it would bo desirable that he shoidd suspend the rules in order to hasten the 
progress of the Bill. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday, the 6th January 1872.

Proteotioa for the Fort Improvement Commissioners from liability* in 

certain cases. 

From H. L. Dampikr, Esq., Secretary to the Governm>‘nt of Bengal, General Department, 
to the Secretary to the Bengal Chamber of Commerce,—(No. 1, dated Fort William, 
tlio 1st January 1872.) 

I AM directed to foiward, for the information of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, and for an expression of their 
opinion on the subject, the accompanying 
copies of the correspondence noted on the 
margin, regarding an application made by 
the Tort Improvement Commissioners to be 
protected as the Government was, under 
section 61, Act XXII of 1855, from liabilities arising from any act or default 

of their servants, or Irom any damage or injury to vessels within the limits of 
the port proper. 

2 . It will he seen that the Advocate-General recommends the enactment 
of a temporary protecting law in favor of the Commissioners, chiefly on the . 
ground that they had not a perfect option in the selection of their present 
servants, and have liad to take over the block of th 5 t,port, possibly with defects 
undiscovered. Under recent interpretations, as pointed out by the Advocate- 
Ghmoral, the English law does not protect trustees of harbours, «&c., from 
claims on account of the acts of thfir servants. But as a matter of equity, the 
Advocate-General considers that a law should be passed protecting the Com¬ 
missioners, temporarily, until they have had an opportunity of ascertaining 
whether the materials and servants taken over from the Gtevernment are good 
and trustworthy. 

3j. The lieutenant-Govemor desires me to point out that the question is 
one of insurance; the greater the liability which may be imposed on the Port 
Commissioners, the heavier must be the dues imposed. His Honor would be 
glad to be favored with the opinion of the Chamber of Commerce as to whetiiOT 
on the whole, they consider that it would be for the interest of the whole 
bommimity that the proposed protection should or should not be given to the 
pommissipners by legislation,; and if it should be given at all, whether the 
immunity ehoifld be temporary only or permanent.

JUSTICES’ BORROWING POWERS. 

His Honor the President said that tho nipinbers would observe that tlierc 
was not on tho paper any notice of motion in ri'spei^t tt> the Bill for extending the 
borrowing powers of the Justices of the I'eaeii for the town o/ Calcutta. He 
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believed that the reason why the hon’blo member in charge had not moved 
further, was that a letter h^l been addressed to tho Secretaiy to the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal by Mr. Stuart Hogg, tho Chairman of tho Justices, begging 
for a postponement of this Bill for three weeks or thereabouts, in order to give 
tlie Justices an opportunity of considering the amendments which had been 
made in tho Bill. His Honor had been somewhat surprised that the Chairman 
of the Municipality, who hud urged so much speed in rcsjiect to this Bill, should 
have asked for so much delay ; but at the same time ho quite admiitod that tho 
principle involved in the amendments which had been made at his suggestion— 
the principle of establishing by law a sinking fund to compel tho municipality 
to repay within a certain number of years the money wl.ich they borrowed— 
was a principle of very groat importance, and His Honor for his own part was 
not anxious tJiat tho considerati<»n of that question sliould be hurried or pre¬ 
cipitated. Ho would only say that if tliesc works ouglit really to be cxi*eutod, 
it was very desiivi Ido, that tlan' should be executed quickly, and he hop»?d that 
the Justices would consider the matter, and make up their minds as soon as 
possible. Jn resja ct to this matter, he for one had a vewy strong o]»inion that it 
was absolutely neecssaly, in justice to tliose who eaine after ns, that provi¬ 
sion should be inado to establish a sinking fund for tho liquidation t>f sums 
borrowed for purposes whieli, though they would hist to future time, would 
no douht undergo a cousiderahle amount of depreciation, and which possi¬ 
bly posterity would not valuo so much as we did. lie tliought that wliat 
had been told us by one or tw'o hon’blo members of tlie Council was 
sufficient to show us the noccssity of making such a provision. Although 
he would admit that the municipality had hitherto been in the main pru¬ 
dent in. thcLr aiTangcmonts without being compelled to establish such a fund, 
still they laid seen that when difliculticis arose, the operation of that fiind 
had been suspended for a wdiole year wben nothing was paid towards it. We 
also know that the immicipality of Bombay bad beim in diflicultie8#)f the same 
kind, in consequence of tlie law not ])ro\4ding the niachimwy for enforcing 
payments towards a sinking fund ; and those jirovisions not being enforced, were 
set aside and not caiTied into eflect. Ho tberefore exjuessed the confident hope 
tliat while the Council would givt^ the utmost consideration to the wishes of tlie 
Justices in ri'gard to the sbajie and maimer in which this jiroposal regarding a 
sinking fiuid sluaild be earned out, still the principle could not be, and would 
not be, abandoned, lie trusted tliat noliill W(»uJd hejmssed in this Council that 
would not contain a jirovision of this kind. As His Honor liad stated the 
suhstaniu! of the coinnnniieution rocinved from the Chairman of tho Justices, he 
thought it would be unnecessary to ask the Secretaiy to read out the letter. 

MOFUSSIL MUNICIPALITIES. 

Mb. Bkrnabd moved that the Bill to amend the law relating to Munici- 
jialities iu Btmgal bo read in (.'ouiicil. lie saiil that when the Council granted 
leave, to biing iu the Bill, ho had exjdained that tlui object of its ]>rovisions was 
rather to consolidate the existing law, than to make a new out!, lie would now 
trouble the Couiitdl with a sh(*rt reftu’ence to some of the jirincipal jiarts of the 
Bill. First, ho would try to moot a possible objection that tho Bill was too 
long and too intricate to bo applicable to all the largo and small municipjilities 
iu Bengal. It was indeed tpiitc true that the Bill was a long ont!; but afUir all 
it was much shoi’ter than the laws it was iutondiid to nplaiio. It was one Bill 
of 2»i4 si!ctl(ui8 in place of eight laws containing 381 sections. Tho Bill was 
divided into parts and chapters, and each ]>art liontaincd a distinct subject. 
'^I’ho Secretaiy to the Council had taken much pains to arrange tho Bill as 
dourly as possible. The sixty sections in part IX of the Bill were permissive, 
and would m^t all he ujqilied to smaller towns; and, further, in tho smaller 
• towns'hijis, jiarts XI, XII, and XUI, with one chaptiir of part HI, would only 
apjily; so that the pvo])oscd Bill would, he hoped, ho less unwieldy and more 
easily intelligihli! than the old law. The Bill jirovidcd for three classes of munici¬ 
palities. All cities and largo towns would prohuhly fall under classes 1 and 2, 

« while tlie little rural townships would come under tho third class. Any suctions 
of the Bill, except part XII, cuuli} he extended to the first and second cIhhh 
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municipalities. rHie main distinction between tlie first and second class muni* 
cipahties consisted m this, that in class I the animal tax on persons, according 
to the^ circumstances and property, mi;>ht reach Its. 4 a buildiim, while in 
mumcipahties of the second class it miglit not exceed Ifs. 2 a buildinc- No 
town or place where more than half the peoide made their living by imTicul- 
ture could be inade a first or second class municipality, but such places miffht 
be created third class municipalities, wherein Avas allowed only one! foini of tax 
which might not excetsd an average of one rupee a year for each building! 

The governing body in the first and scuumd class municipalities were called 
municipal cominissVOners” as heretofore; they might bo appointed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor, or tluiy might be elected uiuhir such rules as might be laid 
down. The number of municipal comtuissioners Avas, as at present proposed not 
to exceed seven, besides the appointcMl or ehutted commi.s.sifm(;rs, who niifrnt 
not exceed one-third of tin; Avhole number, 'riius a njunicijial ’body mndit 
consist of ten inembers, out of whom seven might be elected and three 
might be ex-officio; or it might consist of seven members, out of Avhom 


two 


..... miglit ’-e ex-..f1]cio. Uidiiiardy, municij»al (;ommissioners would hold 
offiire for three yi'ars, but ATouId be idigiblt! f.u- re-election. I’Jms there 
would be ample safeguards against the governing bodj- of any municijmlity 
being unduly weighted Avith official nuanlxTs, and against its membem 
holding office^ too long, and thus sinking too much info a groove. The 
llon’ble Presiuont on a. jireAUous occasion ha<l tb-uAvu attention to%he fact that 
the ncAV Bill jiroAuded for the clrcfton of munieijial comuiissioners. It had 
sonu'times been said that members of municipal committ(‘es were nu're dummies 
that they were nominees of tlu' collector and of the sub-divisional officer, avIioso 
A ueAVS they wore bound to carry out. ft Avas indeed true that the jneinbers of 
municipal committees Avere gcaierally nominatc'd b}- the local officers but he 
(Mr. Beniard) Avas sure that caidi officer made the best possible noiuipations 
according to his lights, and that no nomiiuie Avas expc'cted to subordinate 
his own indiyidiial ojiinion to the cfdlector’s; still it Avould bo an undoubted 
advantage if towns])eople AA'ould (dect tlunr own rejiresentatives. The 
plan of holding munieijial elections had indeed been tried in sevm'al parts 
of India, but so fiir as he had heard, no gri.-at success had yet been 
obtained, that was to say, no vmy large projiortion of the citizens cared to 
vote, and there Avas little competition among the candidati's. The men elected 
belonged to the higher and the monied classes, from Avhich the nominated 
commissioners used to be taken. So far as he kmw, tlu^ Avorking classes had 
not yet returned a re])r{'sentative man t(. any Jndiau nnmtcijmlity. But cases 
had occurred Avlu>rt‘, after repeatixl tinnual elections, nearly I.oOo" ('lectors had 
gmneto the iioll out of a total pfipulation ofL>0,(lti() ratc'-jiaylng adult males 
We must not expex-t that kvvn contest, AA'hicdi ])erhaps after all Avas not verv! 
desirable, Avoiild occur in the Bengal toAvns for the (dection of municipal coin- 
missionc'rs; but at any rate, some plan for eh'ctingrc'presentativc's avus the only 
substitute of frequent nominations, Avhich might more or less a fleet the ind(>- 
pondence, or, at any rate, the n'lmted imh']H'ndence, <.f municipal commis" 
sioners. It Avas proposc'd that the chairman of a munica’pality should still be an 
official. As Indian soci('ty was noAv constifuttnl, (he head of a municipaiity 
must, Mr. Bernard thought, still be an official. I’he vice-(diaiiinan was to bo 
elected by the commissioners from among their own body. 


By chajitor 2 (if part II, the toAvii roads and streets were vested in the * 
municipal commissioners, and power AA^as taken to vest all hosjutals, rest-house's 
schools, tanks, and wells, not being priAmte jiroperty, in the eommissioners If 
a body of commissioners Avero loyal to their town, and Avere also fairly intellf- 
gent, it soemod to Mr. Boriijird that they would, in orcJiiiai’y times, bo tlio fittest 
people to manage and direct public institutioius intended for tho benefit of the 
to^spoople. It was not proposfed to transfer to the commissioners colleges 
which drew tboir pupils from a much larger area than a mere township. Of 
coi^se private schools, schools belonging to missions or to other religious 
S? j**’ would not be affected by this jirovision. If thoComifdl saw fit to pomiit 
the devotion of innnmipal money to educational purposes, then it seemed to be 
a fiur corollaiy of such an arrangement that the munmipal commissioners should 
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have a voice in tlio raanagGm(jnt of their town-schools. Care was taken that no 
private rijflits should bo over-ridden by action under this section, for it was 
provided that no such institutions should vest in the commissioners until the 
intention so to vest them should have been notified in the vernacular for tlio 
space of one month. 

The next chapter provided for the powers of the commissioners. As in 
former Acts, a distinction was drawn between the powers exercised by the 
commissioners at a m<'(‘tinj]f and tlie powers exorensed by tlie commissioners. 
Tho Jattcjr powers coiiM bt; (exercised in cases of einer^t'iiey by the clmiruian 
and rice-chainnaii. It Ii.'id occasionally been said that this delof^ation of the 
powers <jf (jrmimissioiicrH to hs oflUicrs in reality threw all the municipal 
iiower into tlie hands of tho tjhuirman in places where the commissioners were 
lazy or complaisant, ()r where the chairman mij>ht be overbearing. Hut 
It seemed (pute nnj)o.ssibIe to avoid Ihe* chairman ])ow’er to act on an 

emcrgeiiey. It had, howi^vev, been jirovidod that tho chuirmuu or vice-chuir- 
nyan, whenever they acted under these 8i>ecial powan-s, must rcjiort the 
eircumstauee at the next nieetin*^ of the commissioners. In this ■way the corn- 
nfussiouers w'ould have full power tt) challonjfo any nicasim? of which they 
mif^ht disapprove. The daly of a])])()intinji^ oflieers and servants to work under 
tlie commissioners was left in the hands of the chairman ; and in tho smaller 
towns, at any rate, this seinned the better plan. Tlie jiow^or of allotting 
salaries -would bo wholly with tho commissioners, so that the power of tho 
jiurso in this matter w'^ould be wdth them. ProAusioii was made for tho aiipoint- 
ment of ward-committees, who in liu’ge towns would take up such of tho 
munici])al l)u.siness as the commissionors might allot to them. It seemed best 
that these ward-comniitlccs should be entifoly subordinate to the commissioners, 
and llaTejbre no business exe(‘pt the assessment of tho house-tax was expressly 
made over to tliesi* ward-ctoimnittees by tbo Hill. 

Part. Ill of the liill provided for the difieront forms of municipal taxation. 
Seven hinds of taxi's were juTiuissiblc; but it could not be too often repeated 
that it was by no means lu'cessary, nor was it desirable, that nil tlie forms of 
tiixalion .slioiild be apjilied in the .same inunicijiality. Perliaps in a rich niuui- 
e,i])ality like tho sal.)ur!>,s of Calcutta, where there were rich ]>eoplo of many 
classes, two or more foniIS of taxation might be ado]>iod ; for tlie carriage-tax 
would touch one class, the trades and <*.allings lici'iiso-tax would full on an 
entirely ilitlereiit class, the house-tax would bo jiaid by cla.sses who w'onld not 
j)ay cither of the other taxes. Hut in the smaller imiiii(*i]ialitie.s the eommis- 
sioners would not ordinarily udojit more than two forms of taxation, and 
wliercvcr any goiiei’al ])lau of town-duties was adojited, the house-tax would 
probably not bo lovli-d. Five of the j)ro])osed forms of taxation bad already 
lieen saii(^ti(.)ned for places in Bengal by this Council. '^I'lie two new form., 
of taxation wi're the lax on procession.s and the town duties or bazar dues. It 
might probably be idijected that the procession-tax would be something like 
the foast-t.a.x, whie.li was ])roposed and thrown aside in llombav lust year, but 
Mr. Ih u'liard did not think that the tw<» ]»roposals covered the same ground. 
Already in some towns the bye-laws rcquii'od that no procession should go 
ilirough the strei'ts ofatownwithontalicon.se. There ciuild he no doubt but 
that siicli jiroci'ssioiis were a nuisance to some extent to the to-wnspoople. 
If such ])roc('S.sions wore toiie licensed at all, there seemed to be no reason 
why the licenso sJiould not bo paid for. Tho impost Would fall entirely on the 
rich, and it must always he remomhered that tho commissioners need not adopt 
th IS furni of taxation iinle,s,s tlu'y chose to do so. Town-duties wore indeed new 
in Bengal; but a great deal bad lately been said regarding tho unsuitability of 
direct taxation to India., 'and a system of octroi-duties was the only jilan of 
raising munici])al revenues by indirect taxation. Towni-duties obtained in 
many cities of nortliem India and in some European cities. Agaiirst octroi- 
duties it Wiis to he said that they raised the price of tho food of the jioor, and 
that they did t«» some extent impede trade. • 

The otlicr cliapt(*rs of part III provided tho procedure for assessing tho 
several taxes, ^’lle tax on jiersoiis was to be assossi'd by ward-committees 
or by tlie eomniissioners tliomsolves. Full publiiaition would bo given of 
every man’s assossineut, and every man would have a month to urge any 



ol^ection he might have against such assessment. A fresh* assessment 
might be madf once in every three years, but the old assessment might 
^ always be renewed for a further term. The tax on houses was of the kind 
pro^hded by Act III of 1864 passed by this Coiincil. The assessment in each 
case was to be made by the commissioners, and would bo published and revised 
by them. The tax on carriages and wheeled vehicles had been borrowed from 
Act III of 1864. It might bo assessed by the commissioners ; it would toucli tlie 
rich, and probably would not be adopted in small towns. The maximum tax on 
carts was two rupees a year per cp.rt, and the tax would not be leviable on the 
carts of outsiders who might only resort occasionally into municipal limits. The 
tax on trades and callings was the same that had been adoph'd by this Council in 
Act VI of 186.‘h' I^^ould probably b(5 adopted in larg(j towns or cities only. 
Tho Bill provided a lihiit of taxation for each of the dili’orent classiss of trades, 
l^he assessiiKjnt was to b(5 mmh? in first class munici[)aliti(>s by a sub-committee 
of tho commissioners. Ih'garding the tax on processions iMi-. Bernard had already 
remarked, and he bad only to acid, that the mode of (iollection was simple enough. 
It seemed diflicult to lay down by law the prcicise rules, conditions, and resti'ic- 
tions, under which town-duties sliould be (iollectcd: so the Bill took power for 
tho commissioners to frame bye-buvs on this mutter, subjcjc-t to the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s approval; whilst it cnactcid that the bytj-laws niust]>rovide for reliev¬ 
ing through traffic from all burdens, and that the tariff of duties should in no 
case exceed two per cent ari valorem. Tolls on roads and at fcrries were 
already a general source of local revenue in Bengal. Mr. Bcirnard, for his 
part, did not think that road tolls w'ore a good source' of local revenue for an 
Indian district or an Indian town. Tho through traffic? cdton went out of its way 
to avoid such tolls, while a toll bar was really a very great burden to the people 
who might happen to live close to tho road on either side. In most counties 
of England road-tolls were now discontinued, to the satisfaction of the farmers 
and of tho town pojmlation. But road-tolls already existed in several Bengal 
municipalities. If the people preferred that funn of taxation, they might be 
allowecl to adopt it so long as 8uc;h tolls did not restrain gcuioral traffiew Tolls 
at ferries within municipal limits were a very legitimate source of revenue to 
the municipality, on whom wmuld rest the obligation of providing an efficient 
ferry-service. The rules provided by existing hws for jireventing oppres.sion 
or exaction at toll-bars were inciorporatod into the j)resent Bill. Tlicj clauses of 
the Bill whicjh provided for the recovery of municipal taxes were in no way 
new. They pi’ovided for tho distress and sale of the defaulter’s [)i\jperty in tho 
last resort only. 

I’he first object on which municipal funds were to be sjient was polic;e. It 
wcmld bo the duty of the inunicapal connnissioncTs to ]m)vi(le for kcu’ping tho 
peace and i)rotecting proj)erty in thcMi* towns. I’art VII of the* Bill gave tho 
coinmLssioners the povvcjr of docading what stivngth of policjc should be kc'pt 
<up, and it ciommittod the management, appointment, and control of the town 
police to tho municipal (;ominissionc;rs. 

The next set of objects for the municipal funds wercs roads and streets, 
town-lighting, wator-su]»ply, c?onsc*muu*.y, liospitals, vaccination, rc'gistrat ion of 
births and deaths, and goncwally all those misc?ellaneous ]uirj>osc!s to 
which town funds were devoted in India and elsewhere. 

I'he Bill proposed to allow the devotion of municipal money to the? fiirthcw- 
anco of educiation.in a town. Tho system of spending loc’al rates on .spi-cjud- 
ing elomentry and middle-c;lass educ-ation had bc'cm adopted in England, 
in many parts of Europe?, and in tho great American Kc'jmblic;. On no reason- 
ablo theory of municipal government coidd it be c-ontcndc'd that no portion of^ 
municipal funds ought to bo spent in promoting tho education of tho jjoew. ‘It 
would perhaps be said that a provision suc;h as we ])roj)Osed would check private 
liberality, and that the people would not subscribe so frcjcly towards schoojs as 
they used to do. But Mr. Bernard was not sure that much wc>ight need attach 
to that objection. In some of tho districts close to Calcutta really considefable 
sums wore, ho was glad to sayj subscribed locally for educational purptwes. 
Whore such subscriptions wore largo, the municipal commissioners would have 





llewioeed to ^ve support to town and miral schools; where subscriptions fell'dfT, 
?tbe commissioners could step in and save a good school which would otheiwise 
ihavo gone to ruin. From some parts of Bengal the educational officers reported 
[that the committees of aided schools ofben changed, though active and eager 
lat tlio outset. They split up into parties; they quarrelled, and thus the school 
•fell.to pieces. It might bo hoped that connection with mwiicipal committees 
/might give to such schools the stability and permanence which they now 
•wanted. But the object of the Bill in this matter was not merely to help on a 
few existing schools here and there; it was,hoped that before long part of the 
middle-class English and vernacular schools in towns might be taken over by 
municipal bodies; while the jirovincial Govcjniment would have only to make a 
fixed money grant and to arrange for the inspection of /»uch institutions. In 
this way a part of the public funds at present spent on Higher education might 
gradually bo diverted to ludjiing the smaller rural toivnshi])s tf> maintain 
cleinontary schools wherever there might be a dmnand for tluim. As this 
Council knew, the Bengal Gov(?riuncnt had only a limited sum of money avail¬ 
able for educationfil jnirposes. This sum could not be increased without fresh 
taxation; and as the Honorable President had told the Council last Hossion, no 
-cduaatiomil ecus was oontoiuplatvd. At present the Bengal Government spent 
about 18 lakhs of jinblic money, jdus 4 or b lakhs of fees and endovnintmts, on 
education. C)ut of this total sum of 23 hikhs barely 7 lakhs were Hj)ent on 
elementary and rural education. Yet the j)oo])lo of Bengal wenr— perhaps 
more than the people of any otlier juirt of India—an agricultural people, 
who lived in villages rather than in cities; in parts of Bengal the jw'oplo 
were timid and ignorant; they did not know their rights, and they could 
not defend themselves; they were ])ut upon by the subordinate servants of 
Government, by the underlings of the zemindars, and indeed by every one with 
the slightest shadow of authority, in a way that almost 8urj»asscd hclicf. The 
correspondence recently puhlislied ahout (certain illegal exactions in Orissa 
showed what ignorsint people would submit to, and there seemed to be no 
gcncraLremedy for this stabi of things but the diffusion of some sort of education 
among the rural classes, so thsit tiny might know their rights and might Icom 
self-reliance to a.ssGrt them. Mr. llemard IiojmsI the Council would scjo that 
some extension of juqiular education was re(|uire<l in Bengjil, that it migljt see 
its way to rccogniizing the po.sition that unless munici|ialities undertook a share 
in the cost of liighor a.nd middle-class schools, the provincial Government would 
have but little funds available for oxbmding or helping to extend elementary 
rural education. 

In regard to the occiisional expemditnre of municij)al money in the relief of 
exceptioiiiil distress, Mr. lievnurd though!: that lu^ netjd not say more than had 
b»jen said on a previous occasion. The iu..-ossity for suc.h outlays would, it was 
hoped, bo rare. 

The o.siiinatcs for tlio expenditure of a municipality vrero to bo passed by 
the.cummissiomu-s at a meeting. If a majority of two-thirds voted in favor of 
any ('stiinates, tlay w(Te to be finally adopted. If they were passed by a bare 
majority, the eommissioiujr of the division had power to submit the estimates 
for reconsideration. But, after all, the power of making a revision rested with 
the commissioners, so that in effect they would have full conteol over their 
expenditure. 

The provisions relating to the registration of births and deaths had been 
borrowed from Act VI of 18(53. It was boj)ed tlwit the ro-sults of the coming 
census would give a better foundation l<>r such registration than had heretofore 
existed. 

j Part VIII contained important provisions regarding the intervention of 
Government. Mr. BcuiiarJ ssiid tluit, as he had sulmiitted to the Council, the 
Bill left very full di.se,T(!ti(m to the nniiiicipal commissiomu's in every branch of 
municipal affairs. With some liumlriids of municipalities, it could not but bo 
that'hero and there a niunicipiility would shu’k its work; would leave a high 
road passing through its midst unmended; might keep up no police, or an 
inefficient police. Hucli a town would bo a nuLauco to the country around a nd 




tb its bdtinvordered'tieighboiirs, arid it was absolutely neOessa]^ that 
>ment'^ottld be empowered to intervene in such cases on behalf of the publib 
^generally. The provision which proposed to enable Government to intervene in 
'bases where there might be insufficient means of elementary education, and the 
faection empowering the Lieutenant-Governor to direct a municipality to 
'constitute elementary schools in their town, stood on a somewhat different 
^footing. If education ever became general, it would no doubt be a drawback 
to a neighbourhood that certain ill-managed towns should remain without 
■means of education. But Mr. Bernard would not defend those provisions on 
ihat ground only. He would submit that if the Council saw fit to recognize 
'education as a proper object for municipal expenditure; if they allowed that 
municipal funds mij^^t very properly be devoted to middle-class ttwn-schools, 
‘so that Government ^oney might bo sot free for the prosecution of rural 
'education,—if the Council could go thus far—^thcri they might bo willing to 
■empower Goveniniont to give effect to this policy in the very rare cases of 
•municipalities declining to aid the schools of their town. 

Mr. Bernard would not trouble tlui Council with any reference to the 
municipal regulations regarding sanitary matters, conservancy, and street- 
arrangement... These sections laid be«ui borrowed from-the Bengal and Madras 
Acts. Perhaps the municijtal bodies of Bengal might bo able, after the work¬ 
ing of some years, to suggest cmomlations in these regulations. But such 
■points could be considered at a later stage of the Bill. 

PartXE of the Bill empowered the Lioutenant-Goveraor to constitute 
benches of muni ipal commissioners, who should sit, two or more commissioners 
bn each bench, for the trial of j)ctty offences within tlio limits of tlicir town¬ 
ships. If the commissioners had leisure or inclination for such business, they 
would certainly confer a groat bonofit on their fellow-townsmen by sitting in such 
courts of petty session. I'hc duty would not be arduous, and it would be 
honorable. It was proposed also that punchayets should have some similar 
powers, though it might perhaps bo desirable to limit the magi.storial powers 
of punchayets to something like the jurisdiction exorcised by village Imadmen 
in the Madras Prc.sidency. The C(immi8.siom5r8 would make their owi rules 
as to rotation of benches, days of sitting, and such like nuitt(;rs. 

The part relating to third class municipalities travelled over much the 
«<imo ground as the Chowkeedaroc Act pas.sed two years ago by this Council; 
but it went further in sonic respects than the Chowkeodanie Act. It had been 
represented by local oflicers that, notwithstanding the jiroverbial moisture and 
heavy rain-full of Bengal, there were large tracts of country where good drink¬ 
ing water for some months of the ycjar, and those Iho hotte.st mouths, "was not 
to be had. These districts had recently b(!en visitcul by severe fevers. The 
fever might or might not be coiuicctcd with bad wates-supply, but at any 
rate, drinking water was an absolute nccos.sity. The hiiid! nds were at 
present unwilling to provide it, and it seemed dosivahlo to let village pancliayets 
carry out improvements of this kind with such small balance as tliey might have 
at command after paying for village watch and ward. Power was also taken 
for punchayets to spend the village funds on village-schools. It would be 
remembered tliat the maximum rate of taxation was one rujico a family per 
annum, so that a village with 300 families might raise a village fund of about 
Ks. 260, out of which Rs. 120 might bo .s]>ent on the clmwkeedars, Rs. 80 on 
water-supply, conservancy, and such like objects, and about Ks. 60 would bo 
available as a grant-in-aid of village-schools. 

In the final part of the Bill provision was made for the commissioners making 
bye-laws for obviating any legal ill-conseciuonces from the occasional omission 
of technical forms, and for the exercise of a genenil control by the Lieutcuiint- 
Govemor over the operations of municipalities. 

Mr. Bernard had troubled the Council at mneli length with the.se rem^i’ks, 
and he would only add that he did not hope any sudden change or improvesment 
would result from passing a Bill such as ho had dcscrila'd. Ho had no expecta¬ 
tion that thorough municipal self-governmont would at once spring into life 
throughout Beugm ; that each place would at once ulcct to its town-council the 



best representative men of all its classes ; that upright and fearless local pottj' 
session courts would at onco be called into being every where ; that municipal 
commissioners would straightway take an interest in and improve their town 
police ; or that elementary schools would at onco bo established in every ^>otty 
township. No one could possibly expect that all these good results—for he 
hoped the Council would consider them to be good—w(nild be at once every where 
apparent. But the first step towards municii>al self-government had been 
taken many years ago in Bengal. The Bill now presented went a little further, 
and jmivided for the extension of local self-govennnent to other public institu¬ 
tions. If tlic system of muniei])al selt-goveriimoiit was a good one, it would, in 
the end, prevail over the diflieiilties which the condition of the ctmntry, the 
,backwardii<*ss of som<! classes, and the inertia of others, placed in its way. lie 
believed that tiic spi'oad r)f e<lu(?ation among the higher and middle classes 
made'iuunieij)al self-govennnent more practicable in Bengal than in other j)art.s 
of.British India, and he h(»jH'd that the present Hill, after it should have been 
criticized by Government ollicers, by mmu<*ipal committees, and by tlu' public, 
and after it should luivc boon improved at tlu^ hands of the Council, miglit in 
some degree contribute towards the spread of really free municipal institutions 
in Bengal. 

Tn conclusion, he would state that lie did not pro]iosc to press for the 
reading of tlu* Bill that day in C<juncil, but bopcid that tlu^ President would see 
fit that the discussion be adjourned till the next meeting, in ord(‘r that bon’blo 
members who miglit take an interest iu the subject might have full time to 
criticize its policy and its details. 

His lIoNOK the President said he thought it was the general wish and feel¬ 
ing of the members of this Council, and that it was generally understood at the 
last meeting, that we should not to-day go any further in regiml to this Bill 
than to .expound the views and ideas with wliicli the Government laid the Bill 
before the Conmil ; that it would bi^ more Agreeable to hon’blo iiumibcrs that the 
discussion should be postpon(?d to a future date, after they had had a complete 
o])portunity of mastei'ing the provisions of the Bill as to-day explained. Ho 
thought he might say tliat the greater part of ibis Bill was in the nature of a 
consolidating Bill, and that there were largo portions, very important chapters 
of the Bill, which had jierluips not been so fully re-considcred as they might he, 
and that we should look to the select committee, who would he appointed to 
consider the Bill, to revise those (duipters, and, it might he, to improve them. 
Ho would also say with regard to the lengthy character of this Bill, to which 
the lion’hle member in charge had alludeil, that he had rightly said that the 
whole of the Bill Avould not apply to all municipalities. On the contrary. His 
Honor thought tliat more tlian half of the clauses of the Bill were confined to 
what he tlionght he had on a foiiner occasion descrihod as alternative provi¬ 
sions. For instance, he found that about 70 or 80 (Causes of the Bill dealt with 
the diflerent taxes, in ri'gard to llie imjiosition of which ojition was left to eaith 
municipality. A very large portion of the other clause's dealt with special 
provisions, the introduction of wlii«;h Avould also ho optional. Tho etfcct 
therefore would he that iu the small munieapalitiiJS, to which no such wide 
provisions woro applied, and in the greater ]>ortion of the lai'ger municipalities, 
the whole of this Bill would not he*, eepeantivo at any ones time. The practical 
modes of caiTying out the law would bo, that whesna uniniesipality had determined 
to impose a certain tax, anelthat esertain resgeilatious should hes intreiducoel, tlieai, 
for tho use of those jsarticuleir muniesipalitics which hud sieloptod si pa.rticu1aT 
sy.stem, an e*xtract of this Bill* would he ])re’p!iTcd, Avhicli would probably bo 
(*,ontainejd within a resasomihlo esompass, anel woulel ho well within the under¬ 
standing esf tho iiitolligont [sesrsons whom we might exjieet to obtain as 
nmnici]Kil eoiumissionors under the provisions of this Bill. 

Tins voluntary elausess esf tho Bill gave very wieks jsowers in regard to tho 
diffesrent modejs of teixeition which nmnicipalitios might adopt, and with regal'd 
to the mode esf speneling money, and the variesus iiiunicipal hye-laws which were 
proposesel tes hes intreseluesed under tho Bill; llu'so matters might ho left for tho 
consieloratiou of tho.committee; and probably ills Honor might at preseut confine 





lumadf to noticing what hO m^ht call the oomptdsoiy clauBes of the* Bill. As 
regards the mtier portion of Bill, he might repeat that it was a oonsolidatmg 
aim optional Bm, the details of which were dug out as it were from la^ which 
had already received tiie sanction of this Council. With regard to certain points, 
only a limited power of compulsion was reserved to the Government. 

Now he would ask, in addition to the explanation which had been given by 
the hon’ble member in charge, to be allowed to say one or two words in regard 
- to these compulsory clauses. In the rare cases in which, as the hon’blo member 
had explained, compulsion would be necessary, it would be confined to the 
points to which he would now briefly advert. 

The first of thos<?points was in regard to police; now, that at all events was 
nothing new. We knew that in all municipalities the maintenance of the 
police was now compulsory ; and Ilis* Honor’s individual view and object in 
regard to the provisions of this Bill was rather to relievo municipalities, and 
restrict the provisions which had hitherto been in force in regard to the police 
of municipmities, than to aggravate them. Hitherto the police in all munici¬ 
palities had been enrolled under Act V of 1861, and had been appointed and 
administered by the police authorities, and the Municipal Commissioners had 
very little te do with it. He confessed that lie was old-fashioned enough to 
entertain doubts whether tlie chowkeydars of the old municii^alitics wore not 
for certain purposes as efficient as the present regular police. Ho would say, 
so far as ho was concerned, that lie considered that it was entirely open to the 
Council and to the select committee to consider in Avhat form the police should 
in future be maintained in these municipalities, whether they should wish that 
the police should bo enrolled under Act V of 1861, or v'hother in certain cases 
they should wish to revert to the more simple chowke vdaroo arrangements, 
which might with great facility be placed under the control of the municipal 
commissioners. As the hon’blo member in charge had said, it ivaft the wish of 
the Goveniment to give municipalities greater power of control over the police 
than they now exercised, and His Honor trusted that the committee ajjipointod 
to consider the Bill would bo able to put into shape claast .s which would 
cfiectually carry out that intention. Therefore he would say, that in respect to 
police it was not the intention of the Government in any mode or shape to 
enhance the compulsoiy obligations of municipalities in this respect, but on 
the contrary, as far as possible, to mitigate them. 

The next point among the compulsory clauses was in respect to the district 
roads.. This lie might say seemed to him to be a necessary supplement to the 
District Hoad Cess Act. The provisions of that Act were such that municipali¬ 
ties of the character of the first and second class municipalities under this Bill 
were exempted from the provisions of that Act, that was to sftiy, they were not to 
be taxed for district roads. But ho thought it was quite clear that townspeople 
Vho used the district roads should contribute in some shape or other towards 
the expense of maintaining those roads. We were in this respect following the 
example found to answer in other countries: we adopted the system of providing 
that if municipalities were to be exempted from the general district assessment for 
tlie construction and maintenance of roads, they should be required to keep in 
order those portions of the district roads wiiich ran through municipalities. 
He hoped it would be understood by the Council that our wish was not to 
compel municipalities to keep in order an unlimited dumber of roads, but that they 
might do as they liked with local roads and streets. In respect to district roads, 
however, which passed through municipalities, we reserved the power to see 
that the municipalities should keep in order those portions of these roads which 
passed through their towns, so that there might not be a block where.thd8e 
rosMls so passed. In that respect only we proposed to exercise compulsion, and 
His Honor thought that the Council would agree witli him in thinking 4hat 
these clauses were a merely necessary supplement to the District Road Cess 
Act lately passed by this Council. 

The uiird and last sulfiect in* regard to which a certain limited complilsibn 
was reserved in the haneb of the Government, was a subject which in 
Bengal was a very thorny subject, namely education. The hon’ble mem- 
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ber in cltarge bad explained the 'views of the Gorenunent on this pomi 
at some length, and it was not neoessaiy that His Honor ^<rald do more 
than repeat and enforce what the hon’ble member had already stated. 
The CSouncil were aware that the imperial grant which had been giyen 
to the local Government for certain purposes, and amongst others for tire pmv 
pose of education, was limited and fixed; thatdt did not grow with the growth 
of the country and the increasing demands for education: it was a fixed and 
stereolyped sum which we must find the means of extending in some way if 
education was to progress and increase. Our -view was that in rega^ to the 
higher class of schools the demands of the country were so much increasing 
that they would become more and more 8elf-supporting..*'’With regard to those 
schools ho would repeat what he had elsewhere said, that he was very far from 
wishing to discourage what was called high-class education. He might think 
isith l^fcssor Lobb, the Principal of the Kishnagur College, that the style of 
English education adopted in our schools and colleges was not in all respects the 
most desirable; but on the other hand, His Honor thoroughly believed that we 
were now so committed to English education in Bengal, that it was most neces- 
saiy and desirable that we should encourage it as fully as wo had hitherto done 
as being the medium for acquiring the best knowledge. If His Honor had an 
unlimited command of money, there should bo no limit to the grants for the 
support of that high, and in some respects improved, English education which 
we should seek to achieve. But on the other hand, as ho had told the Council, 
all our grants were limited, and it would not be consistent with the duty which 
we owed to the mass of the people of this country, that we should devote a wholly 
disproportionate sum to the higher doss of education only. Therefore, if we 
were to do our duty, that was to say, apportion the sums at our disposal rateably 
and fairly between the higher class of education and the education of the masses, 
then we must subtract something from the sums devoted to liigher education, 
or by some means obtain the means of adding to our educational resources. 
The hon’ble member had told the Council that we would find grea difficulty in 
imposing^ an educational cess. AVe were not prepared to come to the Council 
for the imposition of a general educational cess extending over the whole 
country. Farther, Ilis Honor was not prepared to recommend—he might say 
he was entirely against—raising the fees at present demanded for education 
in the schools. Comparing tlio foes loded in our schools witli the fees 
levied in other countries, and with due regard to the value of money, they 
weie, be thought, quite high enough. Ho did not therefore wish to add to 
our resources by increasing the fees. At the same time, without adding to the 
rate of fees, he hoped tliat the number of scholars would increase, and that the 
higher class of schoohs would thus become more and more self-supporting, and 
that something would be saved in various ways. Looking to the wants of 
education, he thought it his duty not rashly and harshly to take away firom' 
the grants devoted to purposes of higher education, but gradually and slowly 
to teach the schools which we had fostered more and more to walk alone as it 
were, and thus to find the means to enable us to supplement the comparatively 
small sums at present available for the purposes of lower education. 

His Honor’s hope also was that in regard to what was called higher 
education (though it had been said -with truth that what was called liigher 
education was in reality middle-class education) it would be found that the 
people of the rich and prosperous towns would be reat^ and willing to give 
some aid towards the support of schools from municipal iiwds. In regard to 
middle-class education, no compulsion whatever would be required, and we did 
not therefore propose to take any power of compulsion under tliis Bill in that 
respect. But on the other hand, he did believe that it would be a sin and 
a shame if, while the funds at the disposal of the Government and also municipal 
fruads w^e devoted to the purposes of middle-class education, elementary 
education was neglected. He hoped we should find public-i^irited men r^cty 
and vriUing to do their duty by all classes. Still there might be possible 
exceptions, and it would be, he repeated, a sin and a shame if both* the 
Government and the munici^ funds were devoted to one class of education, 
whilst all others wore neglected. Therefore we proposed to ask the CTouncil 
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to aoo^ ▼eiy limited compulsozr proTiaion which had been desoribedi 
namely, to require the municipal coinmalssionen to provide the means of elemen* 
tary education for the people of their towns. He believed there would be very 
few towns in which wese compulsory provisions would be required. His 
Hmior’s experience of towns in Ben^ was that patskalas existed almost every¬ 
where in populous places, and that mey gave a very tolerable education in the 
three B’s. In places where these paishaku existed, we should exercise no 
expulsion, and municipalities might give aid to them or not, as they thought fit. 
But if there should be an entire absence of these elementary schools, then, as 
the Gk)vemment supported the better classes of schools, which we hoped the 
muifioipalities would vJisist, a portion at least of the municipal fimds must be 
devoted to the necessities of lower education. 

So much for the compulsory clauses of the Bill. Those three points—police, 
district roads, and elementaiy education—were the only points in respect to 
which we proposed to introduce these compulsory provisions, and that was the 
view upon wmeh we submitted these clauses for the consideration of the Council. 

He would only say one word more on the subject of third’class munici¬ 
palities.' They were, as the hon’ble member in ch&rge of the Bill had 
explained, to a great extent, a revival in a form he hoped somewhat 
improved of the chowkeydaree arrangements which this Council enacted 
about two years ago. There was one important difference as compared to 
that Act, namely, that the provision in respect to chakran or service lands was 
omitted. Ho thought that he had better tell the Council candidly what was the 
situation in regard to that question. His own view, and that he believed of 
many gentlemen who liad much more practical experience on this subject than 
Hitt Honor had, was that there wore very great difficulties in respect to the 
working of the provisions of the Chowkeydaree Act regarding service lands. The 
working of it involved the appointment of a commission for the commutation 
of those lands into money payments on principles to which wo might not all 
assent. The result of those difficulties was that he had not felt himself in a 
position to carry out Ibe provisions of that Act to the degree that he should have 
wished to do. Therefore his hope was that the Council would consent to leave 
that part of the matter as a separate question, to be separately considered in 
connection with other questions which would arise, in order that our municipid 
institutions might go rapidly ahead, leaving the question of chakran lands 
for separate consideration. His hope was that through these provisions village 
communities would spring up all over the country as self-governing communities, 
in respect of which no compulsion would bo necessary, and in respect to which 
wo would not take powers of compulsion under this Bill. His individual wish 
was to decentralize as much as might bo the government ofHhose provinces, and 
to enable the people to make a be^nning of self-government as far as possible. 
It had been objected to the provisions of this Bill that we perhaps proposed 
to allow too much latitude to municipalities: it had been said that if we gave 
them too much freedom, the result would be that they would do nothing at all. 
His Honor would say for himself that he would rather that they should do a 
little freely, than that they should do much under compulsion. And in respect 
to these small municipalities we would say “you are required underthe law to do 
nothing more than to maintain chowkeydars, and wo leave you firee to provide 
for water-supply and other necessary things so far as you choose to do so ; 
we do not propose to make you do any of these things, but wo leave them to the 
progress of education and enlightenment amongst you.” The hope was that as 
education progressed and the people became enlightened, they would act of 
their own accord in these matters. Our plan was that we should encoiiraj^ 
and enable the people to do little for themselves, and not compel them to do 
mu<di at the bidding of others. ^ • • 

Hia Honor the President then adjourned the Coimcil for a fortnight, and 
in doing so said, that he hoped that by that time the Justices of Calcutta would 
make up their minds in regard to the Bill for extending their borrowing porwers, 
and that the Council would also bo prepared to make up their minu as to 
refenTtag the \nunicipal Bill to a select committee.

All having reference to the fever now prevailing in the district of Burdwan and Hooghly. 

1 . The fever, which has for more than ten years past been raging in the 
districts on both sides of the Hooghly, has daring the past three seasons chiefly 
shown itself in Burdwan and Hooghly. 

2 . In 1869 it broke out w itli great violence in the town of Burdwan, and 
afterwards at different places in both districts. The number of persons attacked 
was very large, and the mortality lamentably heavy. The Government was, 
by the liberality of the Maharajah of BUrdwan, fortunately put in a position 
to deal with the outbreak promptly and vigorously so far as medical and food 
relief were concerned; but the disease was not got under until the early part 
of 1870, when it left the people exhausted and worn out iu body and means. 

3. - The fever did not again show itself with aiiytliing like the sumo virulence 
imtil July 1871, when it once more broke out witliio the municipal limits 
of the town of Burdwan. Native doctors with modiciji(!S were promptly placed 
at the disposal of the municipality, hut tlie disease u'cnt on spreading within 
the town, and additional medical assist-inco had soon to he afforded, and food 
dep6ts established for the relief of tlic sick, as the majority of tliose attacked 
were so debilitated by the fever of previous years, tliat they broke down 
at once under the attack, and were too poor to procure assistance and food for 
themselves. The cost of these measures was met from the balance of the gift 
of the Maharajah of-Burdwan. 

4. As on the last occasion, the fever gradually extended from the town 
to the district, and also again made its appearance in Hooghly. The necessity 
of more extensive measures of relief became only too evident. The Maharajah 
of Burdwan, with that feeling for the suffering of the people and appreciation 
of his duty that have always marked His Highness’ conduct, placed in the 
licutenant-Governor’s hands a further sum of Ks. 25,000, making Rs. 50,000 
in all contributed by him for the relief of the fever-stricken population. With 
the means thus placed at his disposal, the Lieutenant-Governor has up to the 
present been able to compl^ with all the requisitions of the local officers, both 
tor native doctors and medicifles and for the purchase of food and clothing. 

5. In Burdwan no less than nine special dispensaries have been esta- 

• Dr Robinson Wished (foul' in the town and five in the district), while a 

• European* medical officer and twenty-two sub-assistant 
surgeons and native doctors have been despatched to the aid of the civil 
surgeon, and are now doing what they can to relieve the people and check 
the disease. 

‘6. In Hooghly one sub-assistant surgeon and nine native doctors are 
employed in the interior of the districts, but happily the disease has not this 
ycM been so general, or so fatal here as in Burdwan, and it is now believed to be 
dying out. Money has also been placed at the disposal of the native doctors

in the interior of both dif^triots for the purchase of food, clothing, and medical 
coroforts wherfll these are really required. 

7. Under the orders of Government, the late Officiating Sanitarys Com¬ 
missioner, Dr. Payne, has recently visited Hooghly and Burdwan, and lus 
report, v^ ich has just been received, will be found among the papers referred 
to in th" ' heading of this Kesolution. Dr. Payne insists, as others before him 
have insisted, on the bad effects of tlie silting up of the natural drainage 
channels of the district, llis report will ho communicau;d to the Department 
of Public Works with reference to the corrospondence in that dur)artment 
in connection with Act V (B.C.) of 1871 (the llooghly nnd Burdwan Drainage 
Act;. Dr. Jackson,•the present Ofliciating Sanitary Commissioner, has also 
been instructed to proceed at once to Burdwan, and to remain there for the 
present, affording the local officers all the assistance he can in administering 
relief to the sick and checking the disease. He has been told to submit a 
fortnightly report of his proceedings for the information of Government. 

8 . This is what the Government in this department lias hitherto done 
to meet the calamity. The papers now before the Lieutenant-Governor show, 
however, that the disease is still increasing in Burdwan; that the people are 
dving by hundreds; and that what has been done is unliappily all too inade¬ 
quate to the necessities of the case. It is now reprcsenKal that ninety or 
a hundred more native doctors, iviiJi three Europ<*an medical officers to superin¬ 
tend them, would barely suffice to cope with the disease; and that food, stimu¬ 
lants, and warm clothintr, must be given lai’gcly. The Medical Department 
finds it utterly impossible to provide native doctors in anytliing like these 
numbers, and it is more than doubtful whether the inouey still available from the 
gift of the Maharajah of Burdwan will suffice for even a part of the expense that 
must be incurred before efficient ludp can be given to the sulfercn's. 

9 . The Inspector-General of Ilospitals will now be directed to despatch 
at once to Burdwan all tin; sub-assistant surgeons and native doctors that can 
he 8j)ared from Calcutta or clsowluwe; also any compounders that may be found 
specially qualified to act as native doctors. It is probable that some native 
doctors might be madi; available for the lime from those stations tvherc there 
is a second native docl<ir or sub-assistant surgeon -who could in the present 
emergeney take up the iuties of both, and the Inspector-General should make 
immediate inquiries in this direction. It must be clearly ujiderstood that all 
medical aid wiiich the Inspector-General can make availabUs is to bo despatched 
to Burdwan. Medicines must also be supplied without stint. 

10. An application will be made to the Government of India for permis¬ 
sion to employ, as special assistants to the Civil Surgeon of Burdwan, any 
European medical officers who may be from time to limcf temporarily attached 
to the General Hospital. 

I 11. The instructions that have been issued by the Commissioner to the 
Magistrate of Burdwan, to spare no expense in distributing food, stimulants, 
a nd clothing to the necessitous sick and convalescent, and to keep the native 
doctors supplied tvith money to provide petty comforts required by pauper 
patients, are approved; hut care should bo taken that th<! persons so rcliov(*d 
are really indigent and quite unable to help themselves. It will require careful 
superintendence to avoid permanently pauperising the district by excess of 
charity when the necessity for it has passed away. The Lieutenant-Governor begs 
that an efficient organisation may be set on foot; and the Commissioner is at 
liberty to employ all the local agency at his disposal, including the subordinate 
officers of police, in carrying out the views of Government in this' direction.^ 
Any further assistance in the way of civil officers to superintend such moasitres 
as the Commissioner may represent to be necessary, will meet with immediate 
attention. * • • 

12. As remarked above, it is not probable that the money now at the dis- 

E osal of Government will suffice fur the demands likely to be made on it; so long, 
owever, as it lasts, it will he sclent freely; but every effort sliould be made by 
the Commissioner and the local authorities to rouse the wealthy zemindars and 
native gentlemen of Burdwan to follow the noble example set them by the 
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MabarajaK, in contributing to the relief of the poor of the districts, pointing out 
to them that if< they no\r fail ip their duty in this respect, it may become a ques¬ 
tion for early consideration whether Government is not hound to lagialate to 
compel the wealthy inhabitants of a district to support their local poor. 

13. The Lieutenant-Governor thinks that in an extreme case like the 
present, whore the people of a large and populous district are suffering so 
severely from sickness and from w'ant, the circumstances justify an appeal to 
the sympathy and aid of the general public; and to this end His Honor desires 
that this Hesolution and the connected papers be published in the Calcutta 
Gazette^ and that copies he furnished to the public press. The Commissioner 
should also do all in his power to make widely known thcr^ickness and distress 
now existing in IJurdwan, and should invito contributions by advertisin«» the 
need of them in the English and Kativo papers. An appb’cation will at the 
same time be made to the Governor-General in Council to supplement private 
liberality, in case of need, by a grant of money from the treasury of the State. 

Ow)EU. —Ordered that a copy of the Resolution and’ connected papers be 
submitted for the information of the Government of India, Home Department, 
with a request that the Lieutenant-Governor’s proceedings in employing 
Dr. Robinson on a consolidated salary of Es. 450 a month, as recommended 
by the Inspcctor-GcnoKil of Hospitals, may he approved, and that Ilis Honor 
may be favored with early orders to employ the European medical officers 
temporarily attached to the General Hospital in the manner proposed. Tho 
Lieutenant-Governor will ho glad if His Excellency the Governor-General in 
Council would give an assurance that, should the necessity arise, the Govern¬ 
ment is prepared to supplement private liberality by a liberal State grant. His 
Honor also trusts that the other measures adopted may meet with the approval 
of the Government of India. 

Ordered also that a copy be published in tho Calcutta Gazette, and furnished 
to the daily papers. 

From C. T. Buckland, Esq., Commissioner of the Burdwan Division, to the Secretary to the 
Government of Bengal, Judicial Department,—(No. XT, dated Burdwan, the 11th 
December 1S71.) 

I HAVE the honor to submit, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor, a letter (in 
original) No. 18S of l)th instant, from the Ma»:istrate of Burdwan, forwarding copy of a report 
from the civil surgeon of the district, regarding the fever which is raging in the district of 
Burdwan. 

2. It will be seen l.hai the Magistrate of Burdwan applies for the services of six native 
doctors, which is one more than Dr. Elliot has asked for; but 1 think that it will bo better to 
send six men than live, with a com])ounder for each of the six men. 

8. There are already nine special dispensaries open in the district of Burdwan for the 
relief of the sufferers from fever. Four of these are within municipal limits, and are maintained 
chiefly from the municipal funds. The other five dispensaries are in the interior of the district. 

4. There has been a sudden and fresh violent outburst of fever, particularly in thannahs 
Roynali and Kbimdghosc, which are on the south bank of theDamoodah; and on the other hand, 
the fever has been very violent in the north of the district, towards Munglecote; whilst the 
civil snrgeon now states that three-fourths of the people in the B9od-Bood sub-division are 
suflering from fever. The accounts brought in by Sub-Assistant Surgeon Baboo Deenobundho 
Dutt, after a tour in thannahs Koynali and Khundgbose, are very deplorable, and show the 
necessity for immediate measures of relief. 

5. The civil surgeon recommends that a civil offlocr should go and ascertain what the real 
state of things is, and Mr. Mefbalfe has gone out himself to make inquiries. Considering how 
much Mr. Metcalfe has snlTered from the fever, 1 could have wished that he should have spared 
himself this ejzposure. Dr. Elliot, the Civil Surgeon, has also been at Death’s door from the fever, 
and 1 have desired him not to go out, especially as there is more than enough to occupy him 
at the station. 

6. What is really wanted, and what I now most urgently ask for, is the deputation of 
another English medical oflicerto the assistance of the civil surgeon. When the fever first broke 
out in 1869, an additional English medical offlecr was sent up at my request, and the urgenoy 
of the t^ase is greater now than it then was. Then the fever was confined to the town: now 
it is all pver the district. The superintendence of a medical officer moving about the interior 
of the district will double the value of the services of the native doctors. With the {idditionai 
English oflScer, at least one good sub-assistant snrgeon (two would be better) should be sent to 
accompany him in his visits in the interior, and to be employed at his discretion. Whatever 
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tratellintf ttllcMraiiiBeB and continent ezpendii^nre and penonal allowances are neededi can be 
charg^ to the Bordwan epidemie fever fund, of which the/unds are ample. .What is needed 
is immediate relief. There should be ample supplies of quinine, rum, and even olothinsr, where 
necessary. There is fortunately plenty of money, owing to the generosity of the Bojah of 
Bordwan; and at the same time, the only thing that can be done is to send medical aid of the 
best description with the least possible delay to the sufferers, who may thus be rescued from death. 

From C. T. MSTCAtrs, Esq., Magistrate of Bordwan, to the Commissioner of the Burdwan 
Division,*—(No. 188 P, dated Bordwan, the 9th December 1871.) 

I HAVB the honor to forward for your information, in original, a letter recoivwl from the 
civil surgeon, being copy of one addressed to the Deputy Inspretor-ticneral of Hospitals. 

This fever has Tor spate time past been increasing in severity, and reports have from 
time to time been forwardoJ to your office. 

I had hojted, and indeed been led to expect, that with the approach of the drier weather 
much of the severity of the disease would have abated. This hope has not been realized, and 
it now becomes necessary again to ask ftw the services of other native doctors. The medical 
aid which we had received was distributed in tlie localities where fever was then most 

f revalent,* and the services of Sub-Assistant Surgeon 

__ icenobundho Dutt were especially retained with a view 

Akloky. ,1 . to his being erntdoyed in visiting out-dispensaries and 

Mabiosli. supervising the native doctors. Snb-Assistnnt Surgeon 

Scriitr Tkcat- Dcenobundlio Dutt has just returned from visiting 

AusgTBiii. Akloky and some of the neighbouring villages. Ilis 

account is very deplorable. It would ajipeur that, with the 
exception of a few villages here and there, the whole of Soutli Burdwan is prostrated by fever, 

many of the peotde b. ing unable to walk to the nearest dispensary for the purpose of obtain¬ 

ing medicine. At Akloky itself acute fever seems to have abated, but from weakness the 
people have hecome utterly prostrated. I am proceeding day after to-morrow to visit and 
personally inspect the fcver-strickcn villages. In the moantitne I, in consultation with 
j5r. Elliot, would urgently indent for the services of six native doctors«

* In the 7th paragraph of Dr. Elliot’s letter a-sugirestiou is made that the prc.eeiit stale of 
sickness in this dislrFct is sufficient to authorize tlic special organization of an eflicicut medical 
staff under a European jpedical officer with dispensaries in villages a fe w milc.s apart. The 
severity and continuance of the present endemic disease apjiear ci!rt.aiuly to call for some 
additional measures to bring relief to the unfortunate residents of the afflicted parts. [ should 
add that Dr. Elliot accompanies me in my visit. • ^ 

From Da. T. ErxioT, Civil Surgeon of Burdwan, to the Deputy Inspector-General of Hospitals, 

• Presidency Circle, Calcutta,—(No. 458, dated Burdwan, the 8th December 1871.) 

I HAVE the honor to inform you that the progress of fever has somewhat abated 
in the town and sahurbs of Burdwan since the setting in of the cold weather. Cases of new 
fever are less frequently met with, but relapses are the rule; and a very large proportion of the 
population, both in the town and fever-stricken dislricls, are sulTei iiig from the usual soquelm 
of this type of fever, which are perhaps more harassing than tho disease itself. Enlargement 
of tlie liver and spleen, dysentery, diarrhoea, and mdema of the legs and feet, are most fiequently 
met with. In most of such cases the fatal result is only a matter of time. The same state 
of things obtains in a great many villages in the district of* Burdwan. In some places tlicre 
is a goiTd deal of what is called “ new fever” of a 'virulent type; congestion of the brain, 
liver, and spleen being tbe prominent complications. At Mabachanda, a village about seven 
miles north of this station, this type of fever prevails, and the moriality is great. A native 
doctor was deputed there on 2()th November last. Tbe reports I have received regarding his 
work are on the whole favorable. 

2. At Mabata and Ausgram, in sub-division Bood-Bood, about three-fourths of 
the population are said to be snllering, and otlier villages in the same quarter •aree 
reported on reliable authority ti> be in the same condition, 

8. In South Burdwan, including the thannahs of Roynah and Khundghose, fever is 
perhaps most generally prevalent. Tlie inspecting sub-assistant surgeon returned from Akloky 
a few days ago, and reports that with few eiccptions the villagers in South Burdwan are 
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utterly prosirated by fever. Tbeir condition is lameniiable in the extreme. In many instances 
the people are too ill, or too weak from _ recent illness, to visit the nearest dispensary. The 
majority of them therefore are either without medical aid altogether, or are left to the lender 
mercies of ignorant and unqualified practitioners, who extract money from them and do no 
good. 

4. At ]lfan<;lecote and other villages in sub>diviston Cutwa there is great sickness and 
distress. A native doctor was deputed there some time ago from Cutwa, and supplies of 
medicine have been sent both Irom Calcutta and Btmiwun, so tliat the stock in hand should be 
sufficient to meet all demands. No returns of any kiud have been received from him. 

5. There are at present nine dispensaries in the district specially for the treatment of 
endemic fever; four within municipal liiuiis and five in the interior. One, at A.kluky, is in charge 
of a sub-ttssistiint surgeon; tiic others arc in the hands of native doctors. >The inspecting sub- 
assistant surgeon reports Cavorahly with regard to the working of.*n>ost of them, and 1 am 
able to confirm liis reports with rel'crcuce to those in the vicinity of Burdwan. Theduilvaveraoe 
attendance varies from W) to i’OO or upwards. The services of the itinerant native doctore 
were dispensed with on 2()tb November last, and a permanent dispensary opened at Katrapatta, 
a village within municipal limits, in which, trom personal inspection, 1 found great sickness, and 
great poverty in consoquence. 

6. Tiit*re are t.\\ree depots for the distribution of food, all Nvitbin tlie municipality, 

vrbicb are AVorkin<^ favorably, and are of service to tbe poor of the immediate neighbourhood 
in which tiiey are located. • 

7. Owing to pro.^^lration from lonir and severe sickness, the jyreat mass of the villagro 
population in the district are unable to obtain proper medical relief; and if they 
could obtain it, tbe resnil is often not satisfactory, wbich depresses and disheartens them. On 
the other baud, native doctors, if forced to visit from villajje to village, invariably full ill, go 
that their services are iiiucb impeded or altoj^cllier lost. 

For these reasons the henciit derived from dispensaries is only felt within a limited circle. 
To do any real good to the coiiimunity of a fcver-strickcn district like llurdwan, it will be 
necessary to establish u dispensary in evt^ry second or third villai^e from lour to six miles 
apart. For this purpose an cilicieiit and wcll-or jranizfd rneilical wiil be reipiired, and the 
guppiy of quinine and a lew other Kuropcaii uuviicincs will have to he on a liberal scale. 

ill the liist instaiue it is necessary to aSL\rtain with aeeunicy, and on reliable authority, 
what the real state of thinjxs is in the inleri«ir, and this ran best be done by deputinir a civil 
officer to visit the localities in which ferver is said to he most vinili nt. On his rcjiurts the 
medical authorities will take action and provide* an ellicicnt iialivr stall, to he under the 
rii^orous and constanl supervision cither of au English medical oillcer, or of a sub-assistant 
suryeon of stand in*' and ex])eriem;e, 

8. Meanwhile tlic services of twowrt/ire duefora arc requind 1’t)r employment in villatjcg ia 
thannah Koynail, and two others should be deputed to Indass and Khnnd^rliose,—so posted that 
viliay;cg on both thannahs may benelit. Another native doctor is reepured hir tlio villa^'es near 
Maliatia, in wliieli iiiuch sicKiirbs i.s roporU-d. Au insjireiin^ suh-as>is*.aut siirf'ton of experi¬ 
ence should superintend iu that jiart of tne distrirt, and locate the native d«»eiord whore llieir 
services arc most required. In the absence of precise information, Pam unable to say what is 
n ijuircd in other parts of the district. 1 think it probable that medical aid is required iu 
thunnah Sclimabad. 

9. In addition to fuedicines, 1 am of opinion that rum and other stimulants should be 
administered to those advanced in disease. Ch^thin^ in some instanees I believe to be neces¬ 
sary. Without u lar^e and cilitncnl staif, it wiil be impossible to carry out those measures so 
as to be of service wlicrc they are really required. 

The present depot for endeoiic medical stores is in the jail hospitals; the medicines 
are under the care of the jail native doctor. Tiiis uiTaugemcnt docs not suit, us the jail duties 
are bein.<; neglected owing; to constant iieavy demands for medicines from various parts 
ui tliC district. Much of my own time is passed iu general superintendence, widen should be 
olhcrwbe spent in visiting; sub-divisions, &e. 

It will be necessary to place tlie stores under the care of a special native doctor or other 
responsible person, who will superintend their distribution, packing;, and despatch to the various 
dispen^aries. Should this arranootneut Jjc considered ifnadvisablc, I b^ g; to recommend that 
medical stores be supplied to native doctors on indent direct from the aeput, us I am unable 
to carry ou the duties cilieicntly with the present stall.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. lOT, dated the 11th 
instant, and enclosures, and in rejiJy to iuibrm you that the Lieutenant-Governor sanctions 
the employment of six native doctors and six compoundci.s in the district of Burdwan for 
the purpose of affording medical relief to the sick suffering from lever in that districts The 
Inspcctor-Oeiieral of Hospitals, Indian Alcdical Depujtmcut, will be instructed to send at 
once these medical subordinates with a sunicienc supply of Suitable medicines and medical 
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comforts^ iiicludiu^ rum. -Dr. Brown will also be instructed to depute at once j:wo qualified 
8ub*{i8sistant surgeons to help the inspecting civil surgeon. The services of Assistant Surgeon 
Thomas llobinsoii have already been applied for, and tliat officer has been directed to proceed 
at once to Burdwan and act under the orders of the ('ivil Surgeon, Dr. Elliot. His Honor 
also sanctions the purchase of clothing, or such other articles as may be absolutely necessary 
in aflPording relief to the sufferers 

1. With the exeeption of I)r. llobiiison^s salary, which will be borne by Government, 
all expenses in the shape of salary and personal allowances, travelling and contin¬ 
gent expenses, incurred by these medicjil officers and subordinates, cost of medicines, purchase 
of niedical comforts, clothing, &c., will bo met from the Biirdwan epidemic rcliiif fund.

has already b«*cn done in ihia direction. 

y. The report of tin; Dejinty Inufiector-General shows to wliat extent llie cinergemy has 
been met, and iiiijiresses a couvicMioii that any additional efforts which it is possible for the 
Meiiiful l)ej»artment to make will fall very far short of the necessities of the cas*j. 

4. The Civil ISuriicon^s demand for three nudieal uffieers and ninety native doctors is entirely 
beyond iny p*>wer. All tlic yircles of medical suptT.nttndence in the prcsidcncv have been 
drained of snjieriiumerary native doctors lor this emergency, as well as lor the Lushui expedi¬ 
tion, and now none are available. Several men have been specially entertained fm* duty in 
Burdwan, and tlie only expedient whicli I can now suggest is temporalily withdrawing 
compounders from the dispijiisaries of neighbouring zilbdis. This will incominode tliese 
dispensaries, and the men so obtained will be of comparatively small use. 

5. There are also at th»; Medi(;al ('ollege Hospital six supernumerarv sub-assistant 
surgeons, whose services miglil be made available, but it is found that these subordinates uru not 
so useful <18 native doctors. 

6. If the Government desire it, I shall continue.to send all the medical aid vvhieh I can 
command to Burdwan, and report iroin time to time the extent to which 1 am aide l<» do so. 

7. All the authorities agree in urging the importance of distributing food and clothing 
to the sufferers, and I mitirely enneiir in the necessity of providing tlnse important ai<is to 
medical relief. Indeed, I consider them quite as essential in the treatment of the sick as 
medicine. 


Fort William^ Dejmtif Inspector GeneraVs Office^ 21 /// December 1871 . 

On account of the inereast; of sit'kness in this zillah during the past and present month, 
I again visited Burdwan on the ^hth December, to make necessary iiKiuirics into the disposi¬ 
tion of the sii'nordinale inedii^al otiieers now at work there, and to make myself intoi med 
generally of the state of the public health in the district us indieuted by recout reports to iny 
office from the civil surgeon. 

As far as I could aseeituin, there has been a very considerable incrense of sickness in ilie 
district, generally during November and the present month ; and if the police and other reports 
which I have matic inysell a quuinted with be at all reliable, then a large section of the 
population thniughmU. the district is prostrated wdth fever, and of these laigc numbers die 

Dr. Elliot has vi.sited many p.*irts of the zillah, and so has Sub-Assistant Surgeon 
Deenobnndiio Dntt, and the foregoing estimation of the extent and spread of llic di-ease is in 
harmony with their ideas and the experience which they have gained. 

1 had a long e<mversation with the Magistrate yesterday ; and as the Offieiaiing Sanitary 
Commissioner was here also, 1 discussed the fpii-stion with th»*se gentlemen with a view to 
ascertain if any, and what, ineasures could he rewrted to under the ernergi^ncy lo meet the 
demands which this exciqitional state ot affairs necessarily makes on our attention and our 
capabilities. 

1 have perused a copy of a letter whicli Dr. Elliot has forwarded to my office, but which 
had not reached me when 1 left C!ah*uXt^ (annexed hereto) j and after all 1 have seen and hi;ard, 
and after perusing the police reports that came in whilst I was there,,! am of ojiinion that if 
it is desired by Govemnn^ut to give a< cllitdcnt aid to all the zillah populations who are now 
siiQhring from this fever as where we have nipdieal subordinates at work, thin lOh native 
doct(»rs, with six sub-ussistani surgeons of experience as inspeirtiug officers, should be distributed 
over the district at uiice. 

Td give an idea of the faiahty which attends the^^e fever ease.'i, I will state what came 
under my ob^o^vatiou on the 21st at tlie village •»/ Mahaelianda, distant about eight miles Irom 
the civil station. A large crowd were preincrit altonding the disp'msary wdiieh has bren 
establ^^hed there, and amongst tliese were some of the more weahhy inhabitants of the viilacrM 
and these, positively assured me that out ot n population of ab iiil fiOO persons ' living 
Mahacuaniia, one hundred had died of fever since October, and chiefly during November and 
December. 

uie, As* rule, jt is ihe poorer section of the village comTuunifies who suffer rrmpt severelv and 
, ' wherever tlie previous condition of the individual has been one associated with great 
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distress or even privation, the incidence of the fever is exceptionally severe, and once prostrated 
by disease, be never rallies unless food and clothing, in association with medical relief, Le at 
band. 

It is for this reason that no effectnnl system of treatment cnn be pursued that is not 
supported by liberal donations of food and clothing to all those who are now suffering so 
severely from diiimse in this zillah, and thus the matter becomes a very serious one both in an 
administrative sense and financially. 

A letter is now before me from Sub-Assistant Surgeon C. N. Biswas, dated Cutwa, 1 Ith 
December, in which ho says the people have been debilitated a great deal from repeated 
attacks ; they are almost reduced to skelet^ms; “ the pof>r class are suffering much, and this is 
owing to insufficiency of foot! and want of clothes. The well-fed, wtdl-lodgod, and wdl-cared 
for, have suffered very little J^the mortality was amongst the poor class; and many arc suffering 
from congestion oi t»«e spleen and liver from repeated attacks of fever, owing to their depr/ived 
condition and extreme prostratiou of strength.'^ Again, some arranL^emonts arc absolutely 
iiee(*ssary for feeding tlie poor and helpless people, without whi(?li medicines will be of ni 
effect.^' ^ • 

This officer has himself hben very ill, and I anr ahotit to relieve him from liis charge. 

The foregoing description is a fair average aecourjt of the condition and utter prostrati<»n 
of a large section of many of these village communities, and I agree with the sub-assist.'int 
surgeon thatn*''amount of medicine will stay the hand of Death with these poor people unless 
food and clothing be liberally distributed, and that tuo througti a large extent of the thannabs 
in this district. 

In 18fi8-n9 the scciicb w itnessed in and around Ihirdwan city can never he forgotten by 
those who wititesHcd them. I believe that eve»y individual of the poor Hindoo communities 
and caste'a, and ail the poorer Mahomodans, suffered at that time from the disease, and that 
great numbers died at the time. Those who partially recovered suffered again in 1869-70, and 
of these a proportion ondied, as food relief went hand in hand with the medical officer's 
assistance. Those who benefited by sncli relief have, however, been again attacked this year, 
having been rendered doubly liable to the invasion of disea-e ‘‘y a debilitated condition, 
resi'ilting tn»rn previ<uis att.*u*ks, and tliese only will live on so long as they are watched and 
fed and edad during the sickly season. 

The [» 0 or ere.iturcs attending the (Vspensarics crow'ded round mo yesterday, begging in 
most earnest terms fov clothing of some kind and for blankets. The municipality of Busdwan 
are procuring blankets, and distributing them ; but this should have been done a month ago, 
and must be continued year by year, as long as the poverty of the people is such as to pre¬ 
dispose iheni to suffrr in an exceptional manner from the exciting causes of this disease. 

I need not licre allude to tl»o views which 1 have liehl on the nature and origin of these 
fevers ill the Burdwuii district, as they are fully detailed in the reports which I have submitted 
to the Iiisp^*ctor-Generals othre, 1 mav, however, briefly ^tate that the disease itself, the 
cireiimstunces under wliicli it arises, and the c<mditions under which we find it existing, are, 

1 believe, precisely those which I have so carefully detailed in my reports. The mortalitv 
which attenils the advent and progress of the inulady is dependant also on those faulty 
hygienic states which are invariably associated with the p* oi*in all countries, and which are 
here intensified by indiflerent haidts and modes of life in u climate which is especially trying 
to them at certain seasons of the year. * 

Mr. Metcalfe thinks two native doctors, with three medical officers to control them and 
direct and supervise their efforts, are absolutely needful; and tliese are at work in the different 
villages and tiiaunahs detailed in the annexed disposition return. Assistant Surgeon 
Robinson takes the Mnnglccotc circle, and will proceed from post lo post., inspecting the dispen¬ 
saries locatcii there and advising the natixe doctors as lo modes of u'eatineiit and duties; Sub- 
Assistant Surgeon Ueonobuiidho Uutti takes the Hurdwaii cinde, and inspects the different 
dispensaries located within his part of the district; whilst Taia Prosunno Koy, wdio has just 
been relieved oi dioy at Satknira, will inspect and advise in the dispensaries located in the 
Itoynah circle. 

At the request of the Magistrate, and on my lecomrmudation, a native doctor will be 
attached to the civil surgeon at the station, to take charge of all supplies of medicines which 
arrive fiom Calcutta, and to distribute these to the native doctors ai work in the district, 
keeping all arcounts ot the sauie. and submitting these to the civil surgeon as required. 

The fond relief mcasun^ are initiated and carri»'d out by the Magistrate under orders ^ 
received fruni the Commissioner, but I have expressed to the firmer my opinion that •it 
is aliBolutely necessary to feed and cbith the poor wherever riiedicul relief is given, for* 
without it no measure of success is likely to attend our effiirts to check the heavy mortality^ 
and I have impressed on the civil surgeon the ne' cssitj^ of bearing tliese matters in mind 

I have since writing the above, had u conversation with the Magist aie in reference 
the distribution of disease in the Burdwan zillali, and he believes with that 100 iiatiyc 
doctors may be usefully employed here; l>nt as that is in every sense impossible now, he thinks 
that something may be done to utilize tne services of native compounders who live about in 
the villages ihrougb the ziilali, and who, he thinks, might be looked after by inspecting 
luetlicai oflicers. I coniess 1 do iiui see iny way sufliciLiiLiy clear in this* matter, so as to 
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help the people in the presarnt emerisency. And I do xint therefc»re rucornniond it for acloptinn. 
The fovor i« of a union; to ruqiiiie somo skill in its treatment in the early sla;^eB, ami this can 
onlr he tJtuio by etlnenioi] siilxirdinato 

Pr. Elliot has asked fn- a second medical odicer to fake up and relieve him t-f tlie dufy 
of collrctin^r and cliockinij ihe returns which must he prepared at the different dispensaries 
now at work; and it is certain tliat with his work as civil surufcon, he has little hdsiire for 
such occupation, lint I a n afraid that the Inspoclor-tiencral will so.u eoly sandn-n this addition 
to the zillah staff; and if a second meiiical odicer conid bo snared, J tliink Inj sIuniM he dejiuted 
to the district to insp.ct and look after the disp-nsnries in the Uoynali circle, in place of tlie 
Satkira sub assistant surgeon. 

^ I took the? opiHiriunity. whilst at Ihirdwan, of visitlnjj the sudder tlispcrsary. It is 
iti charj^e oi* llcpin Ucharry Dhole, a youne: suh-as.-istant shriioon, who is tentporarily 
attaidu'd to it whilst Ihvnnhunuho is inspectthe epidemic di^^pensarics This lad is 
e.h'vcr and willin'^, trviinj; to do his l)cst, and (h»es that fniriy well; hut he has not been careful 
cnomdi 10 keen hi.s ]>ilL;iiin patients fr.-ni ddilintr the floors of tlie hosiutal. P*a)r cfreatures, 
snlh'rinL'- from sfv)rl)utic (ii:rrhaM and d\sent.erv? will not ^ct up on a cold morninji to visit the 
latrine, unless they are l^oked eaivfuily to, and in this ease the result was the presence a^jain 
in this liospital oI that liil.liy foval sin' ll wiiirh was one «»f the chief causes of its unpopularity 
two years ajro. I diro<;U‘d the civil surovoii to sup]>ly hiir.S'lf witli carholie aedd and 
McPouixars jHiwdcr, so as to purify the wunis and locnahle him to kt'cp llnun in a more cleanly 
state in future. 

I visited the jail also, and fonnd, out of a str(?nf:;1h of iil-l yndsoners, hi] in hospital 
sufferiu*; from intcrmiilenl h'vcr ami cnl:ir«red sy»hM*n, and d.O on liie eonvalescenl list. Tnere 
was not a single hfaliliy man in the jail in niy estimation; and inakin'> c‘very allowance 
for the prevah nee of fever, I liiink tlie c>>iidilioii of tlnw piisoners indicates somethinjir wroii^ 
in the Durdwan jaii et'onomies. Dr. Elliot has some suspicions also, and will keepa watchful eye 
on the juilor^s proceediiiijs in future. It. is certain that the men were ail in fair condition on the 
9th ultimo, and it is scarct ly yx’ssilih* that fevi*r alom? could liavn y)T’o(1u(*ed such an iinfavorahle 
conditi<m as that notiet d l»y irn* in men well iu)u^iell and f d on tin* j.iil scale, if all iiad been, as it 
should have been, during Dr. J^llioi/s al s' iice from the station. Dr. Elliot has complained very 
iiiuc.h of the native d«)ctor’s conduct «lurino- ins ah.^ciice.

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Memorandum from I)». G. Sad.ndkr!i, Deputy Inspector-General of JElospitals, to the 

•Secretary to the Inspector-General of Hospitals,—(No. 3501, dated Calcutta, the 25th 

December 1871.) 

In forwarding the accompanyinj* letter from the Civil Sur}»ean of Burdwan with my 
report on tht/['resent slate of afluirs in that zillah, I would annex, lor the Inspector- General’s 
information, a copy of a dcmi-ollicial note wliicli I wrote to tlie Commissioner on Saturday 
morning after my return to Calcutta, and Mr. Buckland’s reply in original. 

2. There is no doubt, that the mrye native doctors an: sent to that zillah, the better will 
it be for the poor people who are snircring from fever; bat I took the opportunity on Friday 
of asking the M.agistrate at Burdwan if I sh.dl wnd no more olllceis, and ho said, “ Not at 
present." Mr. iVIetealfe knew full well the didiculty tiie ^tledical Department has in procuring 
efficient subordinate oflitHvs. 

3. As to the Clnikdighee dispensary, the sub-nspistant snrgei>n is a Government 
servant; but as the dispensary is muiutaiued by u zemindar, I do nut advise this medical 
ofiicer’s removal at present. 

4 . The (^ntwii sub-assistant snrgcfm will be relieved at once, Dr, Elliot having 
received orders to setid binl to ihc I’resitleucv, as also one of the i w > last snb-assislaut surgeons 
ap)>ointed. I gathered from the disiriet ollicers that guoil, exp.-rieiieetl native duetors are held 
to be more valuahle than vonng and inexporieiiced sub-assi>.taiit siyoeons. 

5 . Every thing will bo done hv niy.self to aid and assist the f'ivil Surgeon, and fall 
quantities of (piininc atid other useful rcaicdies have hi'en passed on Dr. Elliot’s indents. I 
have also sent up 2dlh of quiniuc myself fur use in the Ibinlwan zillah ; but with the present 
paucity of Bupernumerary suhonliuatc olficers, I solu-ii. fuitlu r insiruelioiis as to the Civil 
Surgeon’s opinion that 90 native doctors :inil three Eiiropituu medical ofliners are re({uired. 

6 . My opinions on these jwiuts will be gatheicJ fiom toy report.

In conviiuiatiou of rny No. JoS, daloJ 8th instant, I have the honor to inform 
vou that since the snl>niis.'-ioii of last rojiorli tie-re has heen no abatement of (over either in 
town or disiriet. New eases prevail in villatres lyiii;; to tiie noith-wesl of the distriet, 
in sub-division Boiid-lhiod. Kcporis tejianiin*' it Iroui all <|uariei's are so general, that it 
would be dillienlt to say wliere the disease is not. 

The same type of fever p'vvails thruu.rhout, with urgent eungcslivo eornpliealions ut first, 
and enlargement of spleen and liviT al’lerwaidg. 

On 12ili instant 1 proceeded to Ciiukaighee, fil’lcon miles south of!Mymaree station, 
thanuuh 8elimabud. 

Ou 13th I visited the villages* as per iiiaririn on (lie wesu?rii bank of the river Darnoodah. 

Afier iiiiinue ijispei.linii, liaviii^* visiu'tl fM»m house to hou.se, I saw 
• Foie Srwrninporo. upwanls of ibili jie.-i lo, all sick, ill diHereiit stages of the disease. 

]\1 any wtTi* pros Mated by fever, others were in great debility and 
poverty, eking t)Ut a inisi-rablc oxisienee willioul juoper nourisliineni, 
covering fn»m cold, or care of any kiinl. In one village 1 only found two p' ;ple who had not 
Buffered from fever. The mortality has been, and is still, very gn at, l.liavo deputed a native 
doctor with medicines to the sjiot. * 

The zcmindait promised me in writing Hs. 150 for the purchase of ijninino for the good 
^ of his village. The money i to be paid to ihc» Alanistiate, on reeei[>t 

t Dwurkanath Mittor. of whieli 1 shall send a large supply of <[iiiuiiie from the (Joveiii- 

ment stores for sale in the tlisiriet. ^ 

The native doctor has orders to take a supply of rum, sago, and other necessaries, and 
will supply milk, &e., to the destitute. 

Funds have been placed in his bauds for this purpose by order of the Commissioner of the 
division. 

On 14th I visited Targram and a number of village's to the p<iuth of Chukdighee in Cfompany 
witli the Magistrate ; about two-thirds of the pojiuluiioii are said to have died. I sliould take 
ouc-half to be a nearer cnleukition. Pew eliildren bad been born since llui disease commenced. 

People complained bitterly of the treatment they received at the ChukJigliee dispensarj^ 

The Bub-assistant surgeon is lazy, trusts to his componmlcrs, who pureliase and expend, at 
the zemiiidar^B expense, enormous quantities of European incdieines, and do no good. 

They are both in extensive private practice. Steps have been taken to put a stop'»to this 
with the concurrence of the zemindar, who spares no expense. • 

The Bub-aesistant surgeon should be removed and a better man sent. Copy cd' my 
remarks on visiting the dispensary shall be submitted ns soon us rceeived. 

There are now 15 dispensaries for the treatment of endoinie fever in town and district, 
besides the Government institutions at sudder station and suh-divib:oas,- a^so Maharnjuh^s 
dispensary in the city. One hundred more would not bo suHicient, if it is really the 
intention of Government to attempt to cope with the disease. Tlnce European medical ofbccis 
of experience, with 80 natiuc doctors each, all working hard, might ullord pcrcciitiblo relief, 
but the present sluil is a mcro drop iu the ocean. The good tlmy do does*not extend beyond 
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the villa<»cs in which they hihonr. Zemindare should be roused into ar::tion, money should be 
collected IVoui liiein, and luediciiKW ifiiivhased lor the poor. I believe that, many zemindars 
would contributu willin<rly if J> rsonally spoken to on the sul)ject. Pood reliefs should be 
esiiiblisluni wiifiii retjuin-*!, under piMjier siipert'ision, <»n a. R(;ale suiflieient to meet theoincr^ency. 
Sub-uHsistiiitt siirywiis p.i-biiig- their time in idleness, wdiilc thousands are dvinu all 
roiinti them, should I.e fmnished ami dismissed, and ihewo kinff men eiicourairod. The whole 
sciicuie siiouJd be entered inl<» vigorously and systematic.illy, with a larire and ellieient stuff 
working under Uieovdevs oi a coininiltec, «tnc member of which should Ite'a medical officer who 
has local knowledge of the (lisirict. 

The tcnptalion oUeivd 1» ntt'.ivc doefor.^ on amall R.tlaries, hy placintr funds in their 
hiihds U) piirt-huse food, will prove to(j irient for most of them, and no benefit will result, for 
the food will never v^aeli tin' poor, ior whom it is iiitendeLl. 

T\ie native inedieul odlccrs in chatge of dispensaries in towns and sulmrbs are working 
hard and doinff n al good. 1 may s.iy tlie same of most of the others wlir« are within reach. 

The suh-assisiiinl surgeon at Akloky Inis a simdl daily average, though sickness is great 
in his in ighhourliood. lie is nnahle to snhinii returns. Of the two snh-assistant surgeons 
latelv sent, one arrived wi:h lever and is still siek. The other is a fever subject, has attacks 
about throe times in a montii, and is dcoilitatctl in Coiisi’ijueuce. 

Tiie food depois arc working well, and more should he established.

Division,— (No. I1)8P, dated (hiinj) Royiiah, llie Idih l)ece.r.her iS71,) 

1 have the honor report for your iidorination that on the loth instant I arrived at 
Seliinahad village with a vi(!W lo iin|uiriii<r leirardiuj^ the violeiiee of the ejiideniic fever alon^^ 
the banks of tiio Dunio dah ami t|jj^* Yillji«^e.s within lliannaii Uoynah. 

1. I round that; ihe lover had visited with severity the yilla^os of Mosliajrari, Soldn, 
Ajaporo, Bainean -both Chotio and Uaru—and Nursini^pore, but tlie vi )lene«? had pnascil after 
lasliiio-thrc*e yc:i!S, leaviui;- an ema<‘ial(?d and iinhialtln jHijuilaiion with sj)leen disease and 
utiier sequehn of fever. There are still daily deaths, hut the peofile seemed more hopeful of the 
coininjL: year widlst lameiitinjLr the depo])iil:ited state of their villuLres. 

:i. .At Selimahiifl there has been heavy iiinrtalii.v; housi shave been abandoned. The 
vill.io'e is one of the dirtiest in the district, and the Kupply oi drinkinjr water abominable. 
Immediately behind the thaunali tliere is an old badsh iheo tank, the property of Government, 
lilled-with ruk'bisli and weeds, and surroinub d by jungle. 

3. 1 would ask your sanction to an expenditure of Ils. 500 from savings of ferry fund 

for itsVestoratimi. Tiie sale of timher on its banks will fetch ahi»ut Hs. GO, and fisheries,Svhon 
ch-uned, at least Us. -tO per annum. On reinonsiratinij with the villa^'ers on their defective 
drinking sn])ply, tliey heir^ed that, this particular tank might be renovated, as it hud once been 
the best drinking sourct in the village. 
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4. There is still a (Sfood deal of sickness in Selimnbad. 1 sow some very hopeless cases; 
bat the tide has turned^ and the violence of the epidemic pns^d to the western side of the river. 

5. I also visited, in company with Ur. Elliot, the vilhig-es of Srikistoporc and Jot Joyram. 
The mortality htf^e may be safely given at 10 annas of the pnpulntion. In one house where 
we held inquiries, there had previously been 40 inmates: there were now 7. In another house, 
which previously contained 17, there is now left one. The survivors looked miserably ill; all 
the youn^ children had died, and those that lived wore diseased. 

6. These latter villages are close to the Chukdighee eharitablo dispensarv, erected and 
endowed by the late Saroda Persaud. 'Hie villagers compl.iini'd lliey I>n(l receiver! no henofit 
from the charity, and apparently had ceased going near it. Amidst ail the sickness, there was 
an average of 6 in-patients and 4d out. 

7. The eomphiiiits weje in detail as follows :— 

That good medicine was given to those who could pay for it,—bad to tlie poor ; that no 
attempt was made by the sub-assistant surgeon to ijjr|ijirc into thr^ir eases, but t.luy wen; 
hurriedly dismissed; that he was frequently absent on his private practice, and that they were 
kept waiting for hours unattended to. 

8. All these allegations Ur. Elliot and myself after inquiry I)elieve to be true. On 
holding a committee of the dispensary, and exnininiiig the aceoiiiits, we diseovered, first, that 
there arc two compounders, b<»th of some cdncaliun and intelligence; that all fviz. sub- 
assistant surgeon, two compounders) these persons were engagefl ’in private practice; that 
one of the compounders resided with the sub-assistant surgeon, and that the expenditure of 
drugs was for the attendance prepostorons. Besides tlie Goveriimeiii stock, we wore asked to 
believe that from Us. 30 to 45 in European niedieiiies were tnonlhiy expended on the few 
patients. 

9. The sub-assistant surgeon took upon himself t]ij» responsibility by saying that he 
kept the medicines himself und«fr lock and key, and is therefore responsible for the undue waste 
that has taken place. 

10. Tlie committee recommended to the manager tlie discharge of both compounders, 
and the future indent for medicines from the (jovernnieut si ores. 

11. The conduct of the sub assiKtant surgeon, a (5i.vernnient servant, seems 1o me rno.^t 
reprehensible. Living in a locality where liundreds were dying, he never seems 1(» have offered 
them the smallest assistance or medical aid outside tlie wiills ol the eliarity. lie has brougiit 
the place into discredit, allow(?d medicines either t<» be wast»d or sold or used up, and that not 
in the inlercst of llic ebarity. He deserves the severe (rensure of his department, if nor, some 
substantial mark of its displeasure. 

12. The violence of the fever about Chukdigheo also has passed to the western side. 
Ur. Elliot visited several villages and found the epidiunic nn.si viob nt. In one village tlure 
was seareoly a healthy man. The name, of this particiihir village is *«»! Sreeram, and it. is pro¬ 
posed to establish a native doctor and dispensiiry in the rublie Works bungalow with the 
permission of that dej>art.mont. 

13. This will be central for all tlie villages grouped along the Uamoodah hank opposite 
Lall Kulua. 

14. Babfjo Uwarka Nath M11te),a resitlent ai Sreekistopore, oflered to subseribc Rs. 150 
for medicines and to eontriluite towards a dispensary if his neigul^oiirs would assist ; thi.s 
they have declined to do. The above amount will, however, be expLMnl^J4u quinine, wliieli has 
been ind<*nted for. 

15. I parted from Dr. Elliot at Chukdigheo and erosstMl the river, visiting the villages 
%{ Sreckistopore. Rajarampore, Adampore, Tazpoor l^*pila, ef.' route t»> lioynah. The fever was 
very bad in the two toiiner, and the morlality great. Tii. st^ viiiiages lie in a narrow strip of high 
land inflinediately on the banks of the Darn Kul ili. audnu ir water-supply is excellent. Wliether 
the mass of the villagers use the river water is doul-tful. 

10. To the west lies a plain of several milo'! oi o]>en (* »mi!rv. The first village I went 
into was Adampore, and T was slrn<*k by Ihe bealtliv appearnuje of tin* villagers, who were 
reaping. 1 gulhered from them that thougli they liad nidered iluring last year, the epidemic 
was now worse than previously, and sickness increasing; lliat the deaths within the last two 
years have been from fever alxuit. twenty only. 

17. Another long stretch plain, with an abundant harvest standing uncut, lay betweoq^ 
Adampore and the west village, 1’azpore. N'*ar this village I also remarked the healthy 
look of the villagers, hut learnt that, tlicy had heen liired and import<*d from the wi'sieru 
portion of Tndo^s to reap the harvest, receiving 4 annas per cliiun besiuc's two rations of fi*od? 

18. Anproaching the village? signs of funeral f»yri*s were ahundant,—some still hurnyig. 
The villagers told the same stuvy as at Adamu* re, viz. that tli- ir village had hitherto escaped, 
but that in September symptoms of fever broI»e out. and that it was increasing in violence. 

19. The villagers taking me for.ihe civil surgeon, beg«j.t;d that I would visit and prescribe 
for tbeir sick. 1 entered several houses, lii one there was a group of women seated round a 
dying woman, evidently of the well-to-do class of villagers. She was, I fear, past liuman 
aid; the fatnily evincing great distress. Wiiliin an hour after leaving this village 1 was 
attacked with the regular symptoms of lever,—nausea, ague, and violent headache. 
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20. It \8 pexWv® vinuecesTOTy to give further details. Roynah, PollaBhon, Pashindah, 
RaTpooT, KumwpooT, are a\\ suffering severeljFy and the death-wail is to be heard on all^sides. 

21. 1 bad mtended visitini; Ooehalun and the villages to the south, but hearing that the 
Jehanabad Deputy Magistrate was expected there to-morrow,^ 1 have 
directed him to report ou the state of the fever. 

22. The arrangeiiienlB for Roynah that I would propose are as follows 
One native doctor to be stationed at Srikistopore. 

One native doctor to be stationed at Pollashon. 

If these two men, with a compounder each, moVe about the villages in a circle of live miles, 
they will be of the gioaiest benefit to the people; and with the siib-assistant surgeon at 
Akioky, ought to euifice for the more immediate wants of tins thannah. But they must bo 
not only here, but thronubout the districit, under European niedici ^ supervision. If the Govern¬ 
ment are unal lc to supjjly the necessary slalf, I wtaild suggest the employment of one or two 
Euro])ejin exeeutive olilcers, if iliey can be spared from elsewliere, to see that the subordinate 
medical agency at least dispense the medicines with ordinary energy. 

23. It is quiU? clear to me, after tlie experience of tlie last three months, that without such 
supervision, any arraiigeineiil or organization niu-t fail, —inedicines will bo improperly disposed 
of, those that can pay will be treated, whilst tlie indigent will be neglected, false returns 
M'iil bc! prepared and itinerant visits will iie\cr be made. 

24. Under Knro|H*iiii m(?(lical sujKTvision tiio available medical staff might be vastly 
Btrengt.heiifd by luiliziii:^ the ciniqioondcis loiind prairiising in every viillage. These men 
having served foriisliorl time in di.-j faisaries,set up as praciiuoiiers, and have some knowledge 
of dispensing medicines. I met and ronviosetl with .several, and lliey admiited that they dosed 
under appadiensitins, not undeiv^aiioing tim naimv and sln'uutli of the dinars they employed. 
Uniiiine is apparently given by tln ni in any and oviM-y stage, wiiliont rcl'erenee to the state of 
the patient, tlieieby otten iinaeasing t »ngestioii. (ininine, brandy, and sago, .<»(vm to me always 
avaiial)lc within a short distance ; and if iln* eomp«»umiers received a lillic pro(essi<mal advice, 
also the treatment to be |.iiiviieii, tlicy might no doubt lio a great deal of good without any 
expt‘n<lilure to the relief Juiid, us the villages wli«.Te these men arc cmjiloycd arc well able lo 
pay flicm. 

20 . I have made the drinking supply a special snbjcet of incpiiry in each village. The 
filthy stale of tanks dollcs all description. The villagers complain that however willing to 
have tliem elenned, they can get no labourers: all arc eitber sick or dead. Tiiis evil is daily 
inercn^\Dg. A law sv cms to me urgently reipiircil to enable disi rid-(Jl!i\*ers to set apart tanks for 
drinking jmrpnscs in villages. All hough lln* villagers admit such a neccs^ily, they avow l.lioy 
hav(j no inlemal c* »ih'sin?i siidb'Kmt lo cnlbree such a pia«*li<*e, and that unless the Sirkar 
interferes, they imwt die. At bt)ili Sebmabad atiJ Koynaii I was ark'*d to interfere; 
at tlic former, the inbabiianls have taken np the idea llnit all the t.-mk water lias become hot, 
and therefore unhealtiiy, ewept one, where llnw btdh drink and builie, and also defalcate 
on the banks. Out t i Bengal I’l oper, a IMagist rate's order sett ing apart a village tank would 
of itself be siifiicieiii. autlnu’iiy; but J fc.ir that here, without a penal clause, tiie order would not 
only be di^obeyc•ll, but. liable lo immediate reversal on xippeal. 

Kurlhcr reports on the medical ivtpiircineuis ot the Culna sub-divisiou and thaimahs 
Indoss and Kliuiulgbosc will follow. 

From C. T. BiicKnANU, Esq., Pommissimn r of the Burdwan Division, to the Magistrate of 
Bui'dwaii,— (No odd. dated Hurd wan, the 21st December 1871.) 

I HAVE the liuiior to acknowledge, with many thanks, the receipt of yoiir letter No. 190P, 
dated the Idth instant, and to cuimnunicutc the following observations. 

2. I should he glad to bc iiddnmul wdiat provision has been made, or is to be niade, for 
the reliefer the sickIv inhabitants of ihe villages of Mashagorie, Solda, Ajuporo, Boro and 
Choto Baneaii, and Nursingpore, mentioned in paragraph I of your hitter. 

3. With reference to paragrajihs 2 and 3, I have to rocpiest that you will submit a sepa¬ 
rate application f<ir the cxe,a\aUon of the old tank at Sclimubad, to enable me to obttiiu the 
sanction of the Departmemt of ttublic Works. As the work cannot bc done for two or three 
months, 1 beg that you will he good enough lo satisfy yourself most carefully that the tank is 
really the property of Govornment, and that no claimant w'ill hereafter arise to bring an action 
for damages or any other demand against Government. It will also be necessary to send an 
estimetc of the cost of excavating tho tank based on certain calculations of the work to be 
done, and to shew from what item of saving of the Ferry Fund it cun be met. 

4. With reference to the remarks in paragraphs 5 and 6, it is to be pTCSurncd that the 
mortality has been spread over a series of years, and that you are not referring to the mortality 
of the last two or tlirce months. It is very melancholy lo find that the charitable dispensary 
at Cl\ukdighee has so totally failed to perform the duty expected of it. As the supervision 
of the dispensary is wdth tho Medical Department, 1 request that you will have tim go^ness 
to desire the civil surgeon to ri»port the ca.«c to the Inspector-Geueral of Hospitals, with a 
view to the adoption of proper measures aguiust the sub-assistaut surgeon aud tho other

lius beoD sent. 
Do. 
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iDooxnpetent officers attached to this institution. It is also desirable that jpu should cominuni- 
cato to* the zemindar your sense of the abuses of his charity ^vhich have been {fermitted to exist 
before his face. 

6. Referring to paragraph 12, I beg to observe that if a native doctor is not available for 
the proposed dispensary at Jot Sreeram from among those already sent up, you will be good 
enough to request the civil surgeon to got another man at once, and to apply separately for 
sanction to his entertainment, and to the requisite supplementary expenditure and medicines. 

6. I request that you will have the goodness to obtain the subscription of Rs. 150 from 
Baboo Dwark Nath Mitier referred to in* paragraph 14, and spend the amount in purchasing 
quinine without delay. 

7. Your remarks in paragraph 15, regarding the state of the health of the inhabitants of 
Sreekishtopore and other vi'iages, seem to shew that the fever visits the people impartially, and 
without any regard to this good supply of water which they have within their roach. 

8. With regard to the arrangements for Roynah, proposed in paragraph 22, 1 understood 
that the six native doctors applied for by you in your office No. 1S8, dated the 9ili instant, 
were intended to provide for these villages, and 1 beg that you will report if they have been 
deputedsthere, or if you stilt want more men. 1 beg also to iiitiinale tlmi Doctor Robinson an 
English assistant surgeon, has been already sent up to Burdwan by Grovernmeut at ray request, 
and I hope that his supervision of the subordinate medical agency will suffice to meet your 
requirement. If anything further is needed, I shall be happy to apply to Government. 

9. You arc requested to bring to the notice of the civil surgeon the suggestions contained 
in paragraph 25 regarding the strengthening of the medical staff by utilizing the services of 
tbo native compounders, and proviiling Unuii with sirnjde instructions. 

10. With reference to paragraph 25 of your report, 1 beg to observe that the subject of 
the necessity of legislative enactment attaching penal consequences to disobedience of the 
orders of disirict offic?crs setting apart village tanks for drinking purposes will be brouglit to 
the notice of Government; bat unfortunately the natives themselves will shew the strongest 
opposition to any such attempt at legislation. In the meantime I would advise you to issue 
porwanahs to the zemindars and putnidars and other influential persons, desiring them to name 
and set apart a tank in each village, as it is evidently their intent that this should be done, 
and the villagers will probably comply with their order. 

From A. Mackenzik, Esq., Junior Secretary to the Government of Bengal, to the Commis¬ 
sioner of ihe liuriiwan Division,—(No. 4300, dated Fort William, the 30th Djecember 
1871.) 

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your endorsement No. 383 of the 28th 
December 1871, regarding the fever now prevailing in Burdwan, and in reply to request that 
you will be so good as to convey the Lieiitenant-Governor^s thanks to Mr. C. T. Metcalfe, 
Magistrate «)f Burdwan, for his personal exertions in visiting and reporting upon so many 
of the affected villages, suffering though he is from fever himself. It is due apj)arently’ 
to Mr. Metcalfe's careful inquiries that the shameful misconduct of the sub-assistant surgeon 
and compounders attached to the charitable dispensary at ("liuckdiggec has been brought 
to light. 

The Lieutenant-Governor considers it desirable ihat a further and fuller inquiry, 
formally coudueted, should be held into the conduct of those men, and with this view I am 
to request that you will call uj)on the Magistrate to submit, in coimhunication with the civil 
surgeon, a joint report as to the extent to which the charges preferred against the sub-assistant 
tturgeou and compounders arc established. If there are any grounds for accepting the charges 
of mercenary and improper conduct attributed to these officers by the villagers, you are autho¬ 
rized to remove them from the dispensary, and to direct them to proceed to the sadder station, 
and there await the orders of Government. 

Your further orders, in respect to the other points raised by the Magistrate of Burdwan, 
meet with the Lieutenant-Governor's approval. 

Prom C. T. Buckland, Esq., Commissioner of the .Burdwan Division, to tbo Officiating Secre¬ 
tary to the Government of Bengal, Judicial Department,— (No. 390, dated Burdwan, 
the 29th December 1871.) 

In continuation of this office No. 383, dated 2Slh instant, I have the honor tosubrrnHir 
the following remarks in connection with the Burdwan fever. 

2. I am informed by Dr. Saunders, the Deputy Inspector-General of Hospitals, 

has visited Ilooghly to-day, that he has forwarded to Government, through the Ins|)cctor- 
Generul of Hospitals, a copy of the report, No. 492 of 18th instant, addressed by the ^ivil 
surgeon of Bprdwan to the Deputy Inspector-General. It is therefore unnecessary for nfe to 
send a copy of it. 

3. Copy of the letter in qncstioir was sent to me under the endorsementi of the^oint- 
Magislrate of Burdwan without any remarks, as that officer apparently understood it to be a 
sort of supplement to the Magistrate's report, which was an enclosure of my No.* 380 of 28th 
instant. 
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4. 1 placed myself in personal oornmnnicatioii with Mr. Metealfe, the Mag-istrate of 

Hunhvau, and witli Dr. Saunders, negarding I)r. Elliot’s report, and I wrote dcmi-olficiolly to 
Ur. Saunders, urging liitn to apply tor authoritj’ to scud up more native doctors as soon as 
po8si\)le, and 1 now understand from him that he has done so, although the Bnp])ly of native 
doctors is almost cxliausled, and he can send only a small part of'the number (thirty) asked 
for by Dr. Elliot. 

5. I have only to add that I believe it to he our duty to go on sending men and materiabs 
to afford such relief as we can during this severe, hut I liope temporary emergency, and as long as 
the funds provided by IIis Highness the Maharajah of Burdwan are so far from being exhausted. 
It native medical oflicers cannot be found, I am of o)>inion that it would he expedient to send 
up more English medical oflicers (jvhoLher in or out of the service), as the treatment of the 
sick hy English oflicer.s is sure to be more effectual, and moreover ire e.m trust to them for the 
**certain and judiciioiis ajtjdication of the charitable relief, whether in food, elulliing, or moiK'y, 
which it is necessary to afford in some cases, and which, it will be observed. Dr. Elliot thinks 
cannot he safely « ntrusted to native jrrattilmneis. 

G. 1 have not yet rcecived any reports of the result of the deputation of Dr. Robinson, 
hut 1 underKtand from Dr. launders that he will report departinentally through the civil sur- 
genii. My instructions to the Magistrate were, that. Dr. llohinson should he employed wherever 
his services were most'I’equired at tlie discretion of the civil surgeon. It will tend to the 
greater efficiency of the services of the ini'dical oflicers of every gra<io if they are kept under 
the strictest supervision of the Medical Department, who can at once (hitect and ]iunish any 
niiseondiict, and can, on tlie other hand, reward those oflicers who woik well and heartily. 

7. The Magistrate has not sent me any further statistics of siekness from the police. 
'I’hose hitherto sent have been so totally useless and untrustworthy that I have had to return 
tlioin.

In Cfuilimiiilion of my letter dated the lllh instant, I have the honor 

U) forward copy of a letter No, dated the lOtli idem, from the Majj^isirate of Hoojfhly, 
reporton the state of the lever in that district. I to observe that Mr. IVllew, by the 
kind assrtslance of Dr. Thomjison, tlie C'ivil Surgeon, was oiiahlcd to »ro about the district with 
a naiive doctor altaelud to his camp, and it may safely be accepted that the sickness in 
lloo^hly is deeivasin^'*, and, Ibrlunately, it appears to have been not by any means so fatal this 
\ear as in the district of Burdwan.

1 JiAVK the honor to report that 1 have in my tour visited thannalis Banshoriah, 
Bula»urh, PandoDah, and part of Dhnniiiakhally, and have made iiujuiries into tlie health of 
the pet^ple. jMy inquiries have been made by visitinii: the ])eople in several villafyes, as 
^•anslleliah, Noasorai, Dhurmndaha, Bnlag’urli, Somrnh, Sivcpore, Gooptiparali, Ichapore, 
Di^rali, Bandooah and its vicinity, Boiiiehee, Jiihera, Ohhirampore, and Bhastariih; secoinllv, 
by qiu stioiiiu”' the cbowkeedars when assembled for inspection ; thirdly, by visit in«j Government 
and piivate dispensarh s and mcdieinc shops. J have also been aecurnpaiiied on tour by r 
native doctor with a supply of meilicine.s which are freely distributed to all. 

i!. The result of my inquiries is that the sickness is everywhere decreasing in the 
thannahfi visited. Tn Paiuhioah it has never been severe, and luu^ greatly decreased. In 
Bulajiurh there was mneh sickness a month ago, but the people are recovering. In Baiis- 
beriah there was considerable sickness, Imt it is disappearing. DIumniakballv, us far as 
regards its norlliern jmrtion, lias never been unbeuliliy.

From Dr. A. J. Paynk, Officiating Sanitary Commi?sinnor for Benffalj^ to tlio S(‘crclarv 
to the Government of Bengal, Judicial Department,•i-(No. SOI, dated Calcutta, the UOth 
December 1871.) 

I JIAVB tho honor of rcporlingf for the infia'mat.ion of the Hnn'blo the Lietife- 
nant-Governo^ th.at on the ISth instant I left Calcutta for the jiurjiose of visiting* the fover- 
stricken districts of Hooghly and Bnrdwan. 

2. On my arrival at Honghly I ascertainod from the Commissioner and the Civil Surgeon 
that tlic fever was declining both in thc*neighbouring villages and the interior ol the district, 
with the exception only of Jehanahad, which place cmild he more easily readied from Biirdwan. 
It was determined thcrofore that I should inspect a number of idaces where tlie disease had 
been very firevalent, whieV lav at short distances fro n tlic statinn, in jireferonco to occupying 
the time at my disposal by a longer jonrncy. Acconiingiy in company with the Civil Surgeon, 

Dr. Thompson, 1 visited the jilaees nannd in the 
margin. 

3. Everywhere the fever was abating. Although 
in some of these neighhourlioods it Iiad been very pre¬ 
valent, it was not generally reganlcd as having been so 
fatal as in 1809. The features and the efreel of tlie disease were those wliich have been fully 
ch'seribed in previous reports. Tlie enlarged spleens, the dropsical limits, and tho pallid, blood¬ 
less condition of many of the suflerers, left little ground to hope that death could be long 
deferred, or to doubt the diaractcr of the malady. It was gratifying, however, to listen to the 
terms in wdiich the people mentioned the timely aid they had received this year. Witlmiit. 
being (jucstioned on the jioini, tlioy spoke freely and gratetully of the early medical treatment 
anfordod to them as the reason of the diminished fatnlity of the siekin'ss^ and frequently 
recurred to it in the conversation 1 held with tliem. Tins was particularly the case at Kalgolah 
Ghat, from whene.c I learnt that some of the most ahiriniiig nowspafier accounts of the 
fever had emanated. 

4. At one jdace only, where fliore w’^as a tenuiorary dispensary, was it said that the dailv 

nuinher of attemling patients was on the ii.crea.-e. There it was nnliei*cl that the eases were 
more or h‘ss chronic, and liirtlier eiujiiiry brought out the fact that the distrilmtion of edicient 
remedies and of good food and clothing was rapidly ho(!oming more known (it w^as an outlying 
dispensary), and that tlie larger numbers merely represented tlie sick of a daily enlarging area. 
The dispensary had been in existence about a month. ^ 

5. Ill the town bazars and throughout the villafies, even in the narrow bywaj's, a high 
degree of cleanliness pre\£iiled ; there was not a foul sight or smell to he found. To say that 
jungle grows about the houses, that dwellings are clustered round small ponds in whicli the 
water is now scanty and looks unclean, tliat the banks of tlie ponds are covered to the watei^s 
edge w’ith vegetation, wdiich in well favored localities would hcMlescriln-d as luxuriant, hut in the 
presence of disease must bi? considered rank, is merely to say that iiic broad features of an onli- 
dary Bengalee village wore not wanting here. It inu.'^t. be aililed, lif-wever, that the moiM 
noxious heloiigings of sutdi places iii general were conspicuously ai>seiit. The ponds were iiut 
mere shelving hollows where w’uter had lodged, and tlic recejilaeles of all excreta and refuse 
matter from the houses. Tht?y were clean cut little tapks with margins nearly pt‘rpehdii*ular, 
shaped out and cared fi»r by the municipality, and the ajipearance ol tin* water was mcMoly that, 
Svhich follows of necessity on evaporation and vegetable growth. •Moreover, these village.s 
were all within easy reach of tlic river, and river water was useil for fomestic purposes by the 
inluibiianls, who were well acquainted with the title period, at which alone the river water is 

^ good. 

(i. 1 am well aware that this is not a description of an ordinary district village. It mav 

not be true of any single renioler place where tho fever has been most destriietiv(», but it i.s 
importaiil. in estirunling tlie influence of the more obvious superiieial conditions of iiisaluhriiy, 
in causing tliis lever, to note that it prevails in plaers when* there arc no such coiulilions, and 
wliere, as fur at least as the surface of tlie ground and the liahiis of the people are eonei'inctl, 
sanitation has not been neglected. 

7. It was remarkable also that whenever ciiquirv w’^as made into the classes of people 
who suHcrcid most, there was but one answer—rich ami poor li:ul sudeieil in equal proportion. 
Among the dispensary patients this jioiiit of course, was not illii.sirati?d. Food, stimulants, an<l 
clothing were with them an essential part of Ire.iluuMii ; iudeeil tliey eoiistiluted the wholelPif 
it when tlie stage had passed at which quinine is elf'ctive. Necessarily also when fever liad 
carried of the working members of iiiuny f.i.iiilies. dcj-tiiuti(»ii was one of the early contequttnee.s 
of tlie disease; hut no where was there evideiiec tliat scarcity i>t lood was in any way connected 
with the first appearance of f,hc sickness. That a malarious fever may first at!aek\vi aklf and 
ill-fed members of a community need not be doubled, and that its fatality will, in given* cases, 
ill some degree be determined by tho jirevious condition of the person attacked, is (quallv 
certain; but this is very far from conclusive of a want of iiourislinient as a primary twuse of 
the disease, and the fact attested by all the officers whom 1 met, that the people of Hooghly 
and Burdwan liave of late years boon in much bettor ciieiimstauccs (ban fornu‘rly they wen‘, 
makes it necessary to look elscwboro than in the general physique of the population for the 
true cause of the presout state of the districts. " ^ 
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H. Another point very noteworthy amon«j the events of this season is, that several villages 
formerly severely visited, have now escaped with little or no sickness. Of this Pandooahris an 
example. Nor lias the disease this year shown the same disposition that was evident in 1869 
to infest the bank of khah to the comparative exemption of places distant from water«courses. 
I could not ascertain that any material difference was observable in this respect. 

9. Passing on to Bnrdwan, I kept in view the same object which had guided me in 
Hooghly, namely, to learn liy oliservation and enquiry how the events of the current season 
are bearing on the scveriil hypotheses that have from time to time been put forward in cxplana* 
tiou of the origin and character of the fever. 

10. The names of the places visited in this district are given in the margin. They are 

all at short distances from ilv station. Mahachand the 

Mulmriiiuitl, llniaaiiBuU, Uun kccln, Goluliaut, UoOfrluy^ 

liuiiKpoor, iliiiiuor. there was the important difference that there was no 

hroiid Twvr to furnish drinkinj^ water; small, and ;]jradiially drying tanks and ponds the only 
available resource. The numerous dispensaries and food depots were in active work and 
cvitienlly in the full apprcciuiiun uf tiio people, but the complaint which oppressed the local 
oiliuers was, that tliere were not enouirii of the.se, and that all the medical resources at the 
command of (iovernment wojuld fall far short of wlnvt was required to diminish the frightful 
mortal it y which had not yet began to abate in the district. The i)artieularB of the medical 
work already accomplished will have hcen fully reported hy the Deputy Irispector-Cieneral of 
Hospitals, with llie designs which have heen formed for extending it. I confine myself to 
stating the conclusions to which, in iny opinions, past and present events point as to the origin 
and means of prevention of tlie fever. 


That, a fatal fever has of late years become endemic with seasonal outbreaks of extreme 
severity over a large tract of country which includes districts formerly among the healthiest 
in the provinces and that the fever, though traceable in the local history lor many years as 
an influence of varying but moderate intensity, has only of late assumed a devastating cliarae- 
ter, points forcibly to some change which has beeiS gradually at work in the physical condition 
of the tract, and is commensurate in extent, or nearly so, with the prevalence of the sickness. 
As observation proceeds in successive years it will no doubt ho proved, as it is already strongly 
indicated, that all attempts to localize the causes by comparing the results in diflererit spots 
within the infected tract lead only to inaderiiiate views of the magnitiulc of the evil, and of the 
scale on which jirevcntive measures to be eflectivc must be applied. A crowded or dirty village 
here, and poverty and foul drinking water there, may, and doubtless do, by predisposing the 
human system to any taint that may threaten it and impairing its resistance, deterniiriu m 
some degree the local I'catiiies of the disease when it comes; but if such things be held up us 
the cause of the specific fever, contradiction will arise in the history of other years wh<Mi places 
similarly predisposed are less severely visited, and of other places simultaneously visited with 
no such predisposing cause. It. is necessary to regard the circumstances of the whole tract 
affected and to treat such local things as incidental and capable of influeacing only the inci¬ 
dence of the fever among classes and places. 

With this view a cause sufficiently wide and potent is not far to seek. It is one which 
has already been brought to notice by medical officers, and with peculiar force by Dr. Smith, 
the Sanitary Commissioner, and one which I venture to think the events *)f each succeeding 
year tend more and more to bring into absolute demonstration, viz. the gradual conversion 
of a well-drained, healthy, and prosperous tract of country into the condition of the Lincoln¬ 
shire fens of many years ago, with a sub-soil water-lodged and exhaling marsh poisons for the 
pojiulution to absorb. 

14<. It needs but little penetration to see that the people arc suffering from the disease 
which is well known in fenny regions, and from its equally well known accompaniments 
ami consequences; nor can the dry a]q)carance of the immediate surface soil ho long a source 
of dec<»ptiou, for every wayside i)uddle shews that there is stagnant water within a foot of the 
surface even at this season of the year; and the general state of the sub-soil is a matter of 
necessary inference. So far the connection between the state of the ground and that of the 
people is obvious enough, and the remaining point for inquiry, 'viz. the inaniier in wliich this 
state of things has been brought about, is scarcely less clear from the reports of the engineers 
wdio have surveyed the fever districts. That there has been gradual silting up of the natural 
drainage outlets, is an established fact. It is on record that some of the water-courses, which 
now are unequal to the drainage of the fields or iUcir banks, wore formerly navigable by large 
vessels; and that the progress of this evil should have been greatly accelerated by the 
Damordah embankment, is but a natural result of intercepting the mass of water which 
annually scoured the channels and maintained their depth. An opinion prevails on the spot 
that the embankment through other meaua has caused the fever. It is thought that a healthy 
influence in the annual supply of fresh water by inundation, filling the tanks and clefiiising 
the lauds, has been lost, and that the fertilizing effect of the river silt is removed, to the 
impoverishment of the land and of the people; but these two beneficial agencies arc indirect in 
their relation to malarious disease, aud it is not necessary to include any such iu estimating the 



effects of embanking the river, for by the mere mechanical process of scouring the channels 
the inundation must have without doubt provided that for want of which the districts are now 
to all appearance suffering gradual depopulation. 


From C. T. Buckland, Esq , Commissioner of the Biirdwan Division, to the Officiating Secretary 
to the Government of Bengal in the Judicial Department,—-(No. 392, dated BurJwaii, 
the 80th December 1871.) 

I lUiVB the honor to return the enclosures of your No. 4340 of 29th instant, 
received this morning, and beg to refer you to my No. 890 of 29th instant, to which 1 do not 
see that I can add much. , 

2. I have desired the Magistrate of Burdwan to send me an immediate report showing 
the progress of the fever up to date, and I have directed him to send mo a weekly report every 
Saturday until further ordej;8. 

3. I have also requested the Magistrate to send a report showing how far my former 
instructions have been carried out for the distribution of food, stimulants, and clotliing, to those 
who really need them, and for keeping the native doctors supplied with a small contingent 
allowance to enable them to provide any petty comforts urgently required by pauper patients. 
1 have desired the Magistrate to spare no expense in providing food and stimulants and 
clothing, which 1 am gladlo observe the medical authorities recognize as being of almost as 
much importance as medicine. I observe with much satisfaction that the Dt^puty Inspector- 
General states that he has now sent up 20lbs of quinine for use in the Burdwan district.

The above being all comparable, afford the data for constructing a meteorological chart for 
the half month, which shall show the isobaric and isothermal lines and the resultant wind 
directions, which last may be represented by arrows of varying length proportioned to the 
prevalence of the wind. To these may be added the rainfall from the previous tables.

Statement ok Objects and Reasons. 

Theue are at present four different laws, 
besides several amending Acts, under which 
municipalities in Bengal are administered. The 
present Bill has been framed with the view of 
consolidating these different enactments into a 
single law. Opportunity has been taken to 
enlarge the powers of MuniGi])al ComniisHioners; 
to lay less municipal work and responsibility on 
the shoulders of Magistrates; to make Municipal 
Commissioners elective; and in other ways to 
afford more scope for municipal self-government. 
The Bill provides for three classes of municipa¬ 
lities ; in two classes the governing bod^ will 
be Municipal Commissioners, while the rural 
townships in the third class will be adminis¬ 
tered by punch ay ets. Municipal Commissioners 
will have power to adopt one or more of the 
ordinary forms of Indian municipal taxation, but 
for punckayets ouly one form of local taxation 
will be available. Municipal funds will be devoted 
to police and to ordinary municipal purposes; 
aud it is proposed to permit of their expenditure 


on the maintenance of education aud on the 
relief of exceptional distress. Village funds in 
third class Municipalities shall, it is proposed, 
he applicable to the payment of chowkeydars, to 
the maintenance of patahalas or rural schools, 
and to the supply of drinking water. Power is 
taken for Government or its oificers to intervene 
in eases where Municipal Commissioners or a 
puuchuyet may fail to maintain sullicicnt police, 
or where elementary education may not be avail¬ 
able at reasonable cost. Provision is made for 
nienibers of municipal bodies silting for the trial 
of petty offences committed within the limits of 
their townships. 

"In respect of nuisances, of conservancy, of 
vaccination, of town markets, aud such like mat¬ 
ters, the Bill adopts the provisions of existing 
Municipal Acts.

1. The Kiver Damoodah, connecting Rivers 
Bulessur and Xoteha and Kaleegunga. 

The Cowcolly llivcr, from its junction 
with the Kotcha and Kalleegunga Bivers, 
up to the place where the Jhallokati Bha- 
rani Khali rises. 

3. The Jhallokati Bharaui Khali, from its 
jiineiion with the Kiver Cowcolly to its 
opening into the River Jhallokati. 

4. Bhandaria Done, from its junction with 
the Jangalia River up to the place where 
the Khatakhally begins on the south, 
known iii its several channels as Augaria, 
JoolijkhaH, Galoon, Charkhally, Kanoodass 
Khati, and Bhandaria,^— 

is published for information under the provisions 
of sections XI and XII of the Canala Act (V of 
1804, B.L.C). 

1, Every vessel, not being n steamer or flat 
for which a fixed rate of toll has been provided, 
on entering any of the above navigable channels, 
shall he liable to meosureincnt by the officer in 
charge of the toll station, for tho purpose of 
ascertaining the amount of toll to be paid. 

2, The tonnage of every vessel, not being a 
steamer or fiat as aforesaid, whether laden or 
empty, shall, for the purposes of the Canals Act 
and of these rules, be determined by the following 
measurement 

(a)—^^rhe product of half the length of the 
vessel, from stem to stern, measured along 
the water-line, multiplied by the interior 
greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied 
by tho depth from the water-line to the 
bottom of the vessel, is to be taken 'OS the 
number of maunds upon which toll should 
be levied. 

^4)—The meas^rcxnent of the length is to be 
made in feet, rejecting inches. The mea¬ 
surement of the breadth and depth is to be 
made in feet, and quarters of feet, rejecting 
ortions of loss than a quarter of a foot, 
calculating the amount of toll to be 
levied, any fraction of 100 maunds, less 
than 50 maunds,Js to be omitted. 

3, No timber, bamboos or grass will be 
admitted, except securely and oompaotly packed in 
the form of a raft. There shall be no restriction 
as to the sizo of rafts, but the supervisor of tolls 
may order a raft to be lessened and divided into 
two or more rafts, when its size is such as to 
impede the navigation of the channels. 

' 4. Every ves^l entering any of the channels 

shall be furnished with a ticket on paying the 
prescribed toll. The ticket will specify the date 
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of entry, thi manndage of the vessel, and the 
amount of toll paid. Toll paid at the first station 
olears the passage through any tolls mot "after- 
wmrds qh the same voyage. 

6. No vessels whatever, except such as are 
employed on i^*rk8 connected with the mainte¬ 
nance or improvement of the lines of channels in 
question, shall be exempted from paying toll. 

6. Any person infringing any of the above 
rules, or wilfully interfering in their enforcement, 
shall be liable, under section XI of the Canals 
Act, to a fine not exceeding Bs. 50 for any one 
offence.

JUTE-WAREHOUSES.AND FIRE-BRIGADE. 

Mr. Bernard, in presenting the report of tlie Select Committee on the Bi 
to amend the law for the registration of jute-warehouses in Calcutta, and 1 
provide for the cstahlishiuont of an efficient fire-hrigade in Calcutta and i 
suburbs, said that he would ask His Honor the President’s permission that tl 
report of the committee be published in tlie gazette. As the report m 
already in the hands of hon’ble uicnibcrs, if the President would direct i 
publication, he would be in a position to move at the next meeting that tl 
report be taken into consideration in order to the settlement of the clauses i 
the Bill. 

The Phksidknt announced that the report of the committee would I 
published in the next issue of the gazette. 

MOFUSSIL MUNICIPALITIES. 

The order of the day for the ad journed debate on the motion that the Bi 
to amend and consolidate the law relating to inunitapalitics be read in Counci 
having bcjon read— • 

Mr. Bayley said, in reference to the consideration of this [Jill, ho might sa 
that he know of no subj(*et that could nuu’o reasonably claim tlu; fullest attontio 
of the Council, and he might congratulate the hon’ble member in charge of th 
Bill on the very careful and skilful way in Avhich tin? intricat(^ and numerou 
subjects of the Jiill w(?ro dt'alt with, and the way in which he had smrceedtjd ii 
retaining all that was valuable in the existing laws and rejecting the lea 
valuable portion, and those which it u'us found difficult to work in practice. 'J’lr 
Bill was mainly a consolidating Bill, Ujut it was a great deal more than s 
c-onsolidatiug Bill. It atteui])t.ed to deal in tlie tirst instance with two most dilHcul 
problems ; it gave the germ of an elective re]tres(uitatiou to municipalities, wliicl 
was ]>erha])s the greatest boon to the people that it could bo in the jiower of tlu 
Govcnimeiit to give; it also dealt with an exceedingly difficult and delicate 
(juestion by taking the first steji towards the compulsory cduc,atiou of the masi 
of the people. The hon’blo member, in making his statement, ex])lained full} 
the const itution of municipalities under the new Bill, and lie (Mr. Bayley) neia 
hardly go furtlu*r into that subject; but he would ])oint out, in ri^ferenco to tin 
number of official mcmlM'rs, that one-third was the maximum—that was to say, thai 
in a municijiality of ton members, three only could be officials ; and in ainunicipa 
lity of six members, only two would be official. Although he was not preparec 
to say that a JMagistrate with tact and discretion could not get a working majority 
in a nuini(;i]iality' so constituted, he thought it Avas v(.*ry clear that AvJien the non¬ 
official mind Avas diiiinclly at variance and in opposition, the wishes of the official 
members Avould go to the aa'uII. Ono-third as a maximum Avas, it Avas true, the 
maximum Avhich AV^e had bedbre in the Distriett Toavus’ Act of 18(18 ; but the Toavu 
Oommitt(H> under that Act was a merely consultative body'; whilst under the present 
Act they bad tlu‘ poAA'tir of initiation, and tlie jiOAViir of deiddiug on measui'cs laid 
before tbeiu. ITo bad beard a great deal of outside criticism upon this Ijill, 
and the gi'uoral line of objc(;tion taken had been this, iliat with the uumlxir and 
Amricty of taxes Avhie.h could or might bo imposed, and tlio variety of purjAoscs 
to Avbudi municipal funds might be devoted,’ there was the danger that the 
Govermuent AA'ouhl in tbe^ourso of tune remove froui the g(?ncral revenues the 
burden of muny^ tilings, such as the niaiutemuice of dispousarios, bos{)italH, 
education, and relief fuuils, and other public Avorks now homo by the general 
revcinw's, and Avoiild si lift these burdens upon municijuilitios. Wliilst he was 
prcpartsl to state his owia opinion that it was but riglit and ])ropcr that in the 
cotuse of time the Govcnimcnt should shift many of those burdens from the 
general revenues to local funds, ho was, not prepared to sny tliat* the time had 
come lor tl.io municipal funds to bear these burdens. I’o many of them, includ¬ 
ing such towns as l‘atna, UoAvrab, and Berhampore, the GoA'cnimont still had 
to give gi-nnts to supplement their police budgets, whilst the conservancy 
arrangombnts, tfrainage, and roads, in all nmuiei puli ties wero in a very imperfoct 
state. But whether or not the time luid come to dWert local funds towards s no b 
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rpoRCS, it was quite certain that the present Bill g;avc no assistance (except in the 
latter of education) towards the transfer, and the fears that were entertained on 
lat point were therefore groundless. Tlie constitution of-tljc municipalities 
mdered any such transfer against the wishes of the majority inij)ossible. (.)u 
iiie contrd'y, if anything, he thought the Hill Avent too far the other way, 
inasmuch as by fixing this maximum of one-third of olHcial nuanbcTs, wo 
very seriously weaktaied the cxecufivc; and he feanul Avliere ])rogi-ess and 
improvement were on one side, and economy on the other, tlie weight of the 
balance in favor of economy would be too great, and improvements would 
be unduly riitiuded. While on tlu'. subject of the c(»nstitution (»f municipa¬ 
lities, he wished to ask the hon’ble in<‘mb('r in charge of the Bill to give 
us some explanation of what was intended to be the scope of section 18. lie 
found that that section vested municijial commissioners with the jiroperty in 
schools, the, buildings, dispensaries, and other ])ublic institutimis which had 
hitherto belonged either to the GoA'crnment or to soimi quasi-])ubli(! bodies 
und(;r Government su])crvision, and it also jirovided for tlui endownumts umler 
which those institutions were kept up being transferred to the commissioners; 
but he did not sec anything in the Hill Avhich gave the Govi'rnment the power 
of setsing that these institutions were properly ktqit up in the futuj’o, or dtwoted 
to the piir])oses for which they Avero intended. He did not know Avludhcr the 
danger Avas a grtsat one, but it might happen that a negligent or cantankerous 
municipality Avould alloAV a school-house or dispensary to go to ruin rather than 
repair it, and the public who had subscribi^d for it, and vested it in the Govern¬ 
ment, trusting to the name and credit of GoA'crnment, Avould be dijceiAa'd, or 
these buildings might be jmt to jnirposes for Avliich they were never di'signed. 
The danger did not apjiear to be a serious one, but still he thought it ought to 
be taken into consideration. 

The next point in the constitution of municipalities Avas one of very gi'eat 
importance, A'iz. the 1 lower of the Government to frame rules for the election 
of commissioners, 'fhese rules still had to be framed, and as on their appli¬ 
cability to the purpose would dcjiend the success or failure for many years of 
the scheme, too much attention itould not be given to the subject, lie had no 
doubt that whatever adininistnitive talent was available to the Ideutenant- 


Governor would be made use of lor this jiurjiosc; but fhc impoi-tance of the 
section in this Hill was, that it aflirmed the principle that the Government was 
willing to giA’^e an elective franchise to municqialitii^s; and AvhateAau- rules might 
be laid down, or on whatever basis the representation Avas to be made, it was 
quite clesu’ that when the system of election -of commissioners Avas once adojited, 
the Government would not be able to go back from it. . • 


In discussing the details of the Hill, there Avere one or two points in regard 
to taxes to which ho wished to reftir. The first tiiur of these taxes Avere in force 


either in Calcutta or in various muniiapalities in the province, and the Avorking 
of them was known to most of the members of the Council. There were the 


tax upon houses, the tax uiion (iaiTiages and horses, the tax upon trades and 
callings, all in force in Calcutta, and the tax upon persons according to their 
means, which was in force all over the mofussil; so that there Avas n'ally no 
novelty in any of these taxes, and they did not therefore call for any sjiecial 
remarks. There were only two new taxes imposed under the Hill, auz. a 
tax upon processions and ceremonies and octroi duties. At the risk of 
being found guilty of irksome rcjietition, he woidd repeat that this accumu- 
latiou of taxes did not mean that more than one or two of them should hfr 


imposed together by any inunicipalitics, it was merely a choice Avhich 
municipalities would have of taking what was most suited to them. But 
as there was much outside dread that all these taxes might bo imposed’at once 
in any municipality, he hoped by continual I’epotition—as water by continual 
drojiping buries a stone—^to persuade the people that not more tliau one or tw«> 
of these taxes would be imposed at the same time. With.regai’d to the tax 
on processions, that seemed to him to bo a most reasonable and sensible propo¬ 
sition ; no one who know the way in which processions were managed in all 
native toAvns could deny that to some people they were nuisances--very 
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necessary nuisances, but still nuisances, and further they brought tocher had 
characters, and imposed special* duties upon the police, and therefore it seemed, 
to him that those peojilo who enjoyed this luxury should pay for it. He liad 
some actual experience in working this license in towns in Bohar. Those who 
had processions did not ohjoct to pay for the license; it was merely jiort of an expen¬ 
diture whicli on such occasions native custom expected to be a lavish expenditure, 
and the people who paid first class licenses would point to them in proof of their 
being jieople of imjiortatuje and magnitude. He thought the Council would agree 
with him that it was obviously fair that pcojile who likiid to have the luxury of 
procc8si(fh8 should jiay 1‘or them. 

The other new tax to which he would refer was the octroi duties. On this 
point ho wished first to ex])lain a mi8conce])tion under which some of his native 
li'ieuds seenuKl to labor, viz. that the octroi duty and the market dues were 
distinct and seiiarate taxes. The law by introducing the word “ or” made it 
clear that tlu rc' was only one tax, whether taken as an octroi duty jiroperly so 
called, viz. a duty u])on gcjods for consumption us they entered the town, or as 
a market duo wlnui tiu'y were exposed for sale. Thei’C was an alternative mode 
of levying th(i same tax and not an alternative tax. At the same time an octroi 
duty was not so simple a nail ter as it seemed to 'bo. It was o])en to great 
objection in some ]»oints. One of these objections, that it raised the price of 
food, had bec'n noticed by tlio member in (tliarge of the Bill, and he need not 
revert further to it; there were other objections also. I’lie great danger was of the 
tax being converted into a transit duty by municipalities, and ho trusted he 
might be allowtid to read to the Council portions of a resolution of the Govem- 
iiKiut of Indiil, laying down the princijde upon which otjtroi duties ought to be 
levied. The resolution was dated KHh November 1808, and was are-publica¬ 
tion of a previous resolution of the 14th December 1804. 

“Such duties should ho restricted to articles actually oouRiimed iutho towns, and shonld not bo 
im})ORD d upon 4 rticlctt of rominorce, or iiitcrfrro with tlie mitural course of transit trade. 

The (Hovonimcni of India has roaRon to l)c?lieve that llnisc Round princijilt'S, the truth of which has 
been €»«tabliHluMl by tbo pr(»hHi^od rxperieiifo of Uioru uouiilrioH of .Kuropo in which octroi duties 
formed coiniiionly a source of niiinicijial revenue, have been frequently lost sijrlit of, and that to 
meet the bunlfii of an annually iniTeasin*' oxjxMiililui’o upon jiolice, education, or sanitary 
im pm vein cuts, a widesiiread hj^rIciu of inxaiion has been introdueed, injurious to interests on which 
the burden in a ^reat inea.Rure falls, and sfandin^ in 1 .I 10 way of the proper development of the 
coininerco of ilio country. Jt is to little purpose that the imperial (loveriimeut reduces or abolishes 
customs duties in the interests of trader if municipalities are jicrmitted to levy duties on articles of 
commerce passing throuj^h their limits.'* 

The resolution tlicn wont on to point out that this was no chimerical or 
imaginary danger; that it had taken place in almost all parts of tho coimtry— 
Kurratjhco, Agra, Bdmhay, Oude, and the Punjab; and it fiirthcr said that Bengal 
wtis tho only jwoviiuHi to which such remarks were not applicuhlc. It might 
have said that Bengal was tho only province in which octroi duties had not 
boon inti’<>du(uid. 'fbo resolution then w(mt on to lay down tlwj only principle 
upon which octroi duties could be considered a proper tux. Tho Government of 
India said:— 

“Towu duties are a tax on the consumption of tho towns for whoso benefit Ihcy are levied, and 
they should on no account be extended to any article belougin^ to the transit or general trade, which 
ought to be jealously guarded. 

“If these principles arc strictly acted upon, and the duties be moderate in amount, the Govemor- 
CJoncral in Council is of opinion that there is iu many parts in India nothing objectionable in thia 
system of taxation for local purjmses. 

“ In wealthy comnninities, like tho.se of Europe, it maybe admitted that the balance of ailment 
is in favor of raising municipal revcTiues by direct taxation only, ami leaving tho local trade entirely 
free. But iu so poor a country as ludia^ it will, iu the judgment of the Governor*General in Council, 
be more commonly the best course to combine direct with indirect taxation ; for by this means alone 
can n sutlicicntly broad base be secured for niisiu;' a sulficii'nt income without undue pressure on 
individuals. So long as octroi duties on grain and other articles of consumption are kept at a 
moderate rate, they do not injuriously alfect small retail transactions with which tho poorer olusses 
are inniuly coiiccrued. Q'hat such dutie.s are commonly far more popular in India than any direct 
taxation, is a strong • argument in their favor, and the prejiidico iigjiinst them, founded on tho 
common pnicticc of Enghiiid, should not Im allowed to prevent their introduction under suitable 
limitations, where there is reason to think that^thc general feeling would be to prefer them to other 
forms of laxatiou.” 
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He observed that the Bill provided that octroi duties should only^ be intro¬ 
duced under special rules to be laid down by thb Government, and it was also 
specially provided that goods passing through and not entering into consump¬ 
tion should bo exempt, and thus that they should not he cohvci'ted into transit 
duties. thought that witli the rules to bo laid down by the Government, 
and with the safeguards provided in the Bill, wo need not liave any fear that any 
octroi duties that might be levied in municipalities would not be based upon these 
sound principles. Therefore as far as the principle of an octroi duty was con¬ 
cerned, he had no objection to raise. But there was another objection taken to this 
tax, viz. that, except in very peculiarly circumstanced towns, tlio (iostof collection 
of octroi duties would be altogether out of jiroportion to the amount collected. 
Where towns were not very large, and the contraption consocpieiitly not very 
great, it would never bo possible to provide a collecting estublishraent that should 
not be out of proportion to the amount collected; and even in large towns if they 
were not compact, and if the gh&ts and roads w'cro nutnerous, thonj would in 
most cases bo great difficulty in guarding the jdaccs of ingi’oss and egi’oss, and 
this would cause the cost of collection to bo imduly largo in j)roportion to the 
amount to be collected. In this very resolution the Goveranicnt of India 
had pointed out that some cases had arisen in which the <;o.st of collection 
amounted to 33 per cent, of the collections, and that the general average cost of 
collection was 20 per cent. In Bengal there wore not many largo towns, and 
certainly not so many as there, were in the Norih-W('stoni Provinces, and they 
were not so compact. Most of the large towns in Bengal had lai*go river fron¬ 
tages, and many points of ingress and egress, and consequently there was danger 
of the cost of collection being unduly enhanced. It wns for these reasons that 
the latoLicutenant-Govemors Sir Cecil Beadon and Sir William Gj'oy had objected 
to the introduction of octroi duties in Bengal. At the same time there wore 
some largo towns especially in Bchar which assimilabxl to a (!ertain degree to 
the towns in the North-Western Provinces, and in whi(;h thertiforc octroi duties 
might pro])crly be levied. At all events, it was for the raunicii;)al (roraraissioners 
of eacb town to consider whether their own circumstances were such as to 
make the introduction of octroi duties effectual. 

Wliile on this subject, ho thought he might quote still further from the 
resolution of the Government of India on the subject of tolls. The Bill allowed 
municipalities to levy tolls upon ferries, and also upon cai’ts and all beasts of 
burden coming into the town. Now ferries for muni(;i])al ])ur])oses, when they 
were established within municipal limits, were of coursti not objectionable. But 
thcTO were some towns in Bengal where a ferry was nothing but a means of 
transit from the opposite districts to the railway station. This was especially 
the case with the town of Patna, where the traffic of a whrtlc province might be 
ferried across the river and go straight to the railway station on the river 
bank without making any use of the roads of the town. Yet under the Bill the 
municipality might levy a tax upon that traffic for the pxirposes of the town. 
What the Government of India said was this. 

The Oovemment of India also desires to point out that a municipal liody can have no claim to 
take tolls on tmflSo entering its boundaries by roads or canals. Such imposts arc merely h means of 
raising money from tlio commerce of tho country for the benefit of the town in wlticli they are 
levied. It may bo quite legitimate for a municipmity to levy a toll on a rojid or bridge constructed 
within its own limits and for the convenience of the town, but wlicu the cost, of tho work has been 
recovered, the road or bridge should be thxown open to the public, or tho toll reduced to tho 
minimum neoessaiy to keep tire work in proper repair.” 

Accepting this as the principle upon which tolls ought to be levied, he 
thought it should bo remembered that the principle of tolls on femes i» s^h 
places should be to limit them to the amount that was rc(pisito for covering 
the cost of the ferry, and should not be made a cause of gam to the town. 

The next subject to which he would refer was section 133 and tho other 
sections of tho Bill in regard to police. It would be observed that the Bill gave 
municipal bodies very much larger control over tlioir own iiolice than that wliicli 
they had hitherto exorcised. No one could doubt that that was a yory proper 
control. The tendency had hitherto been to make municipalities support a 
more expensive police than they could afford in projxirtion to their requirements, 
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and he thon^ht it was quite rigfht that municipalities should have the main voice 
under certain safeguards as the number and strength of their own police* 
But section 133 wont a groat deal further than this. It transferred the control 
of the police to municipalities, and not merely the executive control, but the 
appointment, punishment, susi)cnsion, and dismissal of the members of tlie police 
force &om the police authorities to the municipal commissioners, or rather to a 
sub-committee of the commissioners. He thought there might bo some 
legal and technical difficulty about this section in connection with Act V 
of 1861. All police at present enrolled in municipalities were enrolled under 
Act V of 1861, and formed part of the general police of Bengal. Now Act V 
of 186r, in section 8, vtjstcd this control distinctly in the police functionaries, 
that was to say, in the district sftperintondent and his superiors. Moreover, the 
same Act in section 3 said, that except as authorised under the provisions of 
that Act, no person, officer, or court, should be empowered to appoint, superintend, 
or control any j)olico hmetiouary. The section of this Bill as it stood no doubt 
did direct that munuupal bomnussioners should bo empowered by the local 
Government to appoint, superintend, and control the local ])olico functionaries, 
and there might be a question whether the section of this BUI in its present 
shape could stand side by side with Act V of 1861. 

g His Honor the Pjiksident said, the hou’ble member was no doubt aware 
lis Council had full power to amend Act V of I 8 OI .3 
Mr. Bayloy continued. Ho merely throw this out as a legal point for 
the consideration of the Council, as the Bill (lid not propose to alter Act 
V of 1861. Hut beyond that ho might say that be objected on princi¬ 
ple to the position in which the district superintendent of police was 
placed under this setjtion. It was clear ^^fi-om the subsequent sections 
that tho district superintendent was still the executive head of the jiolicc 
under tho magistrate. But when w'c considered that the commissioners them-! 
selves were a fluctuating body, that they went out by rotation fix)m year to 
year, and that the sub-committco woidd be a fetill more fluctuating body; and 
when wo considered that the whole control of the municipal police was to be 
taken from the district suporintendent and given, not to one head but to many 
heads, to a body of men changing from year to year and mouth to month, and 
who from necessity had no knowledge and experience of police matters, then to 
expect anything like efficiency in ])o]ice matters under such circumstances was 
to DC sanguine to a most unreasonable extent. And he thought he might also 
point out that it w'as unfair to the district superintendent, who \mdor the magis¬ 
trate was responsible for tho working of the police, to (ixpcct, when all j)owcr 
was taken out of his hands, and when he was liable to bo thwartcjd at every 
tmm by an ignorant sub-committee, that he should be hold responsible for the 
efficiency of tho police. Ho did not mean that tho commissioners should not 
have a voice or control in the matter, but ho did think, in regard to punishment, 
suspension, and dismissal, these duties should be loft entirely to the district 
suporintendent under tho magistrate. Ho tnistod that this point would bo duly 
considered in committee and njceivo their attention. He would add that in 
some districts the municipal police was really a more important body than tho 
district police generally, and consequently it would bo a mere matter of 
economy that the district suporintendent should be.supported in his control 
over tho police. ^ 

Tho next point upon which he would ask leave to address tho Council was 
the subject of education; and hero he would wish to point out a distinctLon 
which might perhaps be overlooked in the first instance. Section 113 provided 
that tho mmiicipaf commissioners might dov(jte a i)ortion of their funds in 
aid of education in general, but did not specify any particular class of educa¬ 
tion to which those funds might be devoted. It had seemed to.him that 
there was a possible danger that mimicipal commissioners in Bengal might be 
inclined to give their assistance to tlie class of schools which they particularly 
affected, viz. a somewhat high class Df English-teaching schools. The result 
would be that they would take tho money of tho poor and devote it to the 
education of tho higher classes. But he saw further on that this was provided for 
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by sections 138 and 139 of the Bill, which gave jbho Lieatenant*Gk)V'emor power 
to enforce contributions from municipalities for ehmewimy vemactUar education. 
The distinction was that municipal commissioners might devote portion of their 
funds to the higher classes of schools, but must devote a small portion of it to 
elementary vernacular education. When this was put upon its proper basis, 
there could, he thought, be no real objection to tho provision—^not that he 
expected that his hon’blu friends opposite would not object to enforcing upon 
commissioners‘the duty of making payments on account of vernacular educa¬ 
tion ; it was new and theroforo it was horrible. But bo would point out that in 
almost every civilised country this was made a charge upon local rating, and 
he thought it might bo safely said that if our municipalities wore sufficiently 
advanced for even tho genus of self-govenimcnt, wo miglit fairly claim from 
them contributions for cduiration. It was well known that the majority of muni¬ 
cipalities were poor; that they had very small surjiluses and many wants and 
responsibilities; and there was no doubt that in tho first instance tlicy would not 
be able very largely to contribute towards education. But there was no doubt 
that they md at present manage to contribute something to the support of dis- 
pensfliries, and that many of them contributed very largely for this purpose ; 
and it was to a great extent owing to a not very recent ruling of tho Govern¬ 
ment, which allowed municipal contributions to be considered as jirivato sub¬ 
scriptions, and thus enabled them to call for further assistance from tho Govern¬ 
ment, that the number of dispensaries had of late voiy lai’gely increased in Bengal. 
If municipalities contributed towards dispensaries, then he thought there was no 
great change in principle in requiring them to contribute towards education. If 
tho people would only understand how closely allied ignorance was with disease, 
and both with vice, ho thought ho might say tliat to provide for elemoiitary educa¬ 
tion was really a first stop towards the future diminution of the charges lor police 
and hospitals. Although he had said that the principle was a new one, it was 
in one aspect not now; it was not so very diflerent from a well-known principle 
which had long obtained in Bengal under the system of providing patshalas and 
gooroo tmhashoges. In most villages in Bengal there were putshalaSj and gooroo 
nwhashoyes maintained nominally perhaps at the expense of tho zemindars, 
but in reality paid for by tlio ryots. He had no doubt that when the novelty 
had worn off, and when the peojilo became familiar with the idea, tho terrors 
of the unknown would considerably diminish, and the same enlightened liber¬ 
ality which had already studded Bengal with anglo and anglo-vornacular 
aided schools would in its new sphere of municipalities work to the some ends, 
and with similar and perhaps more useful results. 

There was one otner point to which ho would draw tho attention of the 
Council, though it was perhaps scarcely one upon which this Council could take 
any effective steps,—^it was in regard to the exemption of military officers 
residing in municipalities from taxation. Tho old law which was consolidated 
in tlie present Bill did not provide for this excmjdion, and tho present 
Bill even did not do so; and he had no doubt that tho Council would sec that 
thei'e was no obvious and fair reason why military officers, who shared in the 
benefits of mmiicipal govonimont, should not pay for those benefits with the 
rest of tho people. This question was raised m 1866 in connection with the 
suburban municipality and the cantonments of Dum-Dum and Barrack))ore, 
which weref once under the operation of cliowkoedaroo imions rnidor Act XX of 
1866. Tho military authorities claimed exemption, but the muuicipatttiqik. 
did not see any reason to exempt them. Tho question was referred to 
the Government of India, who said that tho question was a delicate and 
complicated one, and that it would bo considerea when tho whole subject of 
residence in canixmments came under tho consideration of the Government, and 
that in the moan “time military officers should not be culled upon to pay. From 
that time to this no orders had been issued upon the subject, and on, a recent 
reference it 'was found tliat ihe matter was still deemed too complicated 
for. decision. Ho did not see how the Council could do anything in this matter; 
but he wished to point out tliat in the portion of tho Bill which provided for a 
tax upon carriages and horses, exemption was given for single chargors belong- 
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ing to officoTH, but miiitary residents were clearly presumed pd presupposed 
liable along with the rest of the inhabitants to all t^^. Again, the Bill gave 
no power to the commissioners, or to the Government, to exempt any person or 
class of persons from any particular tax, save in the instance of the tax upon 
houses, where it gave power to exempt persons solely on the ground of poverty. 
Should the Government of India say that the military authorities were not to 
pay municipal taxes, the Council would bo in a dilemma, and the Government 
would bo (mliged to ask them for a special law to exempt them. Perhaps the 
hon’bic member in <;hargo of the Bill would consider the expediency of intro* 
ducing a section giving to the Government power to exempt any class of persons 
whom they should doom it necessary to exempt. 

He had no further remarks to make in respect to the details of the Bill. Ho 
expected no doubt that we should hear many objections raised to the Bill: we 
should be told that it wtis Utojnan to attempt to give even the germ of represen* 
tative government to the i)ooj)lo, -who had not shown themselves fitted for such 
government; that it was monstrous, while the prominent wants of the country 
were not satisfied, to o-i^ll upon them to provide for education: wo should be told 
that wo were legislating for the future; the taunt was perhaps a little stale, and he 
hoped that the future for which wo wore legislating was not a very distant future. 
He did not see how, consistently with our duty to our country, we could, whilst 
we were in India, do otherwise. It was not for us to say, “ until you can swim 
you shall not go into the water; until you know the value of representative 
institutions, you shall not have them; mitil you know the benefits of education, 
you shall not be given the means of education.” If we were not to bo in the 
van, if wo were not to lead the poophs in wliat wo believe to bo the path of 
progress, he kiuiw iK»t what other duty we had. It was surely not for us in thiw 
country to sink to what a recent witcr speaks of as “'^adraimstrativo nihilism,” 
and to confine our attention solely to maintaining the distinctions between 
meum and tuwn. 'riic foundation stone of municipal institutions in Bengal was 
laid by Sir Cecil Besadon in 1804, and during the whole of his Lieutenant* 
Governorshi]) he supoivdscd them with great ])ersonal interest and care. He 
looked upon this Bill as the natural and necessary sequel to the legislation of 
1804. He had frequently heard it said that the work which was done then was 
a sham, and he could quite undemtand how, from an English ]X)int of view, and 
when compared with English institutions, it would appear to be a sham. To 
his view it was not so. Such municipalities as wo hud, and such municipalities 
as wo shall under this Bill have, Avero no doubt most imperfectly developed, but 
they were adapted to a very imperfect ago and state of society. It appeared to 
him that it would be as reasonable to say that the fioets of our ancestors 
were a sham because they were not iron*ciad, as it was to say that these 
municipal institutions, though adapted to the special circumstances of the 
(jountry, wore a sham, bccaus(j they were not equal to English institutions. 
It ap]K'arcd to him that they Avere capable of expansion, development, and 
gro^h, and ho had no doubt that we should see that they would develop, 
and be mostusofiil and important means of national education; and he knew 
of nothing in the Avhole 8co])o of public administration that could be compared 
in its importance as an instrument of national education with local selfigovem* 
ment, and for this local self-govonmiont the Bill provided, ho believed, a very 
satisfactory and hopeful foundation. He trusted that this Council wbuld affirm 
that principle by referring the Bill to a sdeet committee. 

llA.TAn JoxK£NDKo MoiiiTN Tagore Said, as fur as ho had been ahlo to master 
the details of this Bill, he did not think there was anything to which exception 
could be taken as regards the consolidation of the different Municipal Acts now 
in ojioration. Ho confessed, however, that he did not quite see the necessily of 
this consolidation, unless the object were to impose new taxes* and throw new 
respoiwibilities upon the people. But this was what struck him to be the most 
objectionable feature of the Bill. Already there was an outcry throughout 
the country against the excessive pressure of taxation; tax after tax wasroing 
imposed upon the people in one shape or another, (it mattered not whether 
imperial or local), and the.minds of the people had been thrown into a state of 
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uncertainty and alarm. He would appeal to^ the official member*! of the 
Council to bear him out in these observations. The days of the pagoda 
tree now no longer existed, and stubborn facts had proved to the world 
the exceedingly poor condition of the people of this country. It was only 
the other day that a respectable journal published an abstract of the 
income tax^ statistics of the Lower Provinces, which showed that only 43 
in every 10,000 persons could be assessed under schedule A of the Act. 
Allowing sufficient margin for the over-assessment of the income ttix officials, the 
poverty of the population generally was quite patent. He submitted whether 
under these circumstances now burdens were not likely to create a deal of 
dissatisffiction. 

The hon’blo member in char^ of the Bill had said that two only out of the 
seven forms of taxation provided In the Bill wtjre now. But he bogged to draw 
attention to the fact that the provision for the precession tax itself included 
another tax, viz. a tax upon ceremonies not exclusively religious, but which had no 
connection whatever with processions. Tolls upon vehicles and beasts of burden 
has been hitherto levied in certain places whore roads had been constructed by 
the ferry fund committees, but as far as ho was aware he knew of no instance 
in Whidh they had been collected within any municipal limit. The license tax 
upon trades and professions was known only to the metropolis of Calcutta, and 
would be entirely new to all the mofussil municipalities. Of the other taxes 
it should be remembered that somo only were ai)plicable to one class of 
mutiicipalities and some to another; but under the Bill as it stood all those taxes 
might, u necessary, bo imposed in any one place. True it was that the t^es were 
not to’bo compulsory, but with so many now obligations upon the municipalities 
there must of necessity be now taxes, and the only choice the people womd have 
in the matter would bo to submit to just as many taxes as might bo^ceSsary 
to meet the increased demands on the municipality. Our nursery tales 
related that in former days persons conviijted of capital offences were sometimes 
generously offered their choice of the mode of death they liked to die; 
death they certainly had to meet, but they bad the consolation of selecting 
the way in wliich they preferred to be killed; the position of the rate¬ 
payers under this Bill Would be something similar. Taxed they must be, 
and that heavily too, but they would have the satisfaction of selecting 
the sort of burden they would like to bo pressed with. It might be urged 
that as the Commissioners were to be elected, and as representatives of the 
people, they? would accept only such burdens as would bo suited to their 
mpLities and conditions. He was not sure how far, with rare exceptions, 
the population of mofussil towns were littgd for elective municipalities; 
but however that might bo, he was humbly of opinion that as long as the 
Magistrate would be the Chairman of the Commissioners, the other Com¬ 
missioners must necessarily sink into the position of hoktm members;” 
for who that hfeld any subordinate office under Government, or owned any 
property in the mofussil, would think of incurring the displeasure of the futkim ? 

Besides, power was reserved to the Government to remove any Commis¬ 
sioner for ne^ect of duty, and nothing would bo easier for a Magistrate thim to 
report the name of any Commissioner for removal, who might happen to oppop 
the Magistrates’s scheme of taxation. Moreover, power was given by the Bill 
to the Government to compel Commissioners to do certain things. The hon’ble 
the President had on a former occasion observed that this power would 
be confined to three things, viz. education, the maintenance of roads, and 
police. With all deference to the views expressed by His Honor, he (RajEh 
Joteendro Mohun Tagore) would take leave to draw the attention of the Council 
to the latter portion of section: 137 of the Bill, which ran as follows 

And th« Ideutenaat-Governw may, on the report of such committee, coll upon the Oemmie- 
rienerstbv requisition in writing signed by him and published in the Calcutta to raise 

the necessary iunds carry out the purpocet of this Act, and thereupon if the Commissioners 
neglect for 'the space of three months then next ensuing to comply with the said requintion, the 
Li^teiisilt^Ternor may direct the Magistrate to raise the necessa^ funds under the provisions 
of lAis Aci and carty out ts all retpect* the purpotet thereof'* 
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He spoke under correction, but it 8eeme4 to him— 

[His Honor the President 'explained that it appeared to him that section 
137 was complete in itself, and that the words read out referred specially to 
that section and not to the whole Act.^ 

Kajah Joteendbo Mohun Tagore continued.—However that might be, under 
the circumstances mentioned he must confess that he thought that the elective 
system would bo nothing but in name, and that the real power would be in the 
hands of the magistrates. Ho was free to confess that these o^cials generally 
had nothing but the good of the country at heart: but their stay in any one 
statioifbeing for a limited period only, with an excusable human feeling, they 
were anxious to make their short administration as brilliant as might be, and 
leave their impress on tlie locality. Necessarily they were anxious to carry out 
their English notions of municipalities with nigh pressure speed. If the law 
therefore afforded such facilities of taxation as were given by this Bill, tax 
after tax would be imposed upon the people, and their sufferings would have 
no end. 

As to third class municipalities he did not quite understand how the ques¬ 
tion of chakran lauds could be se})arated. He presumed that it was neither the 
intention of the Government to make the people maintain a double set of men 
for the same }>o]ice duties, nor to release the owners of chakran from their 
obligations, and mako them a gift of the lands rent-free. He was not in full 
})Ossession of the circumstances under which the Government intji^nded to 
proceed in this matter, and he was not therefore in a competent position to 
enable him to discuss the matter further at present. 

With reference to the subject of education he begged to bring to the notice 
of the Council tlie fact that the present funds df municipalities could never be 
found adequate to bear the additional charge for education. With this new 
obligation therefore there must of necessity be a new tax, although it might not 
called an educational cess. The effect, however, would be the same, whether the 
tax was taken in the name of an educational cess or in any other name. TTi> 
Honor the President had justly observed that there was hardly a village in 
Bengal in which there was not a patahala. He (Rajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore) 
would go a step further and say that there was hardly any considerable villago 
in which there were not t^vo or tliree patshalas, whicn proved that the volun¬ 
tary system of odu(?ation was working well. TTiere were of course some excep¬ 
tional places in which no such institution as a palahala existed, but the presump¬ 
tion, in such cases, was that the people in such places being either actual cultivators 
or laborers could not spare their children for the schooX and consequently the 
w^t of primary education was not felt there, and, even Upatahalw were esta¬ 
blished m those places, little or no advantage would betaken of the benefits they 
would afford, unless a system of compulsoiy education wore introduced by the 
Govomnaent. The effect therefore of having such compulsory provisions m the 

Bill would be to empower overzcalous magistrates to establish patahaliia where 
they would bo absolutoty useless, or to raise existing patahalaa to a standard 
far beyond the means and requirements of the people. 

Mr. Robinson said that this Bill for the consolidation of the municipal law 
was one of the most important measures that had ever been laid before the 
Council. Whereas municipalities were undoubtedly the true foimdation of free 
institutions,^ and this Bill would be the most important and comprehensive step 
towards giving the people of this country something in thb form of self-govern¬ 
ment, to which legislation had been tending since the government was talmn over 

by the Crown, ho thought that in considering this Bill we ought to diignn>ff 
entirely from our minds any idea that we were introducing any boon of 
western civilization to the people of this country. For the real feet was that 
the people of India were pprlbctly well acquainted with municipal institutions —• 
that they lived under social institutions, bearing all the force m id effect^ of 
municipalities, liundreds of years before the British came to India. On a 
former occasion he had remarked that it would be highly desjrable, in connec* 
tion with the subject of taxation, that the opinions of the bulk of the people 
should be made known to the Council. His Honor the President then rei^ked 
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that it would be extremely desirable that that should be done, but that the masses 
of the people had no ropresentatives in this Couneil, and that there was much 
difficulty in ascertaining what their real sentiments were. He (Mr. Bobinson) 
certainly did not represent the people of the country, and ho was not aware 
that eTm the native gentlemen who sat in this Council did so. Considering that 
this Bill, which related to a subject with which the people of this country were 
thoroughly acquainted, he thought it would bo most desirable that every possible 
step should be ta^en by the Government—and he had no d.oubt that it was in 
the power of the Government to take such stops—^to ascertain the views of as 
large a portion of the native coramunitj as possible, especially in regard to the 
diiferent forms of taxation to bo imposed by the Bill. He had himself soon a 
strong illustration of what the native jK>pulation could do in carrying out many 
of the objects of municipal institutions. In the city of Ilattras in the North- 
Western Provinces there was not a European resident, either official or 
non-official, and there was no official from between 25 or 30 miles of the 
place. But under the supervision of native gentlemen in the place, that city 
was |is perfect and well-worked in its arrangements as any place he had ever 
seen in India; it was clean, well-ordered, and well-kept in every possible way. 
It seemed to him that we must assume that if the people of the North-Western 
I^vinces could accomplish such a result as that, it must bo equally possible for 
the people of Bengal, who, as a rule, were possessed of- higher intelligence, to 
produce similar results, and to be able to give most important advice as to how 
those results could best bo arrived at. 

The subject upon which a ^eat deal had been said was the variety of the 
forms of taxation. His Honor the l^osidcnt had described them as a choice of a 
number of good things. He (Mr. Robinson) was inclined to think that these good 
things wore really too many. He would not at present enter into details; that 
wouMbo done when the Council came to consider the clauses of the Bill; W. ho 
could not see how this variety of taxes could bo levied without their becoming 
cumulative. The hon’blo member in charge of the Bill, in alluding to this sul^ 
ject, had said that in a place in which one or two of these taxes were applicable, 
the others would not be resorted to. He (Mr. Robinson) really could not 
follow the hon’blo member’s argument, and ho thought that, on consideration, 
the hon’ble member woidd find that that could not be meant. It was veiy true 
that, as a rule, the greater number of these cumulative taxes would fall only upon 
•the richer people in municipalities, but still, even in regard to them, it would not 
be fiur or reasonable that they should pay in excess of what their position 
demanded. Another objection which struck him with regard to this great 
variety of taxation was this, that municipalities would be^piided by different ideas 
fi-nd differont views, and it seemed to him that it would bo iiqpossiblo to avoid the 
^ect of one place being made very much dearer or very much cheaper than 
another, and the people woidd naturally flock to cities under municipal institu¬ 
tions where those charges were light, and that they would naturally leave those 
cities where the municipal charges were heavier, and there might bo constantly 
considerable and very disturbing fluctuations of the population moving about 
the countiy, and disarranging the plans of many municipalities, specially 
upsetting their estimates of income. 

The only special tax to which he would now allude was the octroi duty. 
That he considered in every way to be a most objectionable tax: in fact, ho 
could not see how to get over the physical difficulty of collecting it in aw way 
except in walled towns having gates of entrance. Ho had been lately tSrougn 
several walled cities in Italy where this tax was collected by guards stationed at 
the gates, which he believed to be tho only way in which it could be collected. 
But it seemed to him that it would bo impracticable in tho straggling, open 
towns in Bengal to effectively collect the tax at all at a cost that could make 
it remunerative to municipalities. In addition to that was tho difficulty pointed 
out by the hon’blo member who opened the debate (Mr. Bayley), of avoiding 
this tax becoming a transit duty. Ho thought that was a matter for grave 
consideration, and he entirely agreed with the hon’blo member in all the 
remarks which he made upon that subject. 
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One other remark be would idake, whieh wte iio2pctriiap8''ezactljr in eoimeo- 
tion mth tlie comderation. of the present Bilh was the proposal that under 
oortain restriotions the commissioners should be toUde elective. He thought it 
was highly desirablo that the elective principle should be carried out as &r as 
possiblo; but ho would august that probably it would be desirable that that 
prinmple should first be tiied in Calcutta where it did not^ eziirt. He fhought 
It woiud be very advisable to try it here, where municipal institutions had 
been in existence for some years, and the result would be, a safe rade in 
extending it to municipalities in the mofussil. He felt Strongly ^t this 
was a Bill of groat importance, and he was sure^ that all the members of 
the Council would give it their must earnest consideration. Ho hoped that 
if the discussion on this Bill was taken in the freest and fullest manner 
{K)S8ible, and if every information was sought for from the people who 
would be affected in their social life by the institutions proposed to be esta^ 
blished under the Bill, and fair attention given to those opinions, ho was 
sure it would be passed, in a form which, while providing for the prosperity 
of the people under the Government of Bengal in the future, would at die same 
time avoid creating dissatisfaction and irritation in the present, an object he 
considered most especially to be desired. 

Baboo Digumbeb Mitter said, he fully appreciated the good intentions and 
the liberal views which had inspired some of the leading provisions of the pro¬ 
posed measure, and however -widely opinions might differ as to tneir 
adaptability to this country, they afforded at any rate an assurance of 
the generous and enlightened policy which it tras the wish of die Go¬ 
vernment to pursue in the administration of these provinces. There 
could be po question that it would materially forward the cause of good 
government,' if the people, under well-oi'ganized institutions, undertook 
the management of their own local affairs. But the question still re¬ 
mained, wore the conditions mot with in this country sndi as to encourage a- 
reasonahle hope of these popular institutions being successfully introduced here ? 
It was needless to inquire whether or not such institutions were congenial to 
the genius of the Aryan race, to which it was said it was Our privilege to belong, 
or vmether they were at any time in existence in this country. It was sufficient 
for our present purpose to know that indigenous institutions of the kind, even in 
a qualiffed form, were nowhere to be found at the present day, at any rate in 
Bengal, and he must confess, however reluctantly, that the oounfry was Ueitber 
politically, socially, morally, or intellectually prepu*ed for their reception. 
Apart from other considerations, upon which he need not dwell, he would only 
observe that the very essence of such institutions, tiiat from which they drew 
their vitality, and upon which their successful working was mainly dependant, 
-was totally wanting here; ho meant public spirit) viz. that enlightened idea of 
solf'intcrcst, which prompted men under certain political conditions to saborffi- 
nate individual to public good, and to submit cheerfully to self-sacrifice so that 
the well-being of the community might bo promoted. There was no want of 
private ehaaity, no want of active sympathy, of a strong impulse, to relieve the 
sufferings of others; but such a ^ing as a woll-directed confrHleration for the 
advancement of the common interests of the community was utterly unknown. 
The only object for which such an union was at present possible, was When a 
Banvaroe Poojah was to be celebrated in the village, or Wnen a mitiij 
rendered himself obnoxious by ids heterodox opinions in religion, was to be 
outcasted. It would, ho hoped, be hardly contends, that such a state of social 
disintegration was at all congenial to the healthy development 6f popular 
institutions, which, wherever they existed, wore fountt to be the out-tiome, ana not, 
as ho humbly believed, the precursor of national adf-govemment, which it was 
His Honor’s earnest wish to foster among the people of the oountiy. It was 
not to bo wondered at, therefore, that the attempt hitherto made to naturalize 
these institutions in this country had not resulted in success. of 

dually attaining to the dignity and usofuhiess of popular institutums, whetiier 
for the impartial and judicious levy of taxes, or for the equitable application of 
the same, they had for all pi-actical purposes degenerated mto -orgainaations for 
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ssting one man with hresponsible power in’rospect of both, and the power, 
was sor^ to say, was seldom exerei^d .with a sparing hand. It was a gene- 
complaint that the taxes the rate-payers had to pay were heavy: nor were tlioy 
artially' levied; and instances, were not quite unl^own of the pressure of the 
licipal taxes having driven men to desert their ancestral homes and hearUis, 

, expatriate themselves to places where these institutions wore yet unknown, 
ther were the purposes to which the municipal funds were apt died such as 
sfitted the general body of rate-payers, nor such as they would sanction if 
T had any will of their own in the matter. The real truth was tliat the 
rofficiol native * members could not, for many reasons, exercise a salutary 
Hk over the action of the chief executive offic(>r of the municipality, iwir 
Id they individually or collectively venture to ojjposo him in any of his pot 
Sures at the possible risk of incuri'ing his displeasure. There were, ho admit- 
exceptions, and honorable ones ttio, but novorthcloss they were exceptions 
bh only went to prove the mle. The only check und<’r the circumstances b) 
itovagtinco, a weakness to wliich we were all more or less liable, when disbursing 
ney which did not belong to us and for which we were not accountable, was 
,t which was iin])osed by the forbearance of tlie executive himself. Such was 
(Baboo Begumber Hitter’s) experience of the municipal institutions as they 
I been found on trial in this country; and holding the causes of their liiilurc, 
ialrendy stated, to be those which wore not easil^’^ removable by legislation, ho 
os far from sanguine of happier results attending tlui improvoinont so liberally 
' conceived and (iamostly contemplated to bo introduced in their constitution. 
He was afraid that his views on the subject would not bo sympathizod with by 
some of his educated countrymen, but ho rogretbid ho could not, for the sake of 
an idea, close his ears to the loud complaints which these so-called popular 
institutions had already evoked; and without meaning that those institutions 
should bo at once swept away, he would bring them under more elUciont 
control than could bo oxcrcisod by the non-ollicial commissioners, under such 
control as he believed, and he trusted to a certain exbuit would bo met by section 
205 of the Bill. At any rate, he felt considerable reluctance in supporting the 
further extension of these institutions, esijecially to rural villages, us ho believed 
was contemplated under part XII of the Bill. 

As for the now sources of taxati<m proposed in the Bill, their propriety or 
otherwise could not, he humbly thought, bo fairly considered without at the same 
time taking into consideration the nature of the obligations which the Bill sought 
to impose u])ontho municipality. If the obligations w'ore such as should justly 
devolve upon them, or su(jh as, under existing circumstances^ they were impera¬ 
tively called upon to undertake in the interest of the rate-payers, the municipality 
must any how lind means to discharge those obligations, and it would merely be a 
question for consideration whether, in view of the agency available, and other 
circumstances peculiar to jiarticular localities, some of the proposed now taxes 
would not be infinitely more harassing and vexatiously burdensome to tho 
rate-payers than an augmentation of the present diroist taxes, and whether 
the levy of such taxes would not entail an expenditure in establishment quite 
disproportionate to their jirobable gi’oss yield. Ho woidd, however, bike this 
opportunity of respectfully objecting to taxing general income for municipal 
pui'poses. He admitted that tho provision to tax according to circumstance.^ 
was not quite an innovation in this Bill, but it had never before taken that 
definite and practical shape which ho believ(>d section 32 of the Bill was , 
designed to give to it. As regarded the tibligations which were recommended 
to bo imposed upon the municipality, viewing them with tho light thrown upon 
them by His Honor at tho last mooting of the Council, viz. that all of J;hem 
were not compulsory, ho should have had little to say in respect of them if ho 
thought they would really bo self-imposed, or, in other wcmls, if tho bodies to 
whom the choice of imposing them was to be delegated, had any of tho' essential 
elements of self-government in their composition, or if he thought that the same 
could be infused into them by means of legislation. But, as he beliovod, the 
choice of their imposition would rest with some others than tho rate-payers, and 
as, after all, the municipalities, as had been so aptly described by the Hon’ble 
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Mr. Straclicy iu the other council, were but a branch of the Goveminent, it 
was on that account of the utmost importance that the principles nnder-lyinjf 
those obligations slumld be carefully examined before they acquired the force of 
law, and that task could not be better performed than by the select committee 
to whom the Bill mi^ht bo referred. 

As for education howovcjr, ho was glad to be able to endorse folly all that 
had been said on the subject by His Honor and tlie hon’ble member in charo'O

There could bo no (piestiou that every child had a riarht to receive an edu-

(iountry, viz. by nnjans of the grudiial applit'.atlon of tho gi‘aiit-in-aid system. 
Mass education was no doubt desirable alike iu tho interests of good govern¬ 
ment and of humanity, but it was eciually dinsirablo that a sudden disruption 
should not take pla(;e in the existing sotnal and industrial economy of tho 
country, by its being quickened by a sort of hot-houso tnjatment, or pursued 
under a system of tuition which might inspii’e a distaste for the specially 
arduous life to which at least three-ffmi'ths of tho jmpulution of tho country were 
d(?8tined. And towards that end he liilly agreed with His Honor that the indige¬ 
nousor education by ^ goroo mohvthog, w'hich until lately was the only 
oducatiop available to the middle classes in all the mofussil towns, was fax prefer¬ 
able to the systt'm of mass education inaugurated by the educ.ation department, 
which, besides being expensive, aimed at imparting a kind of education evidently 
inconsistent with a life of drudgery, w'hich, as he liad already observed, three- 
fourths of the poiiuliitioTi must inevitably lead. But it might bo said that the 
scheme <jf mass (ulnc

In regard to tho only o<]i(.*r new obligation imposed on the municipality, 
viz. the support or relief of the poor, lie was afnud that the country would 
regard it as tho thin end of tl^o wedge towards tho general introduction of a 
“ poor rate.” He did not for a moment deny that tho really helpless had a 
claim for support upon the connnunity to which he belongcif, but tlio social 
system of the country, to whicli tho utmost respect was yet paid, was such 
tiuit legislative interference in that dirtjction was scarcely called for. There 
were few Hindoos or Maluanedans in tlic couiitiy who would refuse to give 
shelter and food to a lieljilcss relative, however distantly connected by blood, 
and it was to tliis happy feature iu our sotrial fabric tlmt was maiidy duo tlio 
fact, that death by starvation was seldom or never heard of in this country 
except in times of widespread and general disti-css, such as could only.be 
caused by famine. He humbly (piostioned therefore the wisdom of the policy 
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which sought to substitute an expensire and of necessity a complicated machi¬ 
nery of relief under the authority of law, for one whicih was alroady in opera¬ 
tion, and was working satisfactorily, on a self-acting princiiilc. 

Mottlvt Abdool Ltjtebp said ho had listened with pleasure, and studied ho 
hoped with profit, the speeches made at several mo«jtings of the Cotincilby the 
hon’ble member in charge of the Bill, and he must say that seldom had a 
measure, involving tho delicate application of so many imp »rtaut principles of 
local finance and taxation to tho necessities of a provirieo so little advanced in 
municipal experience as Ihmgal, been explained with such clearness and preci¬ 
sion. Ho had also been mindful of tho o})inion8 express(‘d outside of this 
Council, and he could not but regard it as a fortunate circumstance that public 
opinion was sufficiently advanced to he able to appreciate the benefits of a 
measure about to be extended to the country. If ho might venture on a sug¬ 
gestion at this stage of the Bill, he would propose that the Bill whioh gave a 
consolidated municipal law to all places in the rnofussil to which the fiovcrn- 
ment migiit determine to extend it, and left out tho Presidency town of Cal¬ 
cutta for reasons whicli were self-evident, should also leave out the munici¬ 
pality of tlio suburbs of the metropolis which had a municipal law of its own. 
That law was quite sufficient for all practical purjmses, and only required some 
amendment to make it complete, for which asliort Act would answer far better 
than bringing tho suburbs within the range of tlds municipal law. In fact 
it would be difficult to work such a law in the suburban municipality, tlie 
administration of which was but little different from that wliich prevailed in 
Calcutta. The police of the suburbs was controlled from the police office in 
Lall Baifidr. There was a very large European and weslltliy and intelligent 
native population in tho suburbs, wliose wants and requirements of municipal 
government were far ahead in such matters of those of tho people in the 
places to which the Bill under discussion might he held to apply. He would 
therefore strongly recommend llui insertion of a special clause exempting the 
suburbs of Calcutta from the operation of this Bill. 

As regards the taxes proposed, there was, in his opinion, very little reason¬ 
able objection to tho number included in the Bill, since it was optional with 
municipalities to select whichever of them they liked; 1ml lie must say that tlie 
octroi was not at all suitable to the circumstaiiccs of towns in iieng il. 

Mr. Wyman said he had no doubt that not only this C>Vmucil, hut tho 
general public, would bo grcally gratified at tho.introdutjtiou^ of this JJill, whicli 
proposed not only to consoliaato and imjirovc the variouij laws relating to 
municipalities throughout Bengal, but also to introduce tho system of election 
of municipal commissioners. The hon’blc momher opposite (Mr. Uobinsou) 
hod remarked that there was nothing novel in tho features which this Bill 
proposed to introduce, us municipal institutions had existed in a groat -state of 
portection hundreds of years hoforo wo came to tliis country. Tliere w'as no 
doubt that municipal institutions did exist in Bengal Imndreds of years ago, 
but it was also tho fact that those institutions did not exist now. 'I’hereforo the 
alarm with which this Bill had been received by certain classes was to a certain 
extent understandable, inasmuch as it contained novel features and ju’oposod to 
extend municipal taxation. That tho I'csult of the Bill wiiuld. be to increase 
taxation in the small towns, ho had very little doubt, but sotiiiig that^ 
a safeguard was allowed in the shape of the liberal provision allowing two- 
tliirds of tho corumissionors to be eh*cted, lie thought that that objection 
was almost met.’ As civilization and intelligence incrcasod, tho desire to expend 
more money, and therefore to raise more taxes among municipalities, woifld 
undoubtedly take place, and the fear whicli had boon expressed, that tliis already 
heavily-taxed province would bo still further called upon to contribute to 
local improvements, would only, ho feared, bo too surely realized. It seemed 
to him that there was no escaping such a resiilt, and thcreibre the only plan 
was to protect the interests of tho poujile by giving them a large voice in tho 
government of municipal affairs. 
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Ho had not had time to study tho details of the Bill in the manner in 
which ho had wished to have done, hut he trusted to he able to do so after¬ 
wards. Tho only point to which he wished to refer, was the compulsory jjower 
vested in the Lieutenant-Governor in respect to police, roads and education. In 
regard to tlie first two points. His Honor the president had so thoroughly explain¬ 
ed the absolute necessity of roads and police—the necessity of the one being kept 
in efficient order, and of tho oth(;r being uiaintaiued at its jiroper strength for the 
protection of life and proi)Ci'ty—that nothing more could bo said upon the subject. 
But he found liinisclf in a v(!ry difficult position when he (;anie to consider the 
next matter, namely educati<»n ; for, w’lnle his fooling was dtmbtful as to the 
desirability of havijig a compulsory provision in rospc'ct to the education of a 

J )eoplc who wore so far behind their wants and civilization as tho people of 
iengal wore, and while he felt—if ho might so term it—the danger of those pro¬ 
visions being cju’riod too far, he.also f(?lt most strongly tho necessity for the 
education ol‘ tluj masscis. lie kmnv that lu; would bo mot by the argument that 
England had very rcicently introducjod what was considered the Aviso and neces¬ 
sary inoasurtj of compulsory education of the peojdc ; but it had taken a very 
long time to form that opinion, and it Avas only to-day, as it were, that oj)iniou 
in England had become strong enough to pass siuli a measure of compulsoiy 
education, and the comparison lietAvecm the intelligent status of the people of 
England and the v(?ry poor of the province of Bengal coidd hardly be said to 
be a fair one, and in fact the comparison could hardly be made at all. Therefore 
ho felt somewhat doubtful whetlurr we were justified in resp(?ct to the adoption 
of compulsory ed\ication of tho masses in this country, Avho perluips did not 
need it, in relation to their pcsculiar condition, quitefeo urgently as was supposed. 
But he really could not affirm the. contrary ])rinciple, because he felt that it 
would in’the end conduce to the diminution of taxation by decreasing crime 
and increasing commercial ])rosperity. He nieniy threw out that remark as 
it occurred to liim, but ho felt certain that tho wisdom of this Council would 
affirm sutii princi])le8 in such a way sus should not only be an honor to itself, but 
also truly benefit the great masses for whom this Uigislation was being provided. 

Mu. UAMriKR said he Avould first take up the remarks which had been 
made by the hon’ble member Aviio had just sat down (Mr. Wyman - as he was 
dealing with what no doubt uas the prominent point of interest in the Bill, 
viz. the compulsory poAver which the Bill proposed to give to the Lieutenant* 
Governor as regards obliging municipalities to contribute towards elementary 
education; now he (Mr. liampier) Avould wish it to ho understood that he was 
speaking entirely for himself, for he had not been put in possession of His 
Honor the President’s views upon this subject, and thorefoxo spoke entirely 
under correction of tlie hon’hJe member in charge of the Bill, and rather in the 
shape of asking for information. On one point he ujust bc.gin by differing 
entirely from the opiuious of the hon’ble member w ho had just sat down ; he 
would start from tho point that in his opinion there was not the slightest 
doubt tliat it was our duty to extend elementary calucaiion of tho lowest form 
as Avidely as wo possibly could do amongst tlu; masses. ItAvas no doubt the 
duty of the public in general, as di>tinguished from tlm .Government, to do all 
in their power and to act up to tltcir responsibilities in this matter. It 
appeared to him that the Avorking of this compulsory clause .would he some- 
AA'hat in this way. If Avithin the honndaries of a municipality, tho private- 
arrangi'inents of tlu? inhabitants were such as to show that they were acting 
up to their responsibilities; if they raised subscriptions, if they got grants- 
in-aid from the Government under, the rules ptissed for that purpose, to such an 
extent as, reasonably speaking, to place the henefils of elementary education 
within tlic reach of the poor of the municipality, then there w'ou.d be no 
reason for tlic interference of the Government, nor w'ould it be necessary for 
the municipality even to interfere. This was the best and most p(‘rfect form in 
which educatiou could he giv<u. but if private persons were backward and did 
not fulfil their responsibilities, and moans Avoro not })rovided for educatin the 
lower classes within a niAinicipaliiy, then came iu the action of a municipality. 
The members of it would act probably at first by exerting their personal 
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influence; they would urge upon the landholders and influential people of the 
place who wore in a position to do something, that it was a shame to them as 
inhabitants of the place that they did not provide sufficient funds for this 
purpose; and tliat if they failed to do so, the municipality \vould have to come 
in and supplement the funds by additional taxation. Then as lie understood 
the questi^ (hut still not being thoroughly acquainted with what had passed 
within the* last two years he spoke under correction) if all endeavours To 
raise sufficient private subscriptions failed, contributions iniaiht be given bv 
the municipalities to supplement private subscriptions. Such c(Wributions had 
hitherto been treated as private suhs(;riptions towards making up the proportion 
that was necessary to the obtaining of grants-in-aid from the Government. He 
assumed that it was intended that that prinoiplo should continue, that muni- 
cipalitios would supplement private subscriptions, and that to the suras thus 
made up, w'here grants-in-aid wore necessary, grants-in-aid would he addiid. 
That w’as his idea of what would be the w'orking of those provisions; and if 
that wore so, he could not understand that they could bo objected to, (?xcept by 
starting from the position that it was not our business to educate the people. 
If the masses of the people w'cre to be educated, then surely it was within 
towns more than any whore else that this education should be given; towns 
w'cre the nuclei from which education as well as all civilization should sjiri'acl. 

The next point to which be w'ould refer w’as a remark which had fallen 
from the lion’blo member who opened tlie debate (Mr. Bayley), which was that, 
this Hill contained tlio germ of election of members of municipalities. He 
(Air. Dampier) had no ambition to he considered a refornuT, in the sense in 
which the term tvas ordinarily used, but he could not allow this remark to pass 
over w'ithout asking iiermisslon to read to the Council a few remarks wdiicn 
w'erc made in this (Council in introducing tiio District Towns’ Act of ISfiS. 
He then said :— 

“ I’y llio present law, anti li\'soi'tion 21 of this Hill, the masislrate appointed the 

snnniberB of the punehayul ; but with ihu vit'w t>f keeping jiaeo witli tlie times, it was proiided lliat 
it should la* lawful for the Govorumoiit, if it should set! lit, to ])rescril)o rules for the appoiutmuut 
of lucinhcrs t»f tho punchayul by tho oltictiou of tho tax-payers or of members of the punehavnt, 
or in any oUier inannor than by tho noiiiiiiatioii of the magistrate ; that was to say, it was hopetl 
that wlion tho (lovcrumeut saw a town sullicieiitly advaiifod to tdocT ouo or two or more mtanbers 
of its own puuehnyut, it should pass rules, taking away from tho magistrate llio power of inmii- 
Jiatioii, and couferriug tho power of elcctitm ou tltc lax-payors.” 

Then in presenting to the Council tho report of the Select Committee, it 
had boon said:— 

“ Seetioiis had been introduced as to the const it utiou *of tliosc local coinuiittecs, enabling tho 
flovcnnncnt to lay down dill'crent rules for the appoinlmonl of niomb.ers of tho coinmiltoes m 
diUbroiit towns according to tlio stage of advancement which each town might have reached. Unless 
any othor jnodo of aj);iiiinlnicnt wore j*rcseribed, the ina;'istralc, with the sanction of tht> coni- 
inissioncr of the division, was to nomitiaio the iiiemhcrs of tho eommittco; but provision was inado 
for the oicctiou of tlio moinbors wht'ii the (iovcruuicut had I'oasou to belicvo that l.lie town was 
far cnougli advanced.” 

That section was reported in the proceedings as having been passed only 
with verbal amendments, but tho form hi ivliich it had been passed obliged hiui 
to read these remarks of his as explanatory of tho intention of tho Council. 
The section was passed as the iJTtli section of Act VI of lH(i8, and it ran— 

mt?ml)urH of every town coniinitteo and ward committee shall from time to time ho nomi¬ 
nated and uppointinl by sucli persons and in such manner as shall he directed by any orders which 
may bo from time to time pusstMl in tliat behalf by the (lovermnent of Bengal, and unless and uti^l 
such orders shall be passed, shall be nominated and appointed by the magistrate of the district witii 
the sanction of tlie commissioner of tlie division.” 

Head by the light of the remarks which he had just read, this section 
of Act VI of 1808 fully contemplated the possibility of election at somo 
future day, and moreover the latttu* jiart of the section distinctly recognized it, 
for it provided that the projiortioii of official members should not ho morg than 
one-third, unless such persons were elected to bo members of tho committee, 
otherwise than by appointment of the Oovorumeut, or by any officer of Govern¬ 
ment. Ho thought it was a remarkahlo sign of the advance of public opinion 
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that in 1808 the suggestion of elective representation was passed over abso-' 
lutely without remark; but fhat in 1872 the' Subject was touched upon, and it 
immediately became one of tliose i)oints which was hailed with satisfaction. 

The hon’ble member wlio opened the debate (Mr. Jlayley) had made some 
remarks about the police, lie (Mr. Darnpier) cordially concurred with the 
hoii’hlo member in those remarks, and he believed that there never had been 
any doubt in the Government of Bengal that tljo police arrangements in 
municipality under the existing Acts were too elaborate and too expensive, 
and that the wishes of the people were not sullicicntly consulted as to its 
detailsu and constitution, lie entirely went with the move which was now 
made in that matter. 

Witli regard to the remarks from the hon’hle member opposite (Bahoo 
Dignraber Mittcr) he did not quite understand the force of his strictures His 
objection seemed to be that in spite of any provisions which could be made, the 
magistrate would still hg tlu; only real and ofli’ctivo power in municipalities. 
Now did the hon’blc nuimber mean to say that the case would bo better if 
them wore no mimicipalitios P Did he wish to say nakedly that ho would 
prefer to have the luagisti'iito acting under the direct control of his oilicial 
superior and GovcrnimMit Avitliout any thing in the shape of municipal 
rnattliincry ? If he did mean Ibis hi? (Mr. Darnpier; could only say that 
he did not think the liou’bli? member in tliis resp(?ct represented the 
views of many of his countrymen, lie (Mr. Darnpier) admitted that 
a magistrate Avith strong opinions, and strong opinions would no doubt exercise 
great influence Avithin the deliatiug room of the municipality; and having 
induceil the <!ommis>ioners to adoj)t his aucavs, lie Avould come out, armed with 
their concurrence, a much strongiT man as GliAirman of the municipality, and 
acting in tlieir name, than he (w ith ri'spect to his oilicial superiors and to the 
outer Avorld in gemrral) woidd lumj been had ho stood alone; and in this 
sense he confessi'd that this Bill might he said to add to the poAver of the 
magistrates.’ Buj; Avg^s to say that municipali¬ 

ties in j;ttg^''tlistricts in Bengal Avere tlic only Avorkmg bodies in which that 
p Avas it not the ease, in every combination of men who had to act 
together P r.ven though in thi'ory each liad the same Aveight as his fellows, the 
man AA’ho, by position or other eircumstanecs was the strongest, or AA’liohad the 
strongest null, AAmuld first influence his colleagues to accept his views, some 
unwiliinglv, some lieartily, and then Avould go forth much stronger as the 
representaUve of those views, although in reality they were the private vicAva 
of one man. lie (Air. Daraiiier) could not think that the hou’ble member’s 
views as to the magistrate’s despotism Avould in any way be served by sweep¬ 
ing away his municipal colleagues who, hoAvcver weak, would certainly, to some 
extent, trammel and check a w rong-headed and despotic magistrate from carry¬ 
ing out hrs owm measures. . , , 

There w’ero two or three minor points to which ho wished to direct the 
attention of the Select Committee. One of these was section f.9. It was a very- 
old rul(j in municipalities, and one wliicli obtained generally: it related to the 
tax on horses and carriages, and provided that oAvnership for any number of 
days in a quarter created lialulity to the tax for thq Avholo quarter. It was 
urg(?d that this Avas an expedient rjgle, because tlierc Avas so much concealment 
tliJit it AVfis impossildo to ascoi tain on Avhat day a vehicle was set-up. He 
thought that that difficulty ought to be got oviir by a compromise. Surely if 
you took half the tax of the quarter you Avould presumably hise in one half 
of 1 he cases and gain in tlu? other. It seemed to him that it would he more 
just to take one lialf the tax for the quarter from those Aidio set-up a vehicle 
Avithin any quarter tlian to levy tlie full tax for the quarter. 

The next point whieh he would notice was the power of delegating cer¬ 
tain powers of the Lieutenant-Governor as mentioned in section 203 and 
eslewhere in the Bill. Ho would ho obliged if the hon’hle member in charge . 
of the Bill Avould explain how it was proposed to work that provision. 

The last point to which he Avould allude was the tax on processions and 
ceremonies. He believed that processions were a good subject for taxation; but 
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the scale of fees proposed seemed open to objection, and lie would commend 
its consideration to the Select Committee. Again, it would be absolutely neces¬ 
sary to define what a procession was in the sense of the Act, so as not to leave 
a door open for harassing interference from tlio police in the exercise of the 
powers conferred on them by the provisions of the section. 

Mit. Beunatii) said ho was glad that so many members of the Council had 
considered the Bill and had expressed their opinion tbei eon; and he w'as still 
more glad to find that most of the speakers, though they had criticised some 
parts of the Bill, did in the main seem able to approve and support its principles, 
lie felt sure that whatever bad been that day said would be of much use to the 
Select Committee if the Council should see fit to allow tlin Bill to be read. 

The objections and remarks made by the hon’ble members had referred 
in the main to the constitution of the governing bodies under the Bill, to its 
taxation clauses, and to the sections regarding education. Ho (Mr. Bernard) 
would first refer to what had been said on these three main heads, and he 
would afterwards address himself to the remarks and questions made on 
points of detail. It must be remarked that the hon’blo member who opened 
the debate (Mr. Baylcy) bad expressed an apprehension that the magistrate 
wmuld have too little power in the towns of liis district; that the non-oflicial 
majority of two to one would outweigh him and outvote him ; and that the 
opposition might prevent necessary improvements being made, and might 
prohibit taxation being levied. This was one view; but another hou’ble 
member (Itajali Joteendro JMohun Tagore) had taken an opposite view: ho 
liad avowed his belief that the magistrate would have too full and too wide 
pow'ors in any municipality, and tliat the nmx-ofiicial commissioners of a town 
would ill reality exercise very little influence over the aft'airs of their town. 
Now he (Mr. Bernard) did not mean to say that the truth necessarily lay midway 
between two extremes, but the avowal of these two opposite views might to 
some extent show that the jiroposals of the Bill wore moderate; and be would 
assure the Council that the framers of tlic Bill had at any rate intended to 
strengthen the hands of the commissioners, and to arrange for the represen¬ 
tatives of the town managing, to use the Hou’ble Degumber Mitter’s words, the 
afliiirs of their town themselves. The bon’ble member last named had drawn 
a somewhat sad picture of the constitution of society iu a Bengal town; he 
had said that in Bengal townsmen would not be found who would be active and 
independent municipal commissioners; men would not have the courage or 
the wish to oppose a magistrate if they thought him wrong; and so in reality 
the supposed muniidpal government would bo a farce. . Ho (Mr. Bernard) 
w'as glad to have heard the hon’blo member say that such views would not 
be approved by the lion’blc speaker’s educated fellow countrymen. Mr. Bernard 
would hope that on this particular point the educated mim who would differ 
from the hon’blo member might he better informed than the hon’ble member 
himself. He would say that at any rate this Council had, in the person 
of the hon’blo membi^r himself, a specimen of a Bengali gentleman who 
would, without fear and without favor, express opinions which might perhaps 
he distasteful to the official members of tho Council. He hoped that in 
Bengali towns municipal commissioners might be found, who would not forego 
honest opinions merely because the magistrate disapproved those opinions. He 
felt sure that men of that stamp did exist, and he trusted tlieir number woj^ld 
increase. 

Much bad been said that day regarding tho various forms of taxation which 
the Bill permitted municipal bodies to adopt. One hon’ble member (^lajah 
Joteendro Mohun Tagore) had said that these multiform taxes would frighteu tho 
people; that they would and must result in increased burdens, which could 
hardly be borne in these days, when impost had followed on impost, and the people 
could endure no more. So far as bo (Mr. Bernard) could remotnber, tho only 
new tax imposed during the last ten years w'as the income tax in its various 
-shapes, though doubtless municipal taxation had increased. But he would submit 
that whatever might have beeu the small increase .in the w^eight of municipal 
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taxation, that increase was not nearly in proportion to the rise which had occurred 
in the rents, in the price of produce, in the wages of labor, and in the cost of all 
commodities. He would ask leave again to point out that the Bill proposed only 
two new forms of taxation, viz. the tax on processions, and the octroi tax; it by no 
means bound or even asked municipal bodies to adopt more of these taxes then 
they liked. He was glad to find tliat the members of the Council were on the 
whole favorable to levying a small license tax on processions; he regarded the 
criticism of the hon’ble member opposite (Uajali .Toteendro Mohun Tagoi’e) as 
entirely just, when ho said that the meaning of the word “ ceremonies” in section 
78 ought to^e defined; he said that as the words stood—a dinner party, a dur- 
bai’, or a dance might be liable to license tax; and this was not the intention of 
the framers. He (Mr. Bernard) made no doubt but that if the Bill were referred 
t® a Select Committee, the Committee would be able cither to define “ cere- 
moniesf,” or else to exempt ceremonies from taxation, and to make the section 
refer to sti’eot processions only, lie quite acknowledged that the octroi tax was 
at present foreign to Lower Bengal; and that tliis particular form of taxation 
could not be applied to. the straggling towns Avhich were like long drawn-out- 
villages on the banks of Bengal rivers. But, as one hoti’ble member (Mr. liaylcy) 
had said, there were towns in Behar more like the towns of Northern India, and 
to some of these towns octroi duties might perhaps bo applieablc. One of the 
bon’ble members for commerca(Mr, liobinson) bad pointird out that, in elleet, 
the several municipal taxes, if ever they existed in the same town, might 
boeome cumulative ; but the hon’ble- member went on to say that such cumula¬ 
tive taxation would befall the rich only. Ho (Mr. Bernard) was free to 
admit that it might happen that a i-ich man at Aliporc might have to pay 
carriage-tax, and that ho might indirectly pay IjLOUstvtax, and that perhaps 
in very occasional cases the same man might have to pay tlu; tax on 
trades and callings. But any person so circumstanced w’ould be a rich man, 
and be would probably not pay move than be ought fairly, with refert.'iieo to bis 
property and his mi*ans to contribute to municipal necessities. So far as lu^ 
liad been able to jiidge, tlie risk with all municipal taxation in India was lest 
the poor should have too large a burden, and the rich should get oil'too cheaply. 
Ii‘, when the Select Committee and the Couueii at the settlement of the clauses 
came to consider these several forms of taxation, tlu'v cousidei’cd that the taxes 
were too many, then of course it woidd be oj)eu lo tiie Couueii to disallow any 
one or more of the proposed alternative taxes. But ho would agaiu remind the 
Council that all these tuxes wore permissive and not oblicalory. 

He was particularly rejoiced to find that m'arly all tlio rntmibors who bad 
referred to the mattpr, approved the proposal permitting niunicii)al funds te 
be spent on educational X)urposes. He thought that if any such provisirm became 
law,a very great point would have been gained. One bon’blc membor(M r. Bayh y) 
had expressed a fear that pcidiaps municipal commissioners might make liie 
mistake of devoting funds i)aid in part by the poor to the maintenance of colh'ges 
and high education; and that they might not provide sulficicntly for the educatkm 
of the i)oor. So far as be bad been able to understand these matters, Ibere Avas no 
ground for apjirebension that local money would be sf)ciit too freely on colleges, 
it was only in last year’s report tliat one of the most experitmcocl inspectors 
remarked that out of the nineteen Government and • Missionary Colleges 
in Bengal, only one, the Madrissa Colioge in Ilooghly, was in any way supporUal 
by private endoAvments or local subscriptions. Natives of BenJ^al wluai they 
wished to help education—and it must gladly bo admitted that they did in some 
parts Of Bengal contribute most liberally—established or endoVed English 
schools of the middle and lower classes, and occasionally maintained vernacular 
schools. He (Mr. Bernard) anticipated that if this i)art of the Bill becanu.- 
law in any thing like its ])resoiit shape, tlie result would he that municipal 
commissioners of tovvns would mak<5 grants to Eiiglish and vernacular schools ; 
and that in the rural municipalities the punchayuts would aid paishalas or 
village schools. A question had been put hy an hori’blo member (Mr. 
Hampier) wdietbor the Bill contemplated that grants-in-aid should continue to 
be given under the picscnt rules, or whether such grants w'ould cease. 
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He (Mr. Bernard) had no right or title to speak in behalf of the Govern¬ 
ment, or to say what Government would do. He was aware that the existing 
grant-in-aid rules were at present being remoclelled, and apprehended that 
Government could not pledge itself, for a number of years to come, as to the 
particular policy it would adopt in regard to grants-in-aid. But he believed 
that the Government of Bengal had formerly, did now, and would for the 
future grant all the money it could spare to aid schools of whatever calibre, 
either in towns or in villages. 

The hon’hlo mornbor on his right (Mr. Bayley) had mad( what seemed a 
very just criticism on section 18 of tlie Bill, which provided for vesting public 
dispensaries, schools, and such like institutions in the municipal commissioners. 
The hon’blc member pointed out that no means were provided for compelling the 
commissioners to do tludr duty by such institutions. It. seemed to him (Mr. 
Bernard) that it would be (!Xj)cdient, if this section wore to stand, to add a clause, 
something like that contained in section 222, providing that on a presentation 
from a certain number of rate-payers to the etroct that the commissioners had 
neglected or abused the-ir trust in regard to any oftlie institutions mentioned, the 
magisiralc might inquin;, and, if noc/rssary, inlcrveiic to'pn^scrve such institu¬ 
tions from neglect or misuse. 

The only other criticism of the hon’hle member (Mr. Bayley) referred to 
the control, appointm(‘nt, or dismissal of the Tou'n Police. It would bo 
observed by the Council that the Bill provided that no policeman above the 
grade of an ordinary constable, should be dismissed without the approval of the 
magistrate, hut undoubtedly in respect of all other matt(>rs the Town Police 
would, as the Bill st()(jd, be under the orders of the municipal commissioners, 
and the district superintendent of police w'ould have little control over 
them. Perhaps tlu; Select Committee might sec lit to rnodity in some degree 
their provisions, so far as the dismissal and discipline of tlu*- Town Police wont; 
hut he (Mr. Bernard^ strongly thouglit that the commissioners, or a suh- 
committee ol' their hody, Avouhl he the best authority for selecting and appointing 
Town Police; the commissioners would know the right men, they would choose 
their own towns-pcojdc—men who would know who w'ere had characters, and 
who w'ould know wdiat stt'ps should he taken to repress and detect crime. At 
present it often happened that outsiders, up-country men, people w’ho knew 
nothing of a towm, wore appointed to bo its police. 

The hon’hlo member w'ho represented the suburbs of Calcutta (Moulvie 
Abdool Lateef) liad rocrommended that the ])resent Bill should not be applied to 
the suburbs of Calcutta, and had suggested that another short Bill should he 
introduced providing for such matters as might be wanted in the suburbs. It 
undoubtedly w'as tluj ease thfit the suburbs w'erc a very large and important 
municipality; that, as the llon’lde Member had said, it,s residents WHU’e numerous 
and oppuleut; but. so lar as he (Mr. Bernard) had learned, the people and the 
Commissioners of the suburbs did not hake in their municipal affairs anything 
like the warm interest taken by the Justices in Calcutta .affairs; and in this 
respect, at; any rate, the suburban municipality differed widc'ly from the Calcutta 
corporation. Still he felt sure that any representation wdiich the suburban 
corporation might make on the subject of the Bill, or their exemption therefrom, 
would receive full consideration at the hands of the select committee. 

In conclusion, Mr. Bernard assured the Council that, so far as the wishes 
of the mover of the Bill went, the hon’ble member Mr. Robinson’s w'ishe^ 
would bo fulfilled; and the natives of towns all over Bengal would have the 
fullest opportunity of expressing their opinion on the Bill, for a translation 
would be circulated to scores of municipal bodies and to British and Native 
officers aU over the country. • 

His Honok i’HB President said that he thought he might follow the 
hon’blc member in e,harge of the Bill in expressing his gratification that this 
very important measure now suhmitti'd to the Council had been received by the 
members of the Council, including the non-official members, who had addressed 



US to-da)^ in a manner, upon the whole, extremely favorable. He was himself 
especially pjatified to observe that the members had expressed themselves in a 
manner whi(;h led him to hope that they would accept more or less completely 
the plan which this IVill laid down, in respect to.tjie very imjjortant subject of 
education. The ])roj)osal whi(;h in certain clauses of this Bill was submitted to 
the Council in respect to education was Avhai. he believed ho niijyht call a very 
moderate comi)roinis(; of a very difficult subject. He had boon particularly 
glad to hear that the lion’ble mcnibcr te the right (Baboo Digumber Mitter) 
approved of the proposal in that res])ect almost to the full. Other hon’ble 
members had also exjn-essird themselves in a way more or less completely 
favorable to the views of the Oovernnumt, and His Honor ivas sanguine that 
after these clauses of the Bill had ])assed though the hands of the committee, 
the Council would ariivi? at a conclusion that would be satisfactory to moderate 
and reasonable men all f)vcr the counti'V- 


He obscrvixl that veiy divergc'ut ^uoavs had beiui exjmessed upon the subject 
of munici])al s<df-gov(‘nmienl by tlui hon'ble membei’s who had addressed the 
Council. The hon’ble nn'inber on his right (Mr. Bobinson) had taken the 
sanguine aucav Avlu(h JJis Ilohor had taken, viz. that municipal institutions were 
indigenous to tlu' country, and w(; might liopt' tliat in a country wh(?re those 
institutions w(?re in fidl Av<»rklng order, long befon' wo had tlam in th<^ British 
Isles, in a. c.ountry in some rcspiads that of their birtli, such institutions might 
flourish and ruj)idly su<a*ee(l. The hon'ble nu‘mb(*r (m the right (Baboo 
Digumber Mitter), on tlu' otlu'r hand, had taken Avhat lu* inight term a 
gloomy view r)f the polilh-al ])osition and the social chara.ct<'ristics of his 
countrymen. His Honor believt'd that another hon’ble gentleman (Mr. 
Wyman) had placed the truth v('ry fairly when he said that no doubt 
su(;h institutions had at (»n<! tijiie exi.st(‘d in tlie (country, and that there 
was erpially little doubt that the\' had now, I'pr tlu‘ most part, died out. 
From thes(> observatiojis His Honor would <lraw a very mf)derat(^ (tonclusion, 
that institutions which had existed in this country and which had died out 


might yet be revived with care and tr<»ubl(‘. He admitbal that tluire was a 
great deal of.triitli in the observations of the hon’ble member on the right 
(Baboo Digumber Mitter) ; but Avhen His Honor looked back to the history of 
this great country, he could not desjiair of nltimaie success. His belief was 
that these self-govering institutions Avere a very es.sentlal jiart in the very 
constitution of the' Aryan raei*. He Avas sanguine that the ditliculties which the 
hon’ble mcmb('r so vividly depicted might be oA'crconu*, and that Ave should 
eventually arri\'C at ('tlicienl sidf-governnuait. He admitted that wo could 
not arriA'c AAuth one bound at such a stati* of things *, h(> could not ho])o to see 
the system brought t,o perfection ; but at an}' rate he thought that aa'(‘ might make a 
beginning, and that our successors might arrive, at a future time, at a very 
favorabhi result. On one ])oin1 la* could not altogether agriMs to what had 
been said by the hon’ble member on this subject. His Honor undiirstood the 
hon’ble member’s argunu'nt to be that th(*se muniiapal institutions must bo 
the out come and not the pri'cursor of fre(‘ political in.stitutions. Now His 
Honor’s vicAV was otheiwise. H(> bidicA'ed that human nature was so constituted 
that what was called jiatriotism and public sjiirit Avere the natural accompani¬ 
ments and result of self-govm’nm(*nt. He belii'vinl that Avhile institutions wore 


despotic and you had no s(?H-goA’ernment you could not ha\u!]uibli(t spirit and you 
could not have patriotism, (hi the other hand he believed that if you made a 
beginning of sclf-governm(‘nt, public«pirit, and jiatriotisni would result. Mon 
who accepted offiire on behalf of their countiymen would know'that their actions 
would be watched and judged by those for aa'Iioui they acted, and his hojie and 
belief was that public? spirit, would result. Hoav fur that would be efleiited 
remained to be seen, but he. trusted that the members of the Council would 


agree with him tJiat it aa'us desirabh? to make the attempt. 

Tlie hon’ble member who sjioke early in the debate (Rajah Jotoendro 
Mohun Tagoro) alluded to the fear which Avas sjiroading about the country that 
we were daily increasing the burdons of the people. Now His Honor thought 
that it had been explained by the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill lEat 
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whatever tlie Bill did, it did not increase the comjjulsory burcfcns of the 
people to any great extent. In fact, Ilis IIf)nor might say that the very 
moderate provision for education was the only provision in respect to which 
any new and increased obligation was imjiosed. ’^riu* taxatit)n under the 
Bill, as l^^d been so often said, was in its various fonns alternative, and it was 
only the wish of Government to give to municipalities a choice of the form of 
taxation which they pix^ferred. 'I’liat suixfly was not an iiicreast^d obligation, 
but an iiKireased freedom Avliich avo afforded to tlieJii. It Avas (piih? trmj that 
municipalities would have uudtjr this Bill tioav res])onsib!liii(!s aiul ncAV duties. 
In point of fact, the. result in sonn^ cases might no doubt be to sonn^ extent to 
increase taxation ; but his view avus tliat such inc-reased taxation would not 
result from incnnised obligations imposed upon thorn by the Government, but 
would be the outcome of new Avants, m; v knoAvledge, and of new demands for 
things to which they had not bi?en accustomed, but Avliich the people of the 
country would gTadually ask to obtain at their own expraiso. It was not the 
case that tlnj burdens impos(;d by the Governnumt AAomld he extended, hut 
the Bill w'ould give the people jroAver to (*xtend their, own burdens if they 
Avished to do so. GoAm’nnuMit had no avIsIi to sliift the burden AA'lii<!h was now 
borne by itself. Jiyno means. I'hey said—“ The ])ower of the Government is 
limited, the means of the GoA'ernment are liinii.ed, the finances ar<5 limited. 
We are unalile to giv'c many great imjn'OA'eunaits Av'hicli the progress of the 
age demands. We ean do so mueh, and av(' can giA’e you so much money; 
it you wish to liaAa* more you must arrange; for the imams to do more, you must 
tax yourselves, as the p(*ople of all euA’ilizcel e;ouutri<'s tax themselA’-es ; and the 
opportunity to do so, is the o])]jortmiity Avt; iioav ask the Council to gi\ai you.” 

On the subjt‘ct of education lie might say, that jierhnps the wetrd “ compul¬ 
sory,” looking to tin* se;nsc in Avhich llu* weml Avas us(;a in England, Avas a 
somewhat dangerous Avoi-d, because it imjilit'd not that munieripalities should be 
comjielled to proA'idc means of education, hut that tin* poo])le Avere compelled to 
go to school. Now that avus by no means intemh^d. We did not seek to press 
education to that extent. Wo felt (a.s an Inurhle member had said) that it 
was not desirable to educate uumi iMyond tiu'ir position in life. He thought 
that the lower class of edueaiion given in pnhlnilns to tin; agricultural population 
was most fitted for the ])eople of tliat class ol’ society. The hon'blc member on 
the left (Mr. Dampit'r) laid ihoroughlA’ exjdaim'il the views of the Government 
when he said that the ohji'ct of 1 lie Govi'rmnenl Avas sini]»ly to do that which 
was now being attempted to he done in Knglaiid, that is to saA', ‘‘ it you provide 
the means of education Avitli sm-h aid as fjovernment can j^ive you, well and 
good; if you do not, then Ave Avill come in and recpiire you U) do so.” Wo hoped 
that the voluntary jirovision of schools Avould be the ordinary rule, and the general 
arrangement throughout the country. And it Avonld only he in exceptional 
cases, and A^'here there Avere ahsolut('ly no means of education available, that 
the compulsory clauses of tlio Bill AV'ould bo jmt in forct*. 

His Honor thought that tin' iKm'ble imanher in (jliarge of tlic Bill had 
sufficiently alluded to the objection in regard to section 18 of tlu; Bill by 
which certain buildings AA'orc to he made oAan- to the charge of nmuicipulitics. 
That was a proAusion AA'hich the select c<»mmittt‘e might with adA'antage 
narrowly scrutinize. It was not the object of the Government to turn over to 
municipalities the cost of buildings at jiresiait maintained hv the GoA'crnmcnj^ 
The ohj ect was to ent('r into arrangements AAuth nmniiajialities AA'ith regard to 
certain institutions toAvards AvhieJi they contrihuted, and the luauagoment of 
which they might very fairly claim. 

There hud been a good many observations made upon the subject of*tho 
octroi duties. Perhaps it avus desirable that ho shoidd ]mt his vioAV on this 
subject broadly before the Council, lit; beli(;ved tbere Avas in Boiigal a sort of 
horror, if he might so term it, tif anything tliat Avas Punjaboo: it was like 
shaking a red flag in the face of a Imll, to quote anything as coming fi’om the 
Punjab. Ho would tlierefort; ask the Countiil tt) eutt;r upon this subject without 
prejudice in respetit to this octroi systtmi being siqiposed to tiomo from the 
Punjab. The Bill in no respect proposed to compel any- municipality, to adopt the 
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ftvstcm of octroi duties. All tliat tlio Bill said t<ras, that amongst what ho had 
descrihod as a varietj^ of good* things, of which tlioy might ttikc their choice was 
the system of oc-i.roi duties. Although there was in llengal a prejudice against 
tliis system of duties which was supimsed to C(une from the ruiijah, ho must 
assert that it was the unvarying ex]»erieiice of various provinces in India as well 
as in many coutitries of Eurojie, that no \nunici[»al tax was so permanently }x>pu- 
lar as octroi duties. Veiy many muiiic-ipalitles in ditforent parts of tlm c<mntry 
who had objected to the I'loiise tax and other more dir(;et taxes, liad rushed, if 
we miglit say so, to these octroi duties as a ivliet. Under favorable cii’cuni- 
stances they wen* able to rais<* a reviauie whh'h was hardly felt. The; system, as 
cxperieiico had ju’oved, was liabh^ to be attended with a goo*! many evils. 
Indeed, the abuses which might att(*nd a careless imposition and levy of these 
duties wore so great tliat the? system had called forth from the Government of 
India thci remarks which hud be<ai read to tlm Council, but these remarks were 
intended to improve, not to j)nt <lown ilui system; natst of those evils resulted 
from tin* fact that the system avus too j)o]>u1ar. Alnnicipalities in some parts of 
the «;ountr 5 'had too universally resorted tt> that system. He freely admitted 
that umler man}' <Mrcumstanc('s it Avas attemhul Avith many dillieulties, and that 
to certain municijialities it av'us not ])i'*>perly titled; but t(» theidrcumsbinces 
of many others it Avas extremel y w*'ll suited. It Avas a ((uestion betw'een direct 
and imlirect taxation, and as indinict taxes Avere the. more; ])opular in tluj 
general taxation of tluM'ouniry, it Avas tlui same inres]K'ct to municipal taxes. 
Wlicr*' the cm*umslam*<'s of a. munieijiality were really suitabh*, he thought it 
was better to impos*' indirect taxes of this sort with ilia* care and caution than 
to tax the pcHijde b}' those direct methods to Avldch ilu'y Avere (*xtremely averse. 
Uor the ex(*rcise of due caution the (.•overnm<*nt would bo r('s]ionsible, and His 
Honor must express his strong hojie that the (Council w*add giv** this subject an 
unbiassed ctmsideration, and not throAV out this mode of taxation without 


having A'ery fully and ('aiA'Iiilly considtu’ed the matter. 

As regards tlu^ police th(*re was a goo<l deal of truth and justice in the 
remarks which h.ad fallen fr(»m the Hoii'ble iMemla’r who opened the* debate. 
No doubt AV'O had at presenr ifone to<» tiir to om* extr<'me—that was to say, in 
giving to the .District fSupcvinU'ndcnt of Police comjilete and exclush'^e power 
over tlie police of towns; on the otlier hand the Bill removcsl tlu^ toAvn police 
so absolutely from the control of tlm ]>oli<‘e authorities, that w(; might bo going 
tq the oilier exti't'im*. H<* liojied timrtdbre that the Council would CtU’ofully 
consider and inanipulati* tlu'se proA’isions. 

Then he cana^ to the rc'inarks of the hoii’bl(! member on the right (Rajah 
Jotcondro Mobun Tagore) in regard to tlm despotic, cliaraetor of these institu' 
tions. The hoifblc memiK'r seenmd to suppose tliat the jiiagistrato would as 
a rule override the eoinniiitei*, and that tht^ Government would rule over 


the magistrate, and that the muniiajialitii's Avould be but little despotisms 
after all. IVrliiqis it was scarcely neces.sary that His Honor should take up 
the time of the Council in ansAvea'ing- that asserti»m, because the objoctiou had 
been well answered by the lion’ble gentleman on the left (Mr. Dampier), who 
asked AA'hether the hon’ble member really thought tlmt it would bo bettor if 
there Avere no municipalitii's, an^ the munieijiul government wore directly 
administered by lla* Goveniment officials. Mis Honor lliougbtihat it was entirely 
a question for the Select Committee to AA'hom this Billw'ould bo rcfiiiTcd to can*}'^ 
out, in any way that seemed to flii'in hi?st, the declared intention of the Govern¬ 
ment in introducing this Bill, vi/. that these municijialities should not be 
shams but realities. If it ajipeaved to the Select Committee and the Council 
that too great poAvers Aver*,* being given to the magistrate, they could lesson 
those ]>OAvers: ifitAvas eonsidi*i<‘d that the mode prescribed for the exorcise of 
the magistx’ate's ]u*avoi’s was such as was'really unliivorahle to the dcvixlopment 
of 8elf-goA'ernm<.mt, it was fr<>.o to tho Committee and the Council to alter it. His 
Honor’s ol.ijefst was *rlearly and distinctly to give to muuhapulitics real self- 
government, and not to nuiko them sham institutions, and 'ho trusted that before 
the Bill emerged fi’om the committee it A\‘ould bo j)ut into such a shape that 
that object would be obtained. 
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Then as regards small municipalities, which wore dealt with under the pro¬ 
visions of Part XII of the Pill, the same Ilon’hte Member had observed that he 
did not understand the pi’ovisioii in nsspect to chakraii lauds, and it was there¬ 
fore necessary that His Honor should ofi’er some further (ixplauatiou upon the 
subject. ^Ic might say that it was not intended that there should bo two 
chowkeedars where ther(; was now one; that one should be provided from the 
chaki'an lands and the otlmr by the municipality. The object was simply to 
avoid altogether the whole question of chakran lands and to leave it for treat¬ 
ment as a sciiarate and distinct subject. The ellect of the bill as it stood would 
then bo this Thes(5 small municipalities wore bound to see that a chowkeedar 
was maintained, who should reiioivo a salary^ of not loss than Its. a 
month. If the chowkiuKlar received Its. 2 a month from the chakran lauds, 
then the inuni<!ipalit>' would sujqileinont his salaiy^ by giving an additional 
rupee; and whore there were no chakran lauds the Pill would come into full 
force and (’fleet as regards the inaintenuncc of chowkeedars by the municipality; 
but the minimum pa>’ of the (rhowkeodar sJiould be such that together with 
anything roceivinl i'rom chakran lands he should r(i(!OU'e not less than Rs. 8 a 
nuinth. Ilis Honor might say, while on 'this subj(K!t of small municipalities, 
that the Goveinnumt did not a.tte,mptt<» make; them at once complete municipali¬ 
ties, but simply to make. a. small beginning towards sndi institutions. It was 
not })roposed to imj»os<' iijion llu'm tlie ohligations which wore })roposed to bo 
imposed on the larg<u’muni<;ipalities. Although it was desfrable that village 
pat^lmlan should (’xisl in ordei’ that the agricultural (rlasses should have such 
odiusution us wouhl (‘uabhi them to understand tlusir afl’airs, still ho believed 
that as tlu’ Pill stood it was not intimded to provide that in these small village 
municipalities the maintenanc(j of patshalus should be made (jornpulsoiy’, nor 
wore timrc’ any other compulsory clauses in respect to these munici])alitics, 
exc.o]it as to the chowkci’dar. Cj|ov(‘i*nment wislujd only to make it optional 
with these munici])ulities to kc’op u]» puMmlus and also to ])rovide if they wished 
drinking water, and one or two other things for wliich there were frec^uent 
cries from rural villages. 

Then we came to the remarks of the hon’ble member on the left ^Moulvie 
Abdool LutiHif) with r(‘gard to the suburbs »»f (kdcutta. Ilis Honor nught say 
that the objcHl was to make this a large and (^omprehensLve Pill, and to make 
its provisions such as to (it it for both large and siiiall munici])a1ities; but he 
believcid there was a g«»od deal in the wants and constitution of the suburban 
iuunici])alit.y for which ]»r»)visi(m was not made by this Pill. It would be for 
the S(Je(;t Committee to consider whether the Pill could be made suited to 
the demands of the sulmrban inuiicipality. Ho had no dpubt that the Select 
(Jominittoe woidd be able to give a good opinion on that subject and would be 
able to guid(? tlio Council in the matter. 

It had also bi'cu sngg(’st(;d that if wo were to oft’er to municipalities a 
system of idcction, it would be better to begin in the large inunic-ipality of Cal¬ 
cutta. His Honor was not <piito siu’c that a very large municipality was the 
()iio which Avc should sel('ct to make a hegiiming of the sj’stem of election; but 
if any lion’blo memlx’r sboidd lay before tlie Council a sdiemo by wliidiit might 
be possible to establish a ro|)ros(‘ntattve luuiiicipality for the pcojilc of Calcutta, 
His Honor would be ri'ady to give it the most favorable consideration. He 
was conscious that at present the coiislitutiou of the (Calcutta municipality^ was 
not in all res]>ects the stroiig(?st and host that could bo devised. He felt that thft 
burden of responsibility was shared hetweem the Grovomment and the Justices in 
a somewhat uncertain W'ay. Tlie .1 usti(^es w'ore appointed by the Government, and 
toac-ortain exh’iit they relieved tlu^ Govermneiit of the rcsjionsibility of the 
niunhdpul govenmieiit of tlie town, but to a ciirtain extent the Government which 
appointed those justices lel|, that it was responsible for the good government 
of tlic town. He should be very glad if a system could be devised* by which 
we could have ward ivpresentatives and a municipal government could be 
formed by the people who sliould be fbo real ropresontatives of tlio town itself. 

His Honor thought that the hon’ble member in charge of the Bill had 
satisfactorily met the doubts entertained by the hon’ble member (Mr. Dampier) 
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in rcuard to tlie powtion in wliich tlio Government would stand as to grants-in- 
aid for education. The Bill waa not intended to discontinue the system of 
grants-in-aid. On the other hand, as the system of education extended, as the 
demands on account of education increased, the moans available to us for the 
])urposos of education did not extend, and Government could not pledge itself to 
give fresh grants-in-aid to tlie same degree and under the same rules as at present. 
His hope was that it would bo possible to avoid any material diminution of the 
present grants-in-aid, but he was not in a position to say that Govemment could 
increase the present expenditure in that respect. Government must be trusted 
to devote llie funds mow available for the purpose honestly and fairly, but we 
could not pledge ciursclves to any particular administrative rules on the subject. 

His Honor thought that there werinio other subjects in connection with this 
Bill upon M'hich he necjd trouble the Council with any further remarks at jirescnt. 
He would lucn^ly say that, taking on the whole the favorable vi(!W which the 
Council had taken ol’ this Hill', ho tnisteil that it would prove to be an efficient 
measure. If the Council should ])ass the Bill we should try tn do our best in the 
liope tliat in the <;ourse of tiiin* th(! institutions which we were now endeavouring 
to foster would dcveloji themselves more and men*, and tliat a f(*w years 
later we should have an innnense amount of self-government throughout the 
comitry. 

The motion was then agreed to; and on tlie motion of Mr. Bernard the 
Bill was referred to a select <toniuiittco consisting of Mr. Dampicr, Mr. Bayley, 
Moidvy Abdool Luteef, Mr. Wyman, Rajah Joteendro Mohun Tagore, and tno 
mover. 

Mr. Dampier said he thought more satistiudipu would be given to the 
native community if Baboo Higundasr Mitters nauit^ w(!r(f added to the select 
committee, and he would therefore make a motion to that effect. The motion 
was agreetl to. 

The Council was adjourned to Satm'day, the 20th instant.
